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And So It Begins 

International spectacles of darkness and light

I: South by Southwest 

South by Southwest 2010 kicks off Friday, 
March 12, the cover date of this issue. There 
are any number of ways of enjoying SXSW, 
ranging from those that charge no admission 
at all up to buying a SXSW badge. This year, in 
the former category, there’s an exciting range 
of events that are free and open to the public. 

Next week will also see the Chronicle s 
annual blowout Austin Music Awards and 
SXSW Music issue. The three SXSW daily 
issues of the Chronicle will be published at 
the end of the week (Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday, March 18-20). 

SXSW week goes into high gear 
immediately, with the SXSW Film 
Festival kicking it off with a 
night of premieres and special 
screenings. The Film Festival 
runs nine days of SXSW, begin- 
ning the evening of Friday, 

March 12, and ending Saturday 
night, March 20. Except for open- 
ing night, film programs begin at 
11am and run all day and night; this year sees 
a significant increase in international films, 
as well as a number of great midnight shows 
co-sponsored by our great friends at Fantastic 
Fest. This year’s Festival boasts the strongest 
programming of its 17-year history; there 
are literally hundreds of shows over its nine 
nights and days. Usually I pick out a few spe- 
cial films to highlight, but this year I wouldn’t 
know where to begin. Film passes costing 
$70 (inclusive) are still available at Waterloo 
Records and at some SXSW Film Festival 
doors (the Austin Convention Center and the 
Alamo Drafthouse’s South Lamar, Ritz, and 
Village locations). 

Having now become one of the largest 
events of its type in the country, SXSW 
Interactive will not just virtually but also 
literally become the center of the new media 
universe for a few days. Interactive doesn’t 
host a full-fledged public event, as Film and 
Music do, but ScreenBurn at SXSW Arcade, at 
the Austin Convention Center, is open to the 
public with free admission. You are invited 
to attend and participate in the event, which 
features an array of the latest in video games as 
well as competitive tournaments. Ending each 
evening at 6pm, ScreenBurn opens at 2pm on 
Friday, March 12, and at noon on Saturday 
and Sunday, March 13 and 14. 

Wednesday, March 17, is when SXSW 
Music explodes across Austin. This will be the 
first year in a long time that the Austin Music 
Awards won’t be officially kicking things off. 
The show, which celebrates the winners of 
The Austin Chronicle Music Poll (as well as all 
Austin music), has been moved to Saturday 
night, March 20, at the Austin Music Hall. 
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Usually, among the highlights of the show are 
the announcements of the winners. This year, the 
results of the Music Poll will be in the Chronicle 
issue that comes out on Wednesday, March 17 (a 
day earlier than our usual distribution day). This 
means that the audience that comes to the Music 
Awards will already know those being honored. 
It will be an interesting change. 

Personally I’m betting that the phenomenal 
show that Margaret Moser has put together will 
be as wild and entertaining as ever. The won- 
derful and richly varied lineup includes the 
Texas Sheiks with Geoff Muldaur, Jim Kweskin, 
Bruce Hughes, Cindy Cashdollar, and 
Johnny Nicholas; Will Sexton & 
Friends; Sarah Jarosz with special 
guest; the Explosives with Peter 
Lewis and Stu Cook; Mother 
Falcon; an All-Star Soul Jam 
starring Black Joe Lewis & the 

r Honeybears; and a number of 
very special guest presenters. 
There will be 500 wristbands on 
sale for $165 each at Waterloo Records 
beginning Saturday, March 13: one per person, 
and they have to be put on at point of purchase. 
More will be available at various SXSW Music 
venues beginning Wednesday, March 17. See 
wristband.sxsw.com for more information. 

There will be close to 2,000 bands on 
almost 90 stages, of which roughly 500 are 
international acts and more than 200 are 
from Austin. 

ScreenBurn is not the only SXSW event free 
and open to the public. 

There are three nights of music at 
Auditorium Shores on Lady Bird Lake. Acts 
playing include the Cool Kids, Bajofondo and 
Ozomatli on Thursday, March 18; Cracker, 
BoDeans, and Cheap Trick on Friday, March 
19; and a day show featuring music for the 
whole family, with Lucero, Justin Townes 
Earle, and She & Him among the acts coming 
on later, on Saturday, March 20. 

There are three major SXSW 2010 exhibits 
at the Austin Convention Center, open to the 
public with no admission charges, that take 
place Friday, March 19, and Saturday, March 
20, 10am-6pm. The world-renowned Austin 
Record Convention, the Texas Guitar Show, 
and Flats took 24 will all be under one roof. All 
are bigger this year than they’ve been in the 
past, so it is going to be an exciting wonder- 
land of every aspect of music - from posters 
to old vinyl 45s, with any number of fabulous 
classic instruments thrown in to the mix. 

The George Washington Carver Museum & 
Cultural Center, in conjunction with the Austin 
Parks and Recreation Department, will host a 
full schedule of free SXSW panels and films. 

More information on all of SXSW is avail- 
able in this issue and at austinchronicle.com. 


II: Political Ranting and Raving 

One of the more hard-to-fathom develop- 
ments in modem politics is that partisan loy- 
alty has come to outweigh ideology. I’m always 
willing to sign on to the view that statements 
like the one above arise from a combination 
of dire doomsday acceptance and a tendency 
to look at the past through rose-colored, 
kaleidoscope glasses. But I’ll defend this one 
as general and conclusive. It is important to 
remember that until LBJ forced Congress to 
pass civil rights legislation, the South had been 
solidly conservative Democratic since the Civil 
War. Not only had Lincoln been a Republican, 
but it was also a Republican government 
that imposed harsh measures on the South 
during Reconstruction. Given the South’s 
fanatical loyalty to the Democrats, even when 
they disagreed with some of its leanings, it 
would be easy to argue that this was another 
case where partisan politics tmmped ideol- 
ogy. In the wake of the civil rights legisla- 
tion that President Johnson got Congress to 
pass, Southern politicians followed ideology 
and not party. Not immediately, but within 
three decades, Southern states that had voted 
straight Democratic tickets for a century began 
electing more and more Republicans. The par- 
ties changed, but the politics didn’t. 

Recently, a conservative group began an 
ad campaign questioning the loyalty of gov- 
ernment and private lawyers who defended 
Gitmo prisoners. The group seems especially 
shocked that some even actually worked pro 
bono. The ads baldly state that those lawyers 
must be sympathetic to jihad and in the 
service of foreign ideologies. The campaign 
goes on to argue that consequently there 
should be serious questions, exposure, and an 
Inquisition-type investigation of these lawyers 
and about their politics. 

This demonstrates either a complete lack of 
understanding of the American legal system 
or the most corrupt and exploitative public 
campaign of recent times. Given its claims to 
noble and patriotic motivations, if it is the for- 
mer, then it is so far beyond sad and pathetic 
as to almost warrant some sympathy for those 
mounting it. Giving them the benefit of the 
doubt, however, this strategy - which is inher- 
ently both stunningly sleazy and antithetical 
to American ideals - is simply a quite know- 
ing and cynical, partisan campaign to work up 
and excite the most dependable and extreme 
core of support: the hard-right core. 

Whether it is as blatantly dishonest and 
harmful as Sen. McCarthy’s brutal campaign 
of the 1950s or actually even more destruc- 
tive than that is open to debate. (The very 
hard right and Alex Jones, among others, are 
offering up a bogus revisionist history in an 
attempt to redeem and ennoble the late sena- 
tor from Wisconsin; they claim that his efforts 
to drive Communists and their sympathizers 
out of the government, though eventually 
denounced, were simply patriotic forethought. 
This ignores the real McCarthy - his waving 
of blank sheets of paper, baseless vindictive 
charges, and overt political bullying.) 

Given the modern state of politics, noth- 
ing should be surprising, but this assault on 


the American legal system for the purpose of 
arousing true believers and raising money is so 
mendacious that it is. 

I’m pretty sure* I once read an essay by 
Norman Mailer during the 1964 presidential 
campaign on how easy it would be for him 
to support Barry Goldwater if only he was 
a true conservative. His argument was that 
Goldwater would pick and chose his con- 
servative beliefs and subsequent legislative 
support. As an example. Mailer asked why 
Goldwater didn’t passionately champion civil 
rights as mandated by the Declaration of 
Independence. In the conflict between states’ 
rights and core values, the latter should tri- 
umph. (*I say “pretty sure” because I’ve never 
been able to find a copy of it.) 

If only capital~“C” Conservatives were actu- 
ally conservative, rather than Republican shock 
troops, it would be a different story. According 
to the intrinsic logic of the Declaration spe- 
cifically, and the reasoning of American juris- 
prudence in general, lawyers should not be 
passionate advocates but rather hired guns. 
As every citizen has a right to the best legal 
representation he or she can get, the last rea- 
son a lawyer should take a case should be to 
advance an advocacy position. On both the 
left and the right, there are attorneys more in 
thrall to their personal ideologies than to the 
law. Some are motivated by the most noble 
reasons, some by the most pedestrian ideolo- 
gies. Although some of them are regarded as 
among the greatest of American barristers, 
advocacy should diminish this regard. 

Blaming a lawyer for the politics and/or 
actions of those he/she defends is represent- 
ing is a vicious attack on the very basis of the 
American legal system and some of the most 
significant principles on which the country 
is based. 

Certainly, this isn’t the first time I recall 
this happening. Although it is always easier to 
scold those with ideology in direct opposition 
to one’s own, the sad truth is that too many 
times in the political arena, principles are 
slaughtered for the most partisan reasons. The 
certainty of some folks’ politics leads them to 
believe that they are so above the law that the 
ends can justify the means. 

In our very own sweet hamlet of Austin, 
Texas, this has been the case more than once 
when there was a candidate the environmental 
community didn’t like. Despite the absolute 
sanctity of the right to legal representation, 
certain candidates for offices who weren’t per- 
ceived as friendly by that single-issue, special- 
interest community were damned because 
their law firms or they themselves had defend- 
ed developers. 

Now, there are some who would take issue 
with this assertion, pointing out that if lawyers 
had once worked for development interests, 
they were tainted by being indebted to them. 
On the other hand, lawyers who had repre- 
sented environmental issues bore no stains 
because they were part of a holy crusade. There 
is the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution. There are principles that should 
transcend partisan ideology, because when that 
stops being the case, we all lose. ■

I spoke to the director 
of the study at the third and final meeting, 
and she told me the city had directed her to 
assume the overlay, which is not law and has 
not been adopted, and not to assume full 
build-out by 2020. 

She was also told that the plan takes care 
of access across MLK, so don’t look at that. 
Why are we spending taxpayer dollars on 
studies if we don’t want objective answers? 
Since there was no opportunity for public dis- 
cussion of these findings, the whole expen- 
sive charade continues.

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NO-KILL CONCERNS 

Dear Editor, 

I have some concern for what is happening 
regarding making Austin a no-kill city, specifically 
the goal of 90% live outcomes. In an ideal world 
there would be little to no animals entering the 
shelter that were healthy and adoptable. While 
I recognize the odds of this ever happening are 
very low, in other major U.S. cities where they 
have passed a workable spay/neuter ordinance, 
the largest percentage of animals entering their 
shelters were not healthy and adoptable. 

To set a 90% goal of live outcomes could at some 
future date lock the city into providing live outcomes 
for animals that, because of issues with health, 
injuries, or behavior, should not be live-outcomed. 

Today I sit in wonder with all the emphasis 
on adoptions. While I fully support the idea that 
no adoptable cat or dog should be euthanized, I 
don’t understand why there has been little or no 
conversation regarding a spay/neuter ordinance. 
As a resident of Austin, I am very concerned 
about the tax dollars or any other resource that 
will go into these increased adoptions. I feel like 
a very important component to eventually solving 
the problem is being completely ignored, and that 
is a spay/neuter ordinance. 

As it stands today, it’s as though there is a 
hole in the dam and all anyone wants to do is talk 
about getting more buckets, when they should 
be talking about both: getting more buckets and 
ultimately fixing the hole in the dam. 

If nothing else, the last recession should 
have taught us that there is only a limited 
amount of money in the pot. We can choose 
between putting that money into what for now 


will be an ever-increasing number of cat and 
dog adoptions, or we can put those same 
resources into health care, education, afford- 
able housing, transportation, or public safety. 
Everything has a cost, including more adop- 
tions, and without a permanent fix in place, 
that cost is going to grow.

AUSTIN NOT A HELPLESS VICTIM 

Dear Editor, 

Even if it means a comparison to Ben 
Bernanke, I applaud Wells Dunbar for giving his 
full attention to the issue of the high cost of 
Austin’s growth in the Jan. 29 “City Hall Hustle” 
[News]. If growth creates negative fiscal impacts, 


then why are we subsidizing it and expending so 
many local resources trying to get more? 

For each new housing unit built in Austin, the cost 
of public infrastructure is around $25,000, which 
covers the incremental cost of building schools, 
roads, water, sewer, etc. The developer picks up 
only around $2,000, which leaves the remaining 
$23,000 capital cost for the general taxpayer. At 
the rate of 6,000 new housing units built annually, 
that’s $138 million of unfunded costs dumped into 
the taxpayers’ lap every year - the “hidden” costs 
of growth. But it gets worse; on an operating costs 
basis, residential housing uses $1.25 in services 
for every $1 it contributes in taxes. 

What about quality of life? Imagine another mil- 
lion people in the Austin metro area over the next 
20 years, with another 300,000 housing units and 
a Walgreens/CVS on every corner. Another million 


people means another 60,000 unemployed people 
at 6% unemployment. Another million people suck- 
ing Lake Travis dry means emergency water ration- 
ing, dry swimming pools, and dying tree canopies. 
Higher cost of living, higher cost of housing, lost 
habitat, traffic gridlock, more noise, more pollution, 
and higher unemployment. Finally, Austin will stop 
growing but at an unacceptable cost. 

Are we helpless victims of growth? Must we 
accept whatever growth is thrust upon us? Why 
does the city of Austin give $125,000 a year to a 
New York public relations firm to promote Austin 
on every No. 1 list? Why do we subsidize growth 
at $138 million per year? Can’t we begin to take 
our foot off the growth accelerator and require 
that those who benefit from growth pay the costs 
of their impact?

Have You Heard the Dish? 

The ambivalent state of political journalism

By some quirk of journalistic fate - like browsers 
at the political buffet, reporters tend to write what’s 
in front of us - 1 found myself reading The Death and 
Life of American Journalism in the same week Mark 
Halperin and John Heilemann visited Austin to flog 
Game Change, their flamboyantly sensational best- 
seller about the 2008 presidential campaign. 

Death and Life, by Illinois journalism pro- 
fessor Robert W McChesney and The 
Nation reporter John Nichols, is an ener- 
getic and exhaustively researched crisis 
diagnosis and historical defense of 
political journalism, broadly conceived. 

The authors also make a series of power- 
ful (if perhaps utopian) recommendations 
for preserving and sustaining real, useful 
public journalism, in spite of all the financial and 
cultural forces currently conspiring to destroy it. 

Game Change, very much on the other hand, 
makes one wonder if it’s remotely possible - or even 
worthwhile - to attempt to save “journalism” at all. 

Needless to say, the Halperin and Heilemann 
blockbuster has been atop the nonfiction bestseller 
list for weeks, they eagerly noted during their 
appearance last week as the book’s central self-justi- 
fication - people were lining up to buy it, so it must 


be worth reading. (There’s an HBO film in the works 
as well.) By contrast, Death and Life is no block- 
buster, though it’s gotten very good notices and has 
generated much useful commentary among those 
who care most about the future of journalism. Obvi- 
ously, the books are quite different in subject and 
purpose, so I’ll stop the direct comparisons 
there - but as is often said about money, 
the bad tends to drive out the good. And 
in this case, gossip trumps all. 

Tell Me Something Good 

Halperin and Heilemann, political 
reporters respectively for Time and New 
York magazines, were given the celebrity 
treatment at the LBJ Library by Evan Smith 
of the Texas Tribune in an evening also spon- 
sored by the Texas Book Festival and the LBJ School 
of Public Affairs’ Center for Politics and Governance. 
In short, the evening was all dressed up like Coco 
Chanel, but on the whole the conversation was 
strictly Lady Gaga. Much of this you’ve already heard 
from the headlines - for example, the John Edwards 
marital and campaign implosion was only lightly 
touched upon, on the apparently accurate presump-

announced March 8 that he’s been named one of six finalists 
under consideration for chief of the Dallas Police Department. In 
a statement, Acevedo said that he wanted to “make clear” that 
he applied for the job because it was an “opportunity that was 
presented to me,” not one that he sought out. That said, the 
“lifespan” of a major city chief is between three and five years, 
he said, “which I am quickly approaching.” Whether Acevedo, who 
came here in mid-2007, is using the opportunity to leverage great- 
er job security - and perhaps a pay raise from his current 
$181,480 a year - remains to be seen. He works without a con- 
tract, he noted in his statement, so it’s important that he keep 
his “options open.” Still, “I want to assure the men and women of 
the [APD] that I very much enjoy my work with this great depart- 
ment,” he said. “Together, we have made extraordinary progress in 
our efforts to make APD one of the nation’s finest law enforce- 
ment agencies.” - Jordan Smith 

> IS DEATH PENALTY UNCONSTITUTIONAL? Less than a week 

after Harris County Judge Kevin Fine ruled that the death penalty 
as applied in Texas is unconstitutional, the judge on March 9 
rescinded the order - but said that he would like more informa- 
tion on whether the state’s death scheme fails to protect against 
the possibility that an innocent person would be executed. Fine’s 
original ruling quickly earned the ire of Gov. Rick Perry and 
Attorney General Greg Abbott, who called Fine an “activist 
judge.” According to Texas Lawyer’s Tex Parte Blog, Fine made the 
ruling on a motion filed by attorneys for John Edward Green Jr., 
who is facing death for the 2008 robbery and murder of Tina Vo 
in Houston. Fine ruled that the death penalty is unconstitutional 
because it violates the Fifth Amendment’s right of due process. 
“What he’s saying, and what the motion is saying, is that you 
can’t administer the Texas death penalty fairly in Texas,” Green’s 
lawyer John Keirnan told Tex Parte after the original ruling. 
Predictably, that’s not how Perry or Abbott sees things: The ruling 
was nothing more than an “act of unabashed judicial activism,” 
Abbott said in a statement. He offered his office’s support in tak- 
ing “appropriate measures to defend Texas’ capital punishment 
law” - proving, yet again, that “judicial activism” is in the eye of 
the beholder. - J.S.

detectives have arrested and charged a TCSO corrections officer 
with illegally providing a cell phone to capital murder defendant 
Milton Gobert inside the Travis County jail. Gobert was convicted 
last week of the 2003 capital murder of Mel Cotton and could 
face a death sentence. According to the TCSO, 36-year-old correc- 
tions officer Tasha Lass was arrested and charged on March 4 
with providing Gobert a cell phone (a third-degree felony, punish- 
able by two to 10 years in prison). Lass also admitted last week 
to having an improper relationship with Gobert. According to press 
reports, Lass further revealed in testimony on Monday, March 9, 
that Gobert had shared with her a plan to escape from jail. At 
press time, in light of Lass’ most recent testimony, the sentenc- 
ing phase of Gobert’s trial had been postponed. - J.S. 

HEROIN HOMICIDE Police say a man they had initially thought 
died of natural causes was in fact murdered. Gary Keith Harvey, 
57, was found dead in a home in the 2200 block of Monarch 
Drive on Jan. 21. Only several days later did Austin Police homi- 
cide detectives learn from witnesses that Harvey had been inten- 
tionally injected with a lethal dose of heroin; findings at autopsy 
were consistent with an injection overdose. Police report that the 
case is being presented to a Travis County grand jury but have 
not said whether they have made any arrests. Police are asking 
for anyone with information about the murder to call the homicide 
tip line at 477-3588. - J.S. 




The Animal Kingdom 

One more round, of changes proposed for the shelter plans

Galvanized by a literal life-and-death issue - not to men- 
tion simmering internecine feuds - Austin’s animal rescue 
community is a rowdy and impassioned bunch, with sniping 
between different orgs over how best to save impounded 
cats and dogs from euthanasia (increasing, in city parlance, 
“live outcomes”) not uncommon. However, as we make prog- 
ress toward becoming a “no-kill” city (that is, in which 90% 
of rescued pooches and cats survive), infighting in the ani- 
mal community has recently dwindled. 

Now their vitriol is directed at city staff. 

Maybe it’s abated, as this Thursday (March 
11), City Council is primed to land a one-two 
punch that should make animal advocates 
happy: approving $12 million for a new animal 
center on Levander Loop in East Austin and 
adopting a 34-point plan to usher Austin into 
the no-kill future. 

Last summer, the Council-appointed Animal 
Advisory Commission sent council a spate of 
recommendations; in November, council directed 
staff to develop an implementation plan with the AAC 
and to have it ready by March 1. (The directive, astute 
Hustle readers may remember, resulted in some outre 
interpretations from city legal, concerned that the AAC was 
suddenly being vested with heretofore-unheard-of-but- 
apparently-godlike “programmatic powers” to develop ini- 
tiatives, an exercise in legal-pad scribbling council tossed 
on the scrap pile; see “Call Us 
Ambiguous,” Nov. 13, 2009.) 

On March 1, the plan came before 
council’s Public Health and Human 
Services Committee: Mayor Pro Tern 
Mike Martinez and Council Members 
Laura Morrison and Randi Shade. And 
while the “Recommendations for the 
Implementation Plan to Reduce Animal Intake and Increase 
Live Animal Outcomes” reflected much consensus between 
the AAC and staff, it arrived with four sticking points: wran- 
gling over a mission statement codifying the no-kill goals, 
whether to temporarily keep the current Town Lake Animal 
Center open once the new center is completed, outsourcing 
adoptions to nonprofits, and, most pressingly, over whether 
to create an immediate moratorium on euthanasia whenever 
there’s available kennel space. At the meeting, Martinez was 
adamant on the last point, telling Health and Human 
Services Department Director David Lurie: “It’s an arbitrary 
number to say we’re going to keep 20 or 30 percent of our 
cages open. I just don’t understand the rationale behind it 
when we haven’t tested whether it will cause more problems 
or will cause more live outcomes.”

Following a special-called PH&HS committee meeting 
Thursday, March 4, the plan is a go, with the committee 
backing the AAC’s position on the four items. “Staff felt, 
quite honestly, that some other things needed to be put in 
place before the four remaining items could be implement- 
ed,” says Martinez. Some were relatively simple to resolve, 
like crafting a mission statement; council encouraged HHSD 
leadership to write one only addressing animal services. 
Others, like the euthanasia moratorium, proved more contro- 
versial. “Staff didn’t really give us a compelling reason 
not to implement a moratorium, other than to say 
we believe it will create an unhealthy environment 
at the shelter and that the potential for disease 
spread is increased. And while that very well 
may be true - that the potential is there - 
there is no proof to that. I didn’t feel like that 
was compelling enough to not implement a mor- 
atorium if there was cage space available.” 
Similarly, staff balked at recommendations to 
keep the Town Lake Animal Center open six months 
after the new center comes online and to outsource 
adoption programs to local animal nonprofits. But Martinez 
says a request for adoption proposals needs to get under 
way “right now, so we can realize the full budget impact 
when we make a decision this fall about next year’s budget. 
That’s truly what many of these recommendations hinge 
upon, whether or not we fund them in next year’s budget. 

This is just the plan - this does not 
come with money to implement the plan 
- so we need to get this plan adopted 
today. We need to begin our due dili- 
gence as to how much exactly it’s going 
to cost - and to how much it’s going to 
save - so we can make the necessary 
budget decisions this fall.” 

Cost is certainly an issue: the recommendations come to an 
estimated $1.1 million. Just hiring an animal behaviorist is 
priced at $74,000. But Martinez says that of the roughly 7,000 
animals euthanized last year, “we killed over 3,000 animals 
because of behavioral problems, and we don’t even have a 
behaviorist on staff. That, to me, is a no-brainer in terms of an 
investment.” Moreover, one argument is that an increase in live 
outcomes might save money in the HHSD budget by reducing 
euthanasia costs - by one estimate, as much as $500,000. 

“It’s really important for us to get this right,” Martinez 
says. “If the citizens trusted us with $12 million to build a 
new shelter” - a reference to the Levander Loop contract 
before council - “why wouldn’t we have the best possible 
plan in place before we even start construction?” ■

tion that nearly everybody in the room had 
already read that chapter. And as Halperin 
noted, an LBJ/Austin audience mostly wants 
to hear Republican dish anyway. u As for John 
and me,” he added, “our main reason for 
coming to Austin is to have breakfast at 
Cisco’s.” The guy knows how to stroke an 
audience - Harry Reid never had a chance. 

What you might not have known: 

• Politicians cuss. A lot. All of these guys 
(and gals) do, except perhaps Sarah Palin 
(whose vocabulary overall has serious limits). 
Retired aviator John McCain is the unchal- 
lenged champion at cussing, and he doesn’t 
like to be interrupted while doing so. 

• All the candidates experienced moments of 
optimism and arrogance, and other moments 
of doubt and uncertainty. McCain apparently 
doubted the most (hence his panicked choice 
of Palin, preceded transitorily and inconceiv- 
ably by Joseph Lieberman). Barack Obama 
doubted as well (“We could lose this thing”) 
but apparently the least. He won. 

• None of the other GOP candidates thought 
much of Mitt Romney (still don’t), and they 
cracked jokes about him in the bathroom 
while standing at urinals (multiple unnamed 
sources). Romney was and remains oblivious 
and is now the apparent frontrunner for the 
2012 GOP nomination. 

• Hillary and Bill Clinton love each other 
very much, but Hillary doesn’t know how 
to talk to Bill “when he’s screwed up” - a 
failing that caused major problems in 
South Carolina. 

And so on. As Halperin has put it else- 
where, “John and I are both interested in 
public policy, but this isn’t a book about 
policy. ... It is a book about famous, interest- 
ing people engaged in an intense competi- 
tion, under remarkable pressure.” That’s 
probably as frank a description of celebrity 
journalism as you are likely to hear from one 
of its primary national perpetrators, and if 
you like that sort of thing (and plenty of us 
do), this is definitely that sort of thing. 

One very polite audience member sug- 
gested that had some of this material been 
known before the election (when H&H were 
learning it from their 200 anonymous, “deep 
background” sources), it might have had 
some effect on the public discussion, and 
perhaps even the election’s outcome. 


Halperin offered the inevitable defense of the 
royal court reporter (or more precisely, the 
royal court gossip): If these people thought 
we would report it then or would ever iden- 
tify who said what when - they wouldn’t 
have told us anything. 

No book, no million-dollar advance, no 
HBO film. 

Real Changes 

Next to these endlessly breathy revela- 
tions, McChesney and Nichols’ prescriptions 
at first seem pallid indeed, although long 
after H&H are forgotten, the proposals 
sketched out by M&N may well lead to a 
new and much more permanent era of sub- 
stantive political reporting. It’s undoubtedly 
a long shot. The book’s subtitle - “The 
Media Revolution That Will Begin the World 
Again” - reflects their earnestness and ambi- 
tion, which is expressly to save local and 
national public journalism by various forms 
of private and public subsidies. They track 
the recent accelerated decline of commercial 
journalism - though often blamed on the 
Internet, the decline, they demonstrate, has 
much more to do with an industry increas- 
ingly organized solely for globalized corpo- 
rate profit. (The Web didn’t kill us, and it will 
not save us.) 

Importantly, they also recount the exten- 
sive history of explicit U.S. government 
underwriting of independent journalism - 
here and abroad - beginning with the earliest 
days of the nation, and they advocate a series 
of flexible solutions (some as simple as re- 
establishing long-traditional postal subsidies 
for independent journals of all political 
stripes) that in sum are analogous to what 
the country has long considered required to 
sustain public higher education. This is how 
UT was built - if we don’t expect universities 
to “make a profit,” we shouldn’t anticipate 
serious journalism will necessarily do so 
either. It’s a steeply uphill argument against 
self-interested and formidable opponents, 
but it has become a necessary one. 

You’ll soon be able to buy Game Change at 
a thrift store. Enjoy. And if you’re at all inter- 
ested in the fate of public journalism - 
which is to say, the future of democracy - 
seek out a copy of The Death and Life of 
American Journalism . ■

Patterson Partly Cleared 

The State Commission on Judicial 
Conduct has dismissed a complaint made by 
former Austin state Rep. Glen Maxey against 
3rd Court of Appeals Judge Jan Patterson, 
who he argued had misrepresented herself 
and misused her position in connection with a 
bid to get Gov. Rick Perry to appoint her to 
an open Travis County judgeship. An addition- 
al complaint by Maxey, related to 
Patterson’s campaign activities, 
remains pending. 

To recap: Last fall, the 
Chronicle reported that 
Patterson, a veteran jurist on 
the appeals court, had sought 
Perry’s appointment to the 
353rd District Court bench, 
which had been vacated by the 
untimely death of Judge Scott 
Ozmun - which would have given her 
the benefits of incumbency and a fundrais- 
ing advantage in this year’s race. When 
Patterson insisted that she had been 
approached by Perry’s office to apply for the 
job, Perry’s spokesman Chris Cutrone denied 
it. (Patterson had already decided to step 
down from her seat on the appeals court at 
the end of her term this year; she ran in the 
Dem primary for Travis County’s 201st bench, 
losing last week to Austin civil attorney Amy 
Clark Meachum.) 
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In a confidential letter sent to Maxey Feb. 
18 (the Chronicle received a copy late last 
week), SCJC Executive Director Seana 
Willing wrote that although the commission 
appreciates “the concerns raised” about 
whether Patterson had misrepresented her 
interactions with Perry’s office or had tried to 
“trade public office for personal gain,” the 
complaint was being dismissed. After con- 
ducting a “thorough investigation into the 

allegations,” Willing wrote, the commis- 
sion determined that “one or more 
individuals close to Governor 
Perry, and pur- 
porting to act on 
his behalf, did 
approach the 
judge and 
attempt to per- 
suade her to 

seek” appointment to Ozmun’s 
vacated seat. Moreover, she wrote, 
there was “no evidence” that Patterson 
sought to trade her seat on the 3rd Court for 
“personal gain.” 

Asked for a comment, Patterson said the 
Chronicle had been “advised” of the dismiss- 
al when it occurred - according to Willing’s 
letter, Feb. 18 - but Chronicle reporters only 
learned informally of the dismissal on elec- 
tion night, March 2, and received a copy of 
the confidential letter March 5. Patterson 
declined to make any further comment.

As for the mysterious “individuals close 
to Governor Perry,” they are not identified 
in Willing’s letter, and it’s not clear who they 
might be. As of Tuesday evening, Perry’s office 
had not responded to requests for comment. 

In an e-mail, Maxey said the commission 
couldn’t “see the forest for the trees” - as 
he sees it, in exchange for the appointment, 
Patterson would have been handing Perry 
Republican control of the influential 3rd Court, 
which decides all cases concerning state agen- 
cies as well as ethics complaints about state 
officials. Maxey said he won’t appeal the case 
because he doesn’t think 
he’d get a different result. 

And last week’s election, he 
said, makes this complaint 
a “moot point.” 

Still, another complaint 
filed by Maxey, concerning 
Patterson’s campaign conduct - including that 
she misleadingly listed as supporters of her 
candidacy numerous persons who had specifi- 
cally asked her to take them off her supporters 
list and had counted at least one deceased 
person, former Austin Mayor Roy Butler, 
among supporters - remains pending. Maxey 
has also asked that the commission recuse 
itself from the investigation (as he did with the 
previous complaint), because Patterson is its 
vice chair. It “will be interesting” to see how 
“they deal with it,” he wrote in his e-mail.

Precinct 4 Race Saw an ‘Erosion of Power’ 

As the primary returns dribbled in last Tuesday night, Travis 
County Commissioner Margaret Gomez slowly watched the 
disintegration of her 15-year stronghold of key voting boxes in 
South Central Austin - progressive communities representing 
some of the city’s strongest voting blocs. But she neverthe- 
less fended off opponent Raul Alvarez for the Precinct 4 
seat by capturing large voting swaths east of 1-35, where she 
historically had suffered lackluster support. 

That Alvarez was able to skim off Gomez’s support in the 
politically influential neighborhoods of Travis Heights and 
Bouldin Creek - where Gomez grew up and resided until 
about a year ago - demonstrated that voters who ordinarily 
are able to make or break elections were ready for new repre- 
sentation on the Commissioners Court. With nearly 7,000 
ballots cast - double the number who turned out in 2006 - 
Gomez managed to retain her seat by 475 votes. 

The high turnout in a typically low-turnout primary took even 
the most seasoned political players by surprise. Speaking to 
the Chronicle early on election night, Gomez assumed that the 
turnout that evening had been light. Alvarez, a former two-term 
Austin City Council member, said he expected a greater turnout 
this year, yet he had anticipated fewer than 5,000 votes. 

Mike Blizzard, an Alvarez supporter who previously 
advised him in his two successful City Council runs, says the 
higher-than-usual turnout could be attributed to a couple of 
factors. “Some of these new voters were probably coming out 
to vote for Raul, but many of them may have been voting 
because of the barrage of TV advertising telling them, ‘Fley, 
there’s an election!”’ While those voters may not have been 
receiving campaign mailers or phone calls from either candi- 
date, he said, Gomez, as the female incumbent with higher 
name ID, may have benefited from their trip to the polls. 

Because Alvarez fared better on election day than he did in 
early voting, Blizzard added, it’s possible Alvarez could have 
fared better had he communicated with voters early on. 



Alvarez’s slow start likely hurt him in 
the end. While the election results in pro- 
gressive neighborhoods reflected an “ero- 
sion of power” on the part of the incum- 
bent, Alvarez wasn’t able to capitalize on 
that attrition. “I thought there would be 
some erosion in Margaret’s base,” said 
political consultant David Butts, who sup- 
ported Gomez. “Had Raul been more 
aggressive at the beginning, he might 
have been able to pull it off.” 

Then again, Butts noted, Gomez, as a full- 
time commissioner, was in a better position 
to be a full-time campaigner, while Alvarez 
had the additional challenge of juggling his 
campaign and a full-time position at Austin 
Independent School District. Alvarez 
launched his bid last fall, allowing only a 
four-to-five-month window to mount an 
aggressive attack that, by his own admis- 
sion, lost considerable momentum during 
the holidays. Fie did, however, manage to 
raise about $60,000 in four months. The campaign pulled out 
all stops in the final four days before the primary, knocking on 
hundreds of doors from morning to night. 

The two candidates tied in two southeast Travis County pre- 
cincts and, while Alvarez won support in transitioning Latino 
neighborhoods east of 1-35, Gomez took the greater share of 
Hispanic precincts and performed better in the eastern fring- 
es of the precinct. Gomez says she now makes her home in 
southeast Travis County, having moved there within the last 
year from the Bouldin Creek neighborhood that she grew up 
in - and that she ultimately lost to Alvarez. 

Throughout the campaign, Gomez weathered hits for her 
rather muted style of leadership on both the Commissioners

Court and the Capital Metro board where she served, most 
recently as chair, until the end of last year. Do people underes- 
timate the commissioner? “Yes,” she says flatly. “I think they 
underestimate my understanding of the issues, and they under- 
estimate my connection with people.” Gomez says she too 
often finds herself in catch-22 situations. “People say I’m not 
aggressive, but when I am aggressive on certain things, people 
look at me and say, ‘What happened to nice Margaret?”' 

In any case, voters won’t likely have Gomez to kick around 
in four years. She says this term will be her last. Recognizing 
her newly acquired lame-duck status, Gomez hastens to add: 
“I certainly don’t want to act like a lame duck.”

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Get Ready for More Elections 


If Travis County voters thought they’d be getting a 
break from the ballot box until the Nov. 2 general 
election, they might want to check their calendars. 
First, there are the April 13 primary run-offs, with 
Republican candidates returning for the 3rd Court of 
Appeals, State Board of Education District 10, and 
House District 47 nominations; Democrats return 
for the 299th District Court. Then, less than a 
month later, eight seats on the boards of trustees 
for both Austin Independent School District and 
Austin Community College are on the May 8 ballot.

AISD Board of Trustees 

Five of AISD’s nine seats are up for re-election 
this year. However, seat-switching among the candi- 
dates and a late flurry of paperwork meant the 
races were not set until filing closed March 8. 



DISTRICT 1 (East): Incumbent Cheryl Bradley narrowly 
avoided a challenge when AT&T manager Cassandra 
Enoch Brown withdrew her paperwork in order to refile 
for at-large place 9. 

DISTRICT 4 (Northwest): Board Vice President Vincent 
Torres similarly dodged a challenge after AppleCare 
Engineering technician Mike Reed’s filing was ruled 
ineligible because he had not lived in the district long 
enough. Reed, like Brown, moved to the place 9 race. 

> DISTRICT 6 (South): Board Secretary Lori Moya drew a 
surprise late challenge from juvenile corrections and res- 
idential treatment officer Glen P. Mayes II. 

> DISTRICT 7 (Southwest): Popular former Kiker 
Elementary assistant principal Warren Faulkner chal- 
lenges incumbent Robert Schneider. Just how popular 
is Faulkner? In 2007, an entire wing of the school was 
named after him. If he wins, he’ll be the only profession- 
al educator on the board. 

> POSITION 9 (At-Large): The fight to replace Karen 
Dulaney Smith is now a five-way brawl as Brown and 
Reed are joined by PTA mainstay Julie Cowan, 
EnviroMedia marketing director Tamala Barksdale, and 
Capital Metro Vice President Dianne Mendoza. 


ACC Board of Trustees 

Three of the nine at-large seats 
on ACC’s board of trustees are up 
for re-election. 

PLACE 4: Incumbent Jeffrey 
Richard returns unchallenged. 

> PLACE 5: Raul Alvarez stepped aside 
to run his eventually unsuccessful 
challenge to County Commissioner 
Margaret Gomez (see “Precinct 4 
Race Saw an ‘Erosion of Power,'" p.18). 
Now Patrick Jones, Fred McGhee, 
David Reiter, and Victor Villarreal 
seek to be his replacement. 

> PLACE 6: This seat has been empty 
since September, when then Vice 
Chair Veronica Rivera quit to become 
a Mexican American Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund attorney.

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Permit Unsustained: A Bad Day at Red Bluff 


The permit that Sustainable Waves got - and then lost - 
wasn’t for its own site but for the neighboring 
East First Garden Theater. 


On the surface, Sustainable Waves - a company that 
builds equipment for and promotes solar-powered concerts - is 
the sort of company Austin would be eager to retain, a perfect 
fit with the city’s eco-conscious, “live music capital” image. 

But proprietor Neal Turley says after a few pending gigs to 
be held during South by Southwest, he’s ready to take his 
amps back to San Diego, where the company is co-headquar- 
tered. The announced retreat follows City Council’s Feb. 25 
decision to rescind Turley’s one-year outdoor music venue 
permit, granted back in October. The appeal against the per- 
mit was spearheaded by several citizens in the adjacent River 
Bluff neighborhood, south of Cesar Chavez, along Red Bluff 
Road, and separated from Sustainable Waves by a collection 
of industrial businesses (salvage yards and auto-body shops), 
parking lots, and the venerable Arkie’s Grill. The neighbors, 
led by poet, performer, and community activist Daniel 
Llanes, claimed Turley’s past performances - most infamous- 
ly, unofficial SXSW afterparties sponsored by Red Bull in 
2009 that bleated on until 5am - constituted a neighborhood 
nuisance. But lost in the confusion has been the fact that the 
permitted venue for those concerts in fact had nothing to do 
with SW’s hipster shindigs and instead has hosted concerts 
since 1993. 

In short, is Red Bluff’s Red Bull beef a red herring? 

Sustainable Waves, located in a compound along Cesar 
Chavez just east of Springdale, has been in business five 
years, outfitting local shows and nationally touring acts and 
producing concerts as well. Turley says he could carry on with 
temporary permitting, but it doesn’t fit the sustainable ethos 
of his business. “I certainly could do all that stuff, and I 
could pay people temporary salaries, but what am I building?” 
he asks. “That’s what my issue is - what am I building in the 
long term? ... I’m not here to make a quick buck in the solar 
industry and move on. I’m here to build the Whole Foods of 
the music industry.” Fie says he’s still committed but adds, 
“We need to be able to be in a place that is going to work for 
us.” (After council rescinded his permit, Turley issued a press 
release saying, “Effective immediately all full time Sustainable 
Waves employees will be laid off and company assets will be 
liquidated.” But the company still has a handful of upcoming 
SXSW events.) 

The question of how many concerts Sustainable Waves 
planned to host hung over the permit appeal, and when 
Turley himself spoke to the council, he did himself no favors. 
Council, referencing a letter from Turley reading, “Our inten- 
tions are to produce community-based events at our space 
3-4 times a year,” said he was a prime candidate for either 
24- or 92-hour permits, to which Turley conceded he really 
wanted “the option to be able to do events when we can.” 
“Things all the sudden went south” after that, he says - 
meaning Council Member Randi Shade voiced her support 
for the neighbors’ appeal. (While for 2010, he has only 


about four events planned, he adds, “I’m moving in this 
direction to do more.”) 

Flowever, most of the neighbors’ protest had focused on 
Turley’s involvement in 2009’s Red Bull Moon Tower party, a 
raucous four-day blowout fueled by dozens of buzzed-about 
indie rock and DJ acts and the sponsor’s free, caffeinated 
vodka cocktails. Complaints collected by the neighborhood 
featured reactions like, “Red Bull party 2009 shook my win- 
dows ’til dawn.” (Flow’s that for viral marketing?) The event 
occurred on the grounds outside the Sustainable Waves build- 
ing, with the main stage against a structure close to the com- 
pound entrance at Cesar Chavez. But Turley says whatever 
permitting allowed the party to rage until 5am most nights 
was handled by the corporate sponsor, Red Bull. “They’re our 
client, so they tell us to turn it up or turn it down,” Turley 
says. “We don’t say how long the party’s gonna go or how 
loud the music’s going to be. We do whatever they tell us to 
do. We’re just the production company.” 

While the merit of an all-night, outdoor, rave-style party 
with an open bar some 600 feet away from homes is debat- 
able (even if the immediate neighbors are industrial build- 
ings), largely obscured in the debate was the fact the permit 
under consideration by council last week wasn’t for the 
Sustainable Waves site - it was for the adjacent East First 
Garden Theater, which had nothing to do with the infamous 
antics of 2009. 

“It wasn’t here,” says John Corbin, who owns the theatre. 
“I wouldn’t have them here. I don’t want ’em here. I don’t put 
that sorta thing on. Red Bull doesn’t give a darn about the 
neighborhood. They’re here to sell Red Bull.” 

Eco-Currents ... 

Students at both UT-Austin and Texas A&M voted last 
week to establish green funds for financing campus sus- 
tainability efforts - even though those funds will require 
increases in students’ fees ($5 for Longhorns; $3 for 
Aggies). The votes represent victory for ReEnergize, a 
coalition of Texas student groups that launched the Think 
Green Fund campaign just last month.

Adopting a slightly different tack than 
his alma mater, Aggie Gov. Rick Perry has joined nine 
Texas congressional candidates in signing a No Climate 
Tax pledge to “oppose any legislation relating to climate 
change that includes a net increase in government reve- 
nue” - guess that means they don’t mind deficit spend- 
ing... According to “Drop by Drop,” a report from the 
National Wildlife Federation and the Lone Star Chapter of 
the Sierra Club, Texas cities can be doing a lot more to 
conserve water. Among 19 cities surveyed, however, 


By contrast to out-of-town promoters hosting fly-by-night 
parties in warehouse spaces, Corbin’s venue has hosted 
some 35 concerts since the Nineties, including a perfor- 
mance of Grammy-winning Cajun musicians BeauSoleil that 
was simulcast on KGSR, the Austin Zydeco Festival, and 
two benefits for Habitat for Flumanity. And despite its indus- 
trial setting, the Garden Theater is an airy, outdoor venue, 
grass-sodded and housing several expensive infrastructure 
investments, such as a buried “snake” of audio cables from 
the stage to the soundboard and lighting. The stage place- 
ment was also OK’d by city staff as focusing the “main part 
of sound to a localized area.” The one event Sustainable 
Waves held at the Garden Theater - the Flalloween weekend 
Zombie Ball - ended at midnight. Corbin says being an out- 
door venue poses special challenges - renting portable 
restrooms, for instance - that a temporary permit only exac- 
erbates. “If you’re renting $1,000 worth of restrooms, and 
you can only do one show a month, that really kinda kills 
it,” he says. 

The dual role of Sustainable Waves - producing events for 
other promoters and producing events itself - has made for 
a confusing debate. The fact it had received a permit for a 
neighboring venue has clouded the issue even more. (Corbin 
says he would’ve clarified the issue before council, but he 
was ill with swine flu at the time.) But while Sustainable 
Waves says it’s going back to California, the issue isn’t fin- 
ished yet. “Fie applied for a permit on my property,” Corbin 
says, summarizing the situation. “Since it’s been turned down, 
I guess I’m going to go down and apply for a permit myself.”

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‘Every Day It’s Getting Worse’ 


Strategic Mobility Plan marks a 
way out of permanent gridlock

Crawling toward Downtown last week in 
8:30am bumper-to-bumper traffic backed up 
for blocks on South Lamar, I had plenty of lei- 
sure time to reflect on transportation plan- 
ning in Austin (and to wish I were traveling by 
bicycle, streetcar, or helicopter). The city is 
poised to plunge into the rail-transit business 
- with its central-city circulator Austin Urban 
Rail project - yet has barely dipped a toe into 
the transit-oriented development business. 
Transit-successful cities (e.g., Portland, Ore.) 
fund streetcars with tax-increment financing - 
bonds gradually paid off from the stream of 
increased property taxes that streetcar lines 
help create. Property values rise along the 
rail line, new mixed-use developments appear 
and desirable “place-making” occurs around 
rail stops, and the resulting increments of 
increased property tax base are captured to 
pay off the investment in rail. 

But it doesn’t all happen magically; it’s got 
to be done just right. The city of Austin 
knows the principles but isn’t yet organized 
to deliver on the economic development side 
of successful transit-oriented development 
for its Austin Urban Rail project. If we’re 
going to build a streetcar and plan to tax- 
increment-finance it, we have to pick a route 


that’s ripe for major redevelopment, where 
value-capture financing can work. City Council 
is scheduled to be briefed on the funding 
plan April 29 and to make an initial system 
investment decision May 27. 

ONE STEP AT A TIME 

A Feb. 25 briefing to City Council on the 
city’s emerging Strategic Mobility Plan - 

recently showcased at community-input 
forums all around town - was cause for opti- 
mism. The city isn’t just doing a planning 
exercise; it has reorganized, staffed up, bud- 
geted, and marshaled the moxie to imple- 
ment the plan’s recommendations beginning 
in April. Launched just last year, the city’s 
Transportation Department is beginning to 
tackle Austin’s now-big-city mobility woes in a 
comprehensive fashion. All modes for getting 
from place A to place B - walking, bicycling, 
taking rail and bus transit, and driving - are 
being woven into one citywide mobility-solu- 
tions tapestry. We’ve talked about getting 
multimodal forever yet stayed stuck in traffic. 
Things are finally moving. 

Mayor Lee Leffingwell, recognizing that a 
plan is only as strong as the dollars that sus- 


tain it, continues to advocate for a November 
2010 transportation bond referendum. He 
said from the dais Feb. 25 that city demo- 
graphic data indicates 1,500 people a day 
are now moving into Central Texas (50 of 
them within city limits) and adding their cars 
to already choked roads, so “every day it’s 
getting worse.” Transportation Department 
Director Robert Spillar cited recent data 
showing that central city roads are now at 
100% capacity. Asserted the mayor, “Doing 
nothing is not an option.” 

But the vote for bond funding isn’t a done 
deal; there’s been push-back, most promi- 
nently from Council Member Laura Morrison 
and Comprehensive Plan Citizens Advisory 
Task Force member Mark Yznaga, tied to 
concerns that this bond vote would delay 
(likely by two years) or at least limit the city’s 
next general-obligation bond election. 
Leffingwell argues that, given our grueling 
traffic, Austinites should be allowed to vote 
as soon as possible on funding the first 
chunk of the multimodal Strategic Mobility 
Plan. The big question: whether that 
includes building an initial segment 
of urban rail (to be named April 
22, most likely), bundled with 
citywide roadway and pedestri- 
an/bicycle improvements. 

Leffingwell also scolded the 
Austin American-Statesman for 
that council-morning’s front- 
page urban rail story, because it 
failed to report on that project in 
the larger context of the Strategic 
Mobility Plan. It showed only a fully complet- 
ed system, suggesting it could cost $1 bil- 
lion, without consideration of how such a sys- 
tem would be funded and built in manage- 
able increments over time. City officials said 
that story and the next day’s follow-up imme- 
diately fanned anti-rail fears (the Chronicle 
News desk received a few fact-light e-mail 
blasts). The story created the impression 
that the system could initially launch with two 
separate north-south lines Downtown; in fact, 
any proposed system would be built out grad- 
ually in a 20-year plan. (This November, we’d 
likely vote on funding just one north-south 
route.) Leffingwell and other city officials are 
keen that Austinites see rail as one part of 
an overall strategic plan. 

ON THE RIVERSIDE 

The strongest case for central-city rail tran- 
sit is that it would make the whole region 
work better. It would link Downtown jobs to 
relatively affordable homes in neighborhoods 
and link Central Austin to commuter rail, 
which in turn would connect to outlying sub- 
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stories 


urbs and towns where cheaper houses are 
being built. (In this sense, rail transit is in 
part being pursued as one affordable-housing 
solution.) Austin voters are most likely to 
endorse a transportation bond package if the 
central urban rail increment is bundled with 
other projects - near their own homes and 
workplaces. Give the Braker Lane folks a 
new managed lane on MoPac, Clarksville 
cyclists a safe north-south bikeway, Eastside 
bus riders improved sidewalks around bus 
stops, and Oak Hill suburbanites some grid- 
lock relief, and you can probably get rail, too 
- while giving everyone broader hope and 
specific relief. 

Which brings us to East Riverside and the 
importance of getting tax-increment financing 
right there to fund the proposed rail line - 
and especially its long-term operations and 
management. If the East Riverside 
Corridor Master Plan is implemented cor- 
rectly, new city-funded rail and streetscape 
infrastructure would spur midrise projects 
that could transform an ailing, crime-chal- 
lenged swath of the city. What’s murky is 
whether the city would prioritize build- 
ing that increment of the system 
sooner if it had compelling infor- 
mation on how corridor redevel- 
opment could pay for the rail 
increment itself. When City 
Council voted to adopt the mas- 
ter plan on Feb. 25, it gave no 
direction to staff on pursuing a 
value-capture financing plan. But 
late last year, it had authorized spend- 
ing up to $200,000 to have Capitol Market 
Research (Charles Heimsath) do an “eco- 
nomic impact analysis study” for the whole 
potential urban rail system, to include value- 
capture projections. That’s a good start. 

Next, the city must anoint someone to lever- 
age those projections - and the city’s huge 
investments in rail (and sidewalk, bike, and 
road) improvements - to attract private 
investment, create predictability for the capi- 
tal markets, and cut some partnership deals 
with the state and the University of Texas. 

To be realized, the visionary master plan 
needs a strong, realistic financing and eco- 
nomic development plan. The city should 
bring in a team that really knows what it’s 
doing to write a regulating plan and code 
while engaging private developers as invest- 
ment partners. That’s the way to boost the 
city’s property tax base, which in turn can pay 
for the rail line out in the Riverside area. If 
we wait on city bonding capacity alone to 
fund it, we’ll still be waiting for the train when 
today’s newborns are in college. ■

Cap Metro and. That Quarter-Cent 

Capital Metro and the city of Austin are moving closer to an agreement on how the transit agency 
will pay down its debt for regional mobility funding. Back in 2002, Cap Metro agreed to rebate to its 
member jurisdictions their share of the one-quarter-cent of sales tax Cap Metro had banked for rail 
transit. More than 90% of the monies were owed (and so far have been paid) to the city of Austin. 
However, cash-poor Cap Metro now needs more time to pay. Negotiations have been progressing, with 
a resolution hoped for within two weeks. At press time, the Cap Metro board of directors planned to 
meet Wednesday, March 10, to review financial goals, an updated budget for fiscal year 2011, and 
terms of an interlocal agreement with the city. Look for board action on March 22, possibly followed by 
City Council action on March 25. - K.G. 
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Can It Be? MetroRail Prepares to Launch. 



This time, they insist, it’s really gonna hap- 
pen. To prove it, Capital Metro rolled in a 
car full of employees and board members for 
a test ride last week. Of course, the real test 
will come on March 22. That, Cap Metro offi- 
cials announced, is when the transit agency 
will finally launch its MetroRail Red Line, 
the long anticipated and much delayed 
Leander-to-Austin commuter rail. 

No, seriously, Cap Metro officials said, this 
time we mean it. Previously announced launch 
dates were delayed when the Federal Railroad 
Administration told Cap Metro things weren’t 
ready, but “this morning [March 5], we heard a 
lot of good news from the FRA,” said Cap 
Metro’s interim CEO and President Doug Allen. 
“We’ve had the [FRA] in town all week, and this 


morning they called us and said that everything 
looked great and we’re good to go.” 

So on March 22 (the day after SXSW ends), 
you can finally board - and for the first week, it 
will be free. While you try to figure the system 
out, stations will have staffers and volunteers 
to help. “It’s really a dawn of a new era, a new 
beginning for the Austin area and for Capital 
Metro with the delivery of this MetroRail ser- 
vice,” said Allen. “We couldn’t be prouder of it.” 
Flowever, said Austin Mayor Pro Tern and Cap 
Metro Board Chair Mike Martinez, “We’re not 
going to tear a rotator cuff patting ourselves on 
the back.” Chastened by the previous delays 
and extremely poor public image Capital Metro 
currently suffers, Martinez said: “We’re going to 
get back to work tomorrow. ... Then we’re going 


to start working on the next phase of transpor- 
tation for Austin, because this isn’t it. This is 
one component of creating a true, world-class 
multimodal system in a world-class city.” 

But there are plenty who question whether 
the Red Line itself will be world-class - or 
worth the money. The main complaint is that 
it will deliver folks to the southeast quadrant 
of Downtown, in front of the Convention 
Center - well away from the major employ- 
ment centers of the Capitol complex and the 
University of Texas. (If you work in those 
areas, you’ll have to transfer to a shuttle bus 
at the MLK station - an inconvenience that, 
depending on where you’re starting from, may 
make the plain old city bus a better option.) 

Was it worth the more than (much more, 
some allege) $100 million? Allen and Mar- 
tinez both (unsurprisingly) said yes. “It’s a very 
cost-effective project,” Allen said. “The cost of 
the project was a little over $4 million a mile. 
There’s not another new, modern rail system 
with this kind of technology that’s anywhere 
near that price tag. It’s a start. ... We can 
easily quadruple the capacity in a few years.” 

“I agree with Doug 100 percent,” said 
Martinez. “It’s worth every penny, with the 
caveat that we take that next step and con- 
tinue with this project. It won’t be worth it if 
this is all we do, because it will only impact a 
small portion of our community. 

“Transportation is about comprehensive 
transportation, getting folks from point A to 
point B through different modes, not just com- 
muter rail. There’s urban rail, there’s bus, 
there’s [bus] rapid transit, so it’s worth it as 
long as we keep working on providing more 
service in the future to add connectivity to the 
system that we’re opening.” - Lee Nichols

Death Row Case Evidence 

Unless the U.S. Supreme Court intervenes, it is likely that 
47-year-old death row inmate Hank Skinner will be executed on 
March 24 without key pieces of physical evidence in his case 
ever having been tested. “We continue to hope that the court 
will intervene to ensure that Mr. Skinner is not executed before 
the troubling doubts about his guilt can be resolved through sci- 
entific evidence,” Skinner’s attorney, Rob Owen - who is also 
director of the Capital Punishment Clinic at the University of 
Texas’ law school - told the Associated Press earlier this month. 

Skinner was convicted and sentenced to death for the 1993 
New Year’s Eve killings of his longtime girlfriend, Twila Busby, 
and her two grown sons, who were both mentally impaired and 
living at home with the couple in the Panhandle town of 
Pampa. Busby was strangled and then beaten to death so 
viciously that pieces of her skull were embedded into her 
brain; her sons, both of whom were large young men, were 
stabbed several times. Skinner was home that evening but has 
insisted he is innocent. Fie could not have killed Busby or her 
sons because he was nearly comatose on a combination of 
pills and booze, argue his defenders; even if he had been 
awake, they say, he would not have had the strength or coordi- 
nation to incapacitate three adults. (Toxicology testing revealed 
a near fatal dose of drugs in Skinner’s system.) Skinner 
“undoubtedly was inside the house when these brutal attacks 
occurred,” Owen wrote in an appeal to the high court in 
February (at press time the appeal was still pending). But 
there is “substantial reason to doubt that ... Skinner could 
have committed the murders, given the abundant evidence that

he was completely incapacitated by the extreme quantities of 
alcohol and codeine he had consumed earlier that evening.” 

The state argued that Skinner, who had a reputation as a 
drinker, had a high tolerance and thus likely wasn’t as 
impaired as one might expect - an argument with which the 
jurors apparently agreed. Still, the state has never tested 
numerous items of evidence taken from the crime scene - 
including clippings taken from Busby’s nails, a rape-kit test, two 
knives, and hair found on a windbreaker stained with sweat. 
Gray County District Attorney Lynn Switzer has objected to any 
testing of this evidence, saying that Skinner had a chance to 
do so before his 1995 trial but didn’t take it - whether that evi- 
dence would reveal that she and her predecessors were wrong 
about Skinner’s guilt - allowing a killer to remain on the loose 
for more than a decade - is apparently none of her concern. 

It would seem that the Court of Criminal Appeals, which 
has so far denied Skinner’s appeals to conduct the DNA test- 
ing that could either clear his name or definitively prove his 
guilt, is of the same opinion. In 2001 state lawmakers penned 
a post-conviction DNA testing law that would allow inmates to 
have biological evidence tested for cases in which there had 
previously been no access to testing, advancements in testing 
might produce more probative results, or, “through no fault of 
the convicted person,” the evidence had not been previously 
tested, but “the interests of justice require DNA testing.” While 
the third standard would seem to apply to Skinner’s case, the 
courts so far have not agreed: Apparently it is Skinner’s 
“fault” that his lawyer had not previously had the evidence 
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tested. The ruling is troubling to Owens; for starters, it doesn’t 
make sense that Skinner could have waived his right to test- 
ing years before the law even existed. But more disturbing, 
perhaps, is the court’s apparent interpretation of the term 
“fault.” In “most places where the law uses the concept of 
fault it implies ... a lack of diligence” or other culpable state, 
he said. The CCA’s ruling here is a “jarring” redefinition of 
fault that suggests that if a lawyer advises his client not to 
conduct testing, for whatever reason, and the client agrees, 
that could be considered a complete waiver of the right to 
ever have the evidence tested. “It seems to me they’re exalt- 
ing technicalities over the substance” of the law. 

Whether Skinner will ever get a chance to have that evi- 
dence tested remains entirely unclear - indeed, he has been 
seeking access to the evidence since 2000. In November 
2009, Owen filed a federal civil suit against Switzer, seeking 
access to the evidence, arguing that Skinner’s right to due 
process has been violated. The district court and U.S. 5th 
Circuit Court of Appeals have to date ruled that he is not enti- 
tled to that evidence under the federal statute. An appeal of 
that decision is currently pending before the high court. If the 
court accepts the case and rules in Skinner’s favor, the case 
will go back to district court, where Skinner will have a 
chance to argue, once more, that he should be allowed 
access to the a s-yet-un tested evidence. - Jordan Smith

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New Bike City 

In time for SXSW, Austin rolls out miles 
of new bike lanes and features

When Central Austin streets become crowd- 
ed and traffic-snarled and the spring weather 
is fair, zipping around by bicycle becomes an 
appealing transportation choice. What better 
time to try two-wheeled transport into Down- 
town than today through March 21, when 
South by Southwest brings up to 150,000 
people (most from out of town) to Central 
Austin. As crowds fill the streets (some closed 
to cars) around the Austin Convention Center 
and about 130 venues, traveling by bicycle 
offers a way to bypass congestion and parking 
hassles. For SXSW attendees trying to reach 
far-flung venues, it can also beat walking for 
miles or trying to hail rare taxicabs; this year, 
venues extend from the Alamo Drafthouse 
South Lamar to the Austin City Limits studio 
(near Dean Keeton and Guadalupe) and from 
the Mean-Eyed Cat on West Fifth to the Vortex 
theatre out on Manor Road. 

Serendipitously, the city of Austin has been 
making the city streets safer and more acces- 
sible for cyclists. In fiscal year 2009, it opened 
more than 20 linear miles of new, dedicated, 
on-street bike lanes (with no parking allowed 
in them), thanks to a revived city bicycle pro- 
gram. Ten miles of new lanes opened in the 
last quarter of fiscal 2009 alone - more than in 
any full year in the city’s history - bringing 
Austin citywide to a total of more than 131 
miles of bike lanes. Last year the Lance Arm- 
strong Bikeway, a new major west-east route, 
opened a safe, dedicated path: The off-road 
portion starts at Austin High School (near 
MoPac) and continues east past Lamar, con- 
necting to the Shoal Creek Greenbelt. (From 



there it jogs up to Fourth Street, where a bridge 
under construction will provide safe cyclist 
passage over Waller Creek, and continues to 
1-35 and the Eastside.) As befits Austin’s rep as 
a green, sustainable, fit, and outdoorsy city, 
we’re rolling toward a new bike city future. 

Bike Program Revival 

Austin’s growing system of bike signage and 
lanes - the paint on the street - is the most 
visible evidence of a resurgence in the city’s 
bicycle program. In the last economic down- 
turn (2001), due to city budget cuts, the 
bicycle program lost its manager and shrank 
to 1.5 to 2 technical staffers. Without project 
managers, the program couldn’t even get proj- 
ects rolling for its available funds - $5 million 
to $10 million in bond monies, some still left 
from 1998 and more from the 2006 bond 
referendum. The sidewalks program, which 
focuses on accessibility improvements, had a 
similar problem. Both programs are housed at 
Public Works - within the Neighborhood 
Connectivity Division that also handles urban 
trails and safe routes to schools - but work 
closely with the Transportation Department, 
where bike program staffers have an office. 

Things started improving in August 2006, 
when Annick Beaudet was hired to lead the 
bicycle program. Beaudet credits former Public 
Works Director Sondra Creighton, also a 
cyclist, with recognizing that the program 
needed more resources and attention. Beaudet 
understands how the city works, having served 
a previous stint with the program from 1997 
to 2000, and she’s a passionate cyclist herself. 
(Her co-workers brag that Beaudet is “the fast- 
est woman in the state,” since she placed first 
in the 2008 Texas State Time Trial. She came 
in second in 2009 in the 25-mile contest.) 

Beaudet and Creighton successfully made 
the business case for adding new positions, 
one in 2007 and another in 2008. Once the 
program was properly staffed, new bicycle 
projects finally started moving through design 
and into construction last year. Creighton also 
elevated the bicycle program manager within 
the city org chart, a huge boost to the pro- 
gram’s ability to work collaboratively with 
department directors, council offices, and 
community partners. 

Beaudet gets out in the community frequently 
as the “face” of the city’s bike program (some- 
times becoming a target for anger toward cyclists, 
as in the current debate over the proposed 
Nueces Bike Boulevard). She and other staff keep 
abreast of best practices and innovations interna- 
tionally and work to incorporate them into 
Austin’s bike program. They’ve gradually helped 
the bicycle community, as well as Austin’s many 
advocacy and cycling organizations, positively 



engage with the city and gain a collective voice. 
At the same time, program staff work to educate 
all Austinites that city streets aren’t just for cars. 
For example, the city has launched the Give 3 
Feet Campaign to raise awareness of the city’s 
recently adopted “three-foot safe passing” law, 
specifying the berth that vehicles must give all 
other street users not encased in steel. 

A Vision and a Plan 

The new bicycle program team (now five 
staffers, who also work on urban trail and 
pedestrian projects) prioritized completion of 
an updated Bicycle Master Plan, adopted by 
City Council in June 2009. In a city where 
departments typically shrink from advocating 
publicly for much of anything (“we can’t set 
policy”), this plan is practically a barn burner. 

“Austin has a chance to truly set itself apart; 
to continue to denote itself as a city that is a 
positive environmental trend-setter and as a 
city that looks to the future and values the 
quality of life that it offers its citizens,” it 
declares with missionary zeal. “Once and for 
all time, bicycling should be permanently 
ingrained as a way of life, as a common means 
of getting around, and as an image of Austin 
as an efficient and intelligent city.” That lan- 
guage reflects the sentiments and years of 
volunteer citizen work of many on the 
100-plus-member Street Smarts Task Force 
and Bicycle Advisory Council. 

As a 10-year strategic plan, it’s visionary 
and ambitious yet pragmatic and results- ori- 
ented, which helps explain the rapid increase 
in bike infrastructure. In support of a big aspi- 
rational goal “to transform Austin into a 
world-class bicycling city,” the plan cites a few 
priorities, supporting goals and objectives, and 
specific, measurable actions to be completed 
by benchmark dates. Within its scope are four 
elements: Bicycle System (the bike lanes, sig- 
nage, and other physical infrastructure), 
Education & Promotion, Safety & Enforce- 
ment, and Implementation & Funding. 


In 2007, Austin won recognition from the 
League of American Bicyclists as a silver level 
Bicycle Friendly Community, a ranking it has 
retained. Only 23 U.S. cities met the silver 
criteria in 2009; in addition, 10 cities ranked 
as gold and three as platinum (Portland, Ore.; 
Boulder, Colo.; and Davis, Calif.). The bike 
program set a goal of moving up to gold for 
2010; it’s evaluated on a range of exacting 
criteria, and the new rankings are announced 
in May. The municipality was also the first 
U.S. city to be recognized (this year) as a 
Bicycle Friendly Business, in part for encourag- 
ing two-wheeled commuting by employees. 

Can We Accelerate? 

Unfortunately, some of the Bicycle Master 
Plan’s benchmark dates for completing needed 
system elements (many identified as far back as 
the 1998 master plan) are far in the future - 
2020 and even 2030. That’s a function of fund- 
ing, said Beaudet. The price tag for executing 
the full inventory of needs cataloged in the 
Bicycle Master Plan - to complete a system 
with 750 miles of bicycle lanes, including 
dedicated off-road paths - is $254 million. (In 
2007, for comparison, Seattle updated its bicy- 
cle master plan; its price tag for full build-out 
was $260 million.) 

But council has committed no new funds. 
Projects get funded gradually through approved 
bond monies and grants by the Transportation 
Department and Public Works Department. 
The city spends about $2 million a year for 
capital projects (new facilities) plus a budget 
for operations. (For perspective, completing 
the 6.2-mile Manor Expressway toll road was 
last estimated at more than $623 million. Full 
build-out of the city’s Sidewalk Master Plan - 
which does not include Great Streets in 
Downtown but does include upgrading side- 
walk widths on core transit corridors to com- 
ply with the city’s commercial design stan- 
dards - is estimated at $824 million.) Mile for 
mile, bike lanes are the cheapest possible way 
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This “sharrow” marking reminds motorists to 
share the lane. Cyclists should own the lane by 
riding straight through the center of the arrow. 


to expand mobility options. Building new 
sidewalks on both sides of a street costs a 
whopping $250,000 to $500,000 per mile. 
Adding bike lanes on both sides has been 
running just $10,000 to $15,000 per mile. 
That’s because the city adds them in con- 
junction with other needed roadway projects 
- for basically the cost of painting new 
stripes and bicycle logos. 

Indeed, bike advocates think the city 
doesn’t spend enough. Many Austin trans- 
portation cyclists advocate that the city 
should start budgeting for safer (and far 
more expensive) separated-grade bike lanes, 
or protected lanes with concrete barriers. 
(Having used the separated lanes, which are 
like another sidewalk, in Copenhagen, I can 
attest that they do indeed feel much safer - 
the most important factor in getting people 
to cycle.) But that could take a while; simply 
making room on the road for painted bike 
lanes required a major culture shift at the 
city. Road engineers had to become comfort- 
able narrowing vehicle lanes to 10 or 11 feet, 
in order to add two 5-foot bicycle lanes on a 
roadway. (This was recently done on Steck 
Avenue, for example.) Over the past decade, 
solid U.S. data supporting thinner lanes and 
“road diets” has accumulated, said Beaudet. 


Program staff and University of Texas 
researchers are now testing driver and cyclist 
responses to new tools for retrofitting roads 
- for example, with “sharrows,” new arrow- 
like road markings and signs that indicate 
how cyclists and drivers can share a lane. She 
cited work by university researchers nation- 
ally, the Congress for the New Urbanism, 
and others that has led to a whole shift at the 
federal level toward multimodal “complete 
streets” requirements and “context-sensitive” 
design standards. Indeed, the state of Texas 
became the first state to adopt them into its 
road engineering standards last year. 

Beaudet said the best hope of seeing the 
Bicycle Master Plan built out on a faster time- 
line is the city’s multimodal Strategic Mobility 
Plan, currently in development. If bicycling is 
prioritized as a “growth mode” in that plan 
and needed projects find their way into a 
transportation bond package approved by 
voters in November, Austin’s bicycle culture 
change could shift into higher gear. Given the 
city’s stated goals of lowering its carbon foot- 
print and easing congestion, it makes sense to 
accelerate Austin’s rise as a new bike city. ■

SXSW Tips Best cycling routes and bike rentals 


For Austinites accustomed to getting around 
by car, charting a safe, direct bike route from a 
neighborhood into Downtown sounds daunting. 
Fortunately, RideTheCity.com (www.ridethecity. 
com/austin) addresses that problem. Modeled 
on Google Maps, the interactive route-finder 
asks for a starting point and a destination, then 
recommends cycling routes - offering “safer,” 
“safe,” and “most direct” options. For example, 
from the Austin Convention Center to the Alamo 
Drafthouse South Lamar (a SXSW Film venue at 
the Treadwell intersection), RideTheCity.com’s 
recommended safer route goes west on the off- 
road Lady Bird Lake Trail and crosses the river 
on the bike-ped Pfluger Bridge. It then heads 
south on quiet Lee Barton Drive (along the pitch- 
and-putt golf course), jogging west over to the 
new “climbing” bike lane on South Lamar (uphill 
only) to reach the Drafthouse. Trip time estimate, 
14 to 18 minutes; distance, 2.3 miles; elevation 
gain, 110 feet (I tried the route, and it was a 
nice ride). Especially helpful for nervous street- 


cycling novices, symbols show exactly which 
route portions are off-road bike paths or dedicat- 
ed bike lanes. Symbols also mark bike repair 
shops and rental facilities along the way. 

RideTheCity.com draws its data from the city of 
Austin’s bicycle route map. It’s available in printed 
form at bike shops or as a PDF from www.cityof 
austin.org/publicworks/bicycle-resources.htm. 

It shows bike trails, plus street routes rated easy, 
moderate, or more challenging, based on lane 
width, presence of bike lanes, and traffic volume 
and speed. Heading south through Downtown to 
the Convention Center, for example, the recom- 
mended “green” routes include Trinity and San 
Jacinto streets - both have bike lanes. Sixth Street 
and Red River, where most SXSW venues are con- 
centrated, are shown in red (beware of heavy traf- 
fic). But for four days during SXSW Music, much of 
the area is turned into pedestrian streets, closed 
to cars all day until 3am; that includes the 
200-700 blocks of East Sixth and the 500-900 
blocks of Red River.

473-0222, www.mellowjohnnys. " 
com). The cycling social center in a historic brick 
warehouse is co-owned by Austinite Lance 
Armstrong and is on the bikeway that bears his 
name. Its mountain and road bikes rent for $40 
to $60 per day, or $20 to $40 for four hours. 

Also popular is the award-winning, locally owned 
Bicycle Sport Shop (517 S. Lamar, 477-3472, 
www.bicyclesportshop.com). Its rental fleet 


approaches 120 bikes; cruiser bikes ($22/day) 
are the most popular SXSW visitor choice and 
can be booked a year in advance. The shop 
expects to have mountain bikes ($32-58/day) 
and road bikes ($34-65/day) available for last- 
minute rentals. To find other rental outlets 
around town, look for the bike shops marked 
with an “R” on BikeTheCity.com.

Early in January 1978, MGM was still MGM 
and looked pretty much as it had in 1948. 
Just more tired. On the back lot, the mansion 
from Gone With the Wind leaned over and The 
Bandwagon s train station wasn’t safe to walk 
upon. All such defunct sets would be pulled 
down within days and the struggling studio 
would sell the land. Mundane houses, shops, 
and offices now stand where there’ d been 
gaudy grandeur. One wonders if the new resi- 
dents dream strange dreams on that ground. 

Heavy rains that winter knocked over a 
couple of “0”s on a weary-looking Hollywood 
sign. Stayed that way for a while. In those days 
Hollywood smiled with broken teeth. 

On Paramount’s Western set, you could walk 
dirt streets and go into the jail and the saloon, 
careful of the messes on the floor: spotlights, 
broken chairs, thick wires - all dusty. (It soon 
became a parking lot.) Twentieth Century Fox 
had tom down its open-air sets years before; 
the skyscrapers of Century City rose upon the 
site. But Fox’s Funny Girl constmctions were 
in fine repair, and if you’d grown up in New 
York, like me, it was a dreamlike shock to drive 
through the studio gate on Pico Boulevard 
and see an El station, tracks and all - only to 
be shocked further into a dreamy state when 
the office of your scheduled meeting was in a 
building fronted by a tenement facade meant 
to portray the streets you grew up on. 

We were learning that Hollywood wasn’t 
really a place you went to; it was an 
altered state that altered you. 

In ’78 the movie biz and 
Eos Angeles were looking to 
reinvent themselves just as we 
who migrated there set up to 
reinvent ourselves. We were 
writers from the sunken Austin 
Sun - Ginger Varney, James 
BigBoy Medlin, Jeff Nightbyrd, 
and me. We’d come to work the 
Los Angeles Free Press into a national maga- 
zine, but that ship sank beneath us, too, 
after just a few issues. We had no idea that 
some of us would start a new paper - L.A. 
Weekly - by the end of the year, nor that by 
year’s end Big and I would be screenwriters 
(maybe the only two scribes to hit L.A. who 
never intended to do movies). When we 
were offered the deal I forget which of us 
asked, “Think we can do it?” The other said: 
“We’ve been watching ’em all our lives, and 
we’re writers, ain’t we? If we can’t write at 
least one, we oughta pack it in.” 

We four rented a house in a neighborhood 
that never guessed it would ever be gentri- 
fied: Silver Lake, just off Echo Park. Mostly 
a Mexican area then. The only night I ever 
drank mescal, I challenged several neigh- 
bors to a fight. Big, Jeff, and Clint (the guy

who’d brought the mescal), came run- 
ning out yelling: “Mescal! Mescal! He’s 
never drunk mescal!” Our neighbors 
laughed ’til they fell down and declined 
to beat the stuffing out of me. The next 
morning I was pouring liquids from all 
orifices, trying gamely to stay conscious 
because we expected a call from Martin 
Sheen. Had he decided for or against Big 
and I writing his next picture? I thought 
I could talk but Big assured me I wasn’t 
speaking a language he or Sheen knew. 

Big did the talking. Sheen said no. (Made 
the call himself; didn’t palm it off to an 
assistant. In Hollywood, that’s exception- 
ally good manners.) 

We weren’t kids, but as professional 
writers we were young. We still had some 
idea that our words could save the world, 
or at least the neighborhood, or maybe 
the block. Turns out, they saved us. I’d 
rather they’d saved the world, but I’m not 
ungrateful for the outcome. 

Sometime that spring or summer, 
Ginger and I took a walk down Glendale g 
Boulevard. A block from the house we jjj 
all shared, we came upon a plaque 8 
that marked the site of Mack Sennett’s 
Keystone lot, circa 1912-1930-a studio that, 
at its largest expansion, included the very place 
we lived. Mabel Normand, Charlie Chaplin, 
Roscoe “Fatty” Arbuckle, Harry Langdon, 
Gloria Swanson, Carole Lombard, 
Frank Capra, Ben Turpin, Ford 
Sterling, Chester Conklin, Cecile 
Arnold, Minta Durfee - all once 
cavorted right there under our 
feet and under our pillows. Our 
street was on a steep grade that 
Ginger and I took to calling 
“Sennett’s Hill.” 

In that time, when none of us 
were who we would become, when we 
had yet to discover how weak and strong we 
were, how gifted and flawed, how oh-my-god 
and I-never-imagined and are-you-kidding? 
we were - I had a dream. Did I catch it from 
the shade of Mabel Normand? In her dress- 
ing room nearby, 60-odd years before, Mabel 
would read Freud while she ate ice cream 
for breakfast and sipped a morning mug of 
apricot brandy. 

I dreamed a dragon. The director Josef 
von Sternberg once said, “I believe that 
cinema was here from the beginning of the 
world.” Legends of dragons and dragonish 
serpents have been with human beings from 
our beginnings. For the Chinese, Norsemen, 
Celts, Aztecs, and the shamans of West Africa, 
Haiti, and New Orleans - across history and 
across the world - the dragon has dwelled 
insistently in our psyches. Christians cel- 




ebrate Michaelmas, when the Archangel came 
to Earth to slay the dragon - but they don’t 
honor the dragon enough. The Archangel 
would not have come to slay a rat. It took the 
capital-“D” Dragon to draw an Archangel into 
Christian history and myth - Christianity’s 
way of dominating the Celtic legends that 
came before its own. But, between the lines, 
even that Christian myth admits that between 
heaven and Earth, the dragon is the connect- 
ing principle, for the dragon symbolizes the 
forces of creation and destruction in that 
mighty state in which they become one and 
the same. 

In my dream, the Dragon - beautiful and 
terrible to behold - reigned on Sennett’s Hill, 
enormous in Edendale (ah, Eden). Hollywood 
was the Dragon I dreamed. Between desert 
and sea, in that earthquake-shaken place (the 
Dragon turning over in its sleep), that Dragon 
created and destroyed while it poured forth 
imagery that changed everyone. 

Something primitive and basic had awakened 
- “primitive” as defined, in another context, by 
Duke Ellington: “exciting, ornately stimulating 
. . . with . . . the power to hypnotize and ener- 
vate the will toward total abandonment.” 

And, primitively, Hollywood’s Dragon did 
what the Archangel feared it would: called 
forth from the depths the ancient goddesses 
and gods - or rather, their stand-ins and 
representatives, who wielded the old powers 
without knowledge or care, wildly, in every 
direction. As Sennett wrote, remembering 


Keystone’s beginnings in 1912, the movies 
were “about to create a new kind of human 
being on the face of the world, the movie 
star.” Those new human beings - a polythe- 
istic pantheon, stand-ins for goddesses and 
gods - had no idea of their effect. But they 
literally sprayed upon their audience ener- 
gies and forces that society had repressed 
throughout history. 

The old myths warn that merely looking at 
a deity can change you. And they warn that, 
at the very least, it is dangerous for mortals to 
mingle with such beings. 

Just by looking at them, we changed. And 
right away. Changed what we wore, what we 
did, and how we imagined love and all of life 
- changed even what and how we desired. 
Such was the power of the Dragon. 

Thomas Edison and William K.L. Dickson 
invented the motion-picture camera. The 
first “flickers” were merely 50 feet in length, 
viewed in moments for a nickel on a small- 
ish machine called a Kinetoscope. Recently 
reading Terry Ramsaye’s 1926 A Million and 
One Nights , I learned that the first “Edison 
Kinetoscope Parlor” opened in Manhattan 
at 1155 Broadway on April 14, 1894. “The 
front of the establishment was garnished 
with an illuminated electric dragon with 
fiery eyes.” 

Is the Dragon good? Bad? Both? Neither? 
Who can say? But who among us would be 
the person we are had not the Dragon trium- 
phantly returned? ■

Better vibrations: The Long 
String Instrument returns 

Ellen Fullman is returning to Austin to play her Long String 
Instrument here for the first time in 12 years. The strings of 
the Long String Instrument are 100 feet long. Fullman will 
play two shows. It’s going to be one hell of an event. 

You can do some math with those numbers. Fullman - who 
created the instrument more than two decades ago, honing 
her skills and modifying the groups of strings’ physical 
parameters in a former candy factory off Manor Road and 
who has played her compositions all over the globe - will do 
some music with them. This coming weekend, she’ll walk 
among the strings (piano wires, to be precise, outfitted with 
custom-built wooden resonators) stretched across the length 
of the Seahom Power Plant’s turbine hall, stroking and pluck- 
ing them with rosined hands. The entire building becomes an 
instrument, and here’s a rare chance for you to be among 
those within it. 

Some music: Like a chorus of Buddhist monks, chanting at 
the bottom of a vast cavern. Like a chorus of triple-lunged , 
robotic Buddhist monks, their voices humming and thrumming 
to fill acoustic space with shifting drones that might emanate 
from their creator’s soul. 

But, no: No monks. Strings. Only strings, in carefully arranged 
groups, and Fullman dancing expertly among them, playing. 

Except that’s wrong, too. Fullman plays solo for the first 
show, it’s true. The second show, though, the equation 
expands. The artist, also in town to attend the world premiere 
of Peter Esmonde’s documentary film about her work (“5 vari- 
ations on a long string”) at the South by Southwest Film 
Festival, is being presented by Austin’s New Music Co-op, the 
ever-adventurous sonic group that’s brought to local stages 
and ears compositions by John Cage, Terry Riley, Pauline 
Oliveros, and their edge-cutting ilk. And so, for the second 
show, Fullman’s eerily beautiful long-stringing will be joined by 
NMC instrumentalists James Alexander (viola), Henna Chou 
(cello), Nick Hennies (percussion), and Travis Weller (violin). 
The numbers add up strangely; the whole becomes more 
than the sum of its parts: Call it String Theory. 

Or just call for reservations: We reckon the Long String 
Instrument’s return to Austin will emphasize the deep power 
of our Art Deco-era Seaholm Plant, and we recommend your 
attendance at either or both shows.

‘RED HOT PATRIOT: 

THE KICK-ASS WIT OF MOLLY IVINS’ 

Molly lives! 

Molly Ivins departed this world three years ago, but next week she returns to life as 
big, outspoken, and hellaciously smart and funny as ever, thanks to the miracle of the 
stage. Red Hot Patriot: The Kick-Ass Wit of Molly Ivins is a one-woman show getting its 
world premiere at the Philadelphia Theatre Company in the City of Brotherly Love 
starting March 19, with none other than Kathleen Turner filling the feisty journalist’s 
ass-kicking boots. (Wonder what choice comment Molly would have about the cast- 
ing?) Thanks for Molly’s return must go to Margaret and Allison Engel, twin sisters 
who are both journalists and such admirers of Ivins that when they learned of her 
passing, they resolved to honor her through the theatre. While this is their first play, 
Allison has a master’s in screenwriting, and the two have had the good fortune to 
have the play developed at Arena Stage in Washington, D.C., with top talent, including 
Turner and acclaimed director David Esbjornson (Edward Albee’s The Goat, or Who Is 
Sylvia?). The Chronicle caught up with the Engels by telephone to learn more about 
the project. Naturally, they’d love to see a future production in Austin. - R.F. 


Austin Chronicle: Much of your mate- 
rial came from Molly's actual writings, 
but you also had to put words that 
you'd written into Molly's mouth. How 
did you find her voice? 

Margaret Engel: I think it came to us 
simply from immersion. When you read 
dozens of books and hundreds and 
hundreds of columns, you start to see 
her speech patterns. Sometimes one of 
us would write something and the other 
would say, “What column was that in?” 
and the other one would say, “No, no, / 
wrote that.” When we got to that point, 
we knew that maybe we were ... 

Allison Engel: Coming close. 

AC: What do you most want people to 
take away from this play? 

Margaret: That Molly truly was a patri- 
ot. That’s something of an old-fash- 
ioned term, but she talked about hand- 
ing over the country to the next gener- 
ation, and she knew the Constitution, 
and she knew the Declaration of 
Independence. These weren’t affecta- 
tions. These were central to her core. 


One of the things we try to get across 
is that not only in her writing was she 
very much a patriot but also in her 
public speaking, in the speeches all 
across the country in small towns and 
in places where there were book ban- 
nings and problems with the First 
Amendment. She would get on a plane 
and go just about anywhere and 
speak, and she did this for years and 
years and years, and I think a lot of 
people were not aware of that. 

Allison: And how public a citizen she 
was. The amount of time that she 
devoted to college students, the 
Conference on World Affairs, the ACLU, 
and that is in addition to all of her 
hard work for The Texas Observer and 
all the newspapers she worked for. 

AC: As you wrote the play , how did 
being in such deep contact with that 
sensibility change you? 

Allison: It underscored the power of one 
and how rarely people do what she did. 
Margaret: She was even more remark- 
able because she was able to be pre- 


scient on a national scale from Austin, 
Texas. She wasn’t in New York. She 
wasn’t in Washington, D.C. It’s very dif- 
ficult to be heard when you’re not in 
the Northeast corridor. 

AC: Has it inspired you in any new way 
in your own profession? 

Margaret: Not that we would even 
attempt to follow in her footsteps, but 
we were inspired by her while we 
were writing this, and we became 
more convinced of how important it is 
that her words and her memory be 
kept alive. Sometimes when I speak 
to journalism classes, I ask them 
about different journalists, and it 
chills me if anyone hasn’t read her. 

We want people to value her 
immense talents. When we started, 
we were thinking of Mark Twain and 
Will Rogers and how one-man plays 
about those two have continued on 
for decades. We’re hoping this might 
do the same for her.

The flourishing legacy of the late Lone Star dramatist Horton Foote

On March 14, Horton Foote would have 
celebrated his 94th birthday. 

And he would have done so during one of 
the most remarkable years of his notable sev- 
en-decade career, one that saw not only more 
theatres across the nation dedicating entire 
seasons and festivals to his work and a new 
national award for playwrights established 
in his name (with one of the largest purses 
given for such a prize) (see “The Horton Foote 
Prize,” Jan. 15) but, most importantly, the cul- 
mination of his life’s work, The Orphans’ Home 
Cycle - nine linked plays that jointly form the 
story of his parents’ lives - reach the stage 
in an epic production that has earned wide- 
spread acclaim and seems likely for a run on 
Broadway. These were not only plays that were 
enormously personal for the Wharton, Texas, 
native and that he had been waiting more than 
three decades to see produced together, but 
also plays that he had taken a personal hand 
in recrafting for this premiere - paring each 
down to an hour and revising them to enhance 
the flow of the saga across its quarter-century 
span. Which means that Horton Foote was, at 
age 92, still a working playwright. 

Alas, this extraordinary writer was 10 days 
shy of his 93rd birthday when he passed 
away in Hartford, Conn., where The Orphans’ 
Home Cycle would be first seen at Hartford 
Stage. The many obituaries and tributes in the 
media appreciatively noted his two Oscars for 
screenwriting (To Kill a Mockingbird in 1962, 
Tender Mercies in 1983), his Pulitzer Prize for 
Drama for The Young Man From Atianta (1995), 
his Emmy for adapting to television William 
Faulkner’s Old Man (1997), and his National 
Medal of Arts from President Bill Clinton 
(2000), which collectively testified both to the 
longevity of Foote’s career and to the recogni- 
tion of his skills across different dramatic medi- 
ums. And while these notices also acknowl- 
edged his work on The Orphans’ Home Cycle, 
none could say then what the finished product 
would be like or how it would be received. 

What’s come through in the response to 
the work at both Hartford Stage and Signature 
Theatre in New York City, where it’s currently 
running, is a fresh sense of what Foote accom- 
plished as a dramatist and the scope of his 
achievements. We’re gaining a clearer image of 
just what sets him apart from so many of his 
peers in the American theatre. 


Think, for instance, about that fact that 
Foote was still working into his 90s. He was 
that rare artist who ripened with time and gave 
us more of his richest work in middle age and 
beyond than in his early years. Beyond The 
Trip to Bountiful and The Traveling Lady, few 
of the works written when he was in his 30s 
get much attention nowadays. His two Oscars 
came when he was 46 and 67, and his Pulitzer 
when he was 79. Compare that to Foote’s con- 
temporaries among prominent playwrights: 
Arthur Miller and Tennessee Williams penned 
their signature works between the ages of 30 
and 55. The same goes for that other American 
playwriting titan, Eugene O’Neill. Fifty-five 
was when Horton Foote was embarking on his 
most fertile period, the 15 years in which he 
penned the nine plays of The Orphans’ Home 
Cycle; the film adaptations of three of them: 
Courtship, On Valentine’s Day, and 1918; the 
screenplays for Tender Mercies and the Oscar- 
nominated The Trip to Bountiful; and a dozen 
other stage plays, long and short. It’s the works 
of this era - rumbling into retirement age! - 
along with the even later Dividing the Estate 
(1989), The Young Man From Atlanta (1995), 
and The Carpetbagger’s Children (2001), that 
brought Foote back into the national spotlight 
and on which his reputation stands. 

That reputation, however, has been some- 
what limited up to now in the eyes of Foote 
scholar Gerald Wood. The author of Horton 
Foote and the Theater of Intimacy and editor 
of Horton Foote: A Casebook, who also serves 
as dean of humanities and director of film 
studies at Carson-Newman College, writes: 
“His recognition has been somewhat diluted 
by his diversity as a writer. For example, 
many film people don’t know of his long 
and distinguished career in theatre, his first 
love. Sectional ‘attitudes’ also come into play. 
Sometimes people in the South, particularly 
Texas, claim that his characters and stories 
are unique to the region, a point of view that 
encourages judging him as only a regional 
writer. On the flip side, some New Yorkers, also 
believing he is just a Texas writer, find little to 
interest them in the everyday life of Texans, 
especially ones outside the cowboy myths. 
And some people believe he can be pigeon- 
holed into the realistic/naturalistic tradition. 
But Horton’s plays are much more ambitious 
than those of Thornton Wilder or Paul Green, 


for example. Also, even 
though his work has reli- 
gious import, he isn’t as 
moralistic and theatrical- 
ly conservative as Arthur 
Miller. Horton wrote out- 
wardly, much more inter- 
ested in other people’s 
voices and stories than 
Tennessee Williams, who 
wrote inwardly, in service 
of his own demons and 
obsessions. And Horton 
Foote had a better ear for 
American English than 
Eugene O’Neill. 

“It is becoming clear 
that Horton is more rigor- 
ously American than these jjj 
writers, in the sense that £ 

he dealt with the social 25 
00 

and moral history of our 2 
country. At the same time, 
and, as Reynolds Price has identified, Foote 
is the most musical of our writers. On the 
one hand, Horton Foote is very specific about 
the time and place of his stories. But he also 
masterfully weaves the images, characters, and 
stories into elaborate themes and variations 
reminiscent of American composers like (by his 
own admission) Charles Ives. That is the source 
of his experimentation: his desire to tell stories 
without formulas, never relying on the ‘well 
made play’ or easy theatrical technique. His dra- 
mas are quiet, subtle, seemingly effortless. But 
they build powerful subtexts of unstated anxi- 
ety, temptation, loss, death, and courage, with- 
out ever fully declaring their intentions. Never 
touching at all points, the stories echo each 
other until they form, like Faulkner’s, a complex 
study of 20th-century life in the United States, 
with implications for all times and places.” 

Foote explored those themes through sharp- 
ly drawn characters, many of whom man- 
aged to persevere through the trials they 
faced - another quality that distinguishes 
him from his fellow playwrights, whose mas- 
terworks rose out of the tradition of tragedy. 
In an introduction to the forthcoming book 
Farewell: Remembering Horton Foote (SMU 
Press), co-editors Marion Castleberry and 
Susan Christensen regard as one of Foote’s 
greatest virtues “his deep love and respect 
for people and his ability to look beyond the 
external fagade of an individual to the emo- 
tional core of his or her being. In all of his 
plays, he allowed us to join him in witnessing 
ordinary folks - people we recognize, people 
we know intimately - at crucial moments in 
their lives. A young girl breaks family ties to 
marry the boy she loves; an elderly woman, 
contemplating the end of her life, runs away 
from her children to return to the sacred home 
of her memory; a young married couple faces 


the death of an only child; a young boy is 
abandoned by his mother and left alone to face 
the pain of loneliness and betrayal. We under- 
stand the plight of these characters; we sym- 
pathize with their need for healing ties to com- 
munity, family, and God; and we weep with 
them when they are faced with the difficult 
reality that each of them must finally embrace 
their life and accept their death. Horton never 
explained why some of his characters are able 
to face themselves and their situations with 
dignity and grace while others are unable to 
overcome life’s obstacles, or to find love and 
contentment. But he wrote to discover, not 
to preach. His work stands on the precipice, 
between what can be known and what is never 
to be discovered, because it is beyond words, 
beyond human imagination. As revealed in the 
delicate, eloquent artistry of Horton Foote, life 
is a divine mystery transcendent of all earthly 
knowledge. There is no greater subject for 
a playwright to explore than the mysterious 
resilience of the human spirit.” 

The “quietness” of Foote’s dramas, though 
- that absence of tragic weight and dramatic 
event - has led some to dismiss the writer’s 
work as lacking significance. It’s a criticism 
familiar to Different Stages Artistic Director 
Norman Blumensaadt, who is staging a pro- 
duction of The Carpetbagger’s Children that 
opens, fittingly, in this month of Foote’s birth 
and death anniversaries. “There will always 
be people who think nothing happens in a 
Foote play,” he says. “To Kill a Mockingbird was 
made because Gregory Peck realized it was the 
role of a lifetime. The studio thought it was 
too slow, too talky, not enough action. And it 
won Academy Awards over Lawrence of Arabia. 
Many people are not interested in the drama 
that happens in the statement: ‘Oh my god, 
I’m 10 years older today. Where did those 10

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years go? What did I do?’ It seems like noth- 
ing is happening in his plays, like Chekhov, 
but the more you work on them, streams 
open into pools and then open into lakes.” 
With the production of The Orphans’ Home 
Cycle, those lakes may well be opening 
into oceans. In review- 
ing the current pro- 
duction, John Simon 
found it “suffused with 
Footes almost uncanny 
humanity in portraying 
besetting hardships and hard-won victories, 
disheartening letdowns and dogged loyalties. 
Foote has a smiling empathy with all people, 
however humdrum, oddball or annoying.” 
Wood says that the work further “demon- 
strates that Horton’s writing deals with uni- 
versal themes: courage in the face of loss, the 
search for order in a contingent world, and 
the existential value of love, not just its senti- 


mentality.” Christiansen and Castleberry note 
that “only one other American writer, August 
Wilson, had ever completed such an ambi- 
tious and unprecedented cycle project” and 
consider Foote’s finished epic “one of the most 
impressive and skillfully written works in all 
of dramatic literature.” 
It was clear before 
the production of The 
Orphans’ Home Cycle 
that Horton Foote was 
an original and impor- 
tant American voice. But with his masterwork 
realized onstage and experienced by audi- 
ences, he appears to be coming into his own 
as a major American voice, one for the ages. 
And, as Wood says, “Those of us who love his 
work hope it will lead to a national revival of 
interest in his work. ” 

With that, you may rest in peace, Horton. 
The dance in Wharton goes on. ■

The Big Kiss-Off 

Julie Klausner’s misadventures with men 

BY AUDRA SCHROEDER 

Comedy writer and performer Julie Klausner admits early on - the third 
sentence actually - what her problem is: “I love men like it is my job.” Her 
first book, I Don’t Care About Your Band: What I Learned From Indie Rockers, 

Trust Funders, Porno graphers, Felons, Faux-Sensitive Hipsters, and Other Guys 
I’ve Dated (Gotham), isn’t as dismissive as the title leads on. Rather, it reads 
like the diary of a true addict, with Klausner taking one pie in the face after 
another in the name of her vice, love. 

Her colorful, often cringe-worthy sketches of narcissistic vegans, clueless 
musicians, and hapless man-children are both funny and sad, illustrating 
how feminism the morning after is a bit more awkward than this genera- 
tion of women had hoped. The flipped script where women are now the 
aggressors and men don’t know how to handle it grabs some of Klausner’s 
funnier lines, like her description of a beau’s tendency toward “Get Out of 
My Roomism”: “When a guy passes 30 and still wants girls to leave him alone and 
stay away from his stuff, that behavior becomes disconcerting.” She also posits Kermit 
the Frog as a model of modern masculinity. 

“What if there turns out to be a lot of guys who don’t know what to do?” she asks. 
“And what if you meet him and you know he’s screwed up - like he’d been messed 
up to the point where he seems like an abused stray, whether it’s the kind that snaps 
at you or cowers - but you take him home with you anyway?” 

Many funny and creative single women will see some of themselves within these 
pages, and Klausner recognizes that the array of relationship books and reality dating 
shows are targeted to a certain kind of woman. They don’t have her humor or pathos, 
just dos and don’ts, like that hot-pink vomit stain He’s Just Not That Into You or VHl’s 
Tough Love, in which a man “trains” women who habitually date douche bags to not 
date douche bags. It’s called entitlement, and Klausner just wants women to feel it the 
way men do. 


Austin Chronicle: The 

early years in your book 
- like calling phone sex 
lines as a teen - how 
did they shape the way 
you looked at intimacy 
and dating ? 

Julie Klausner: Of 

course pornography 
shapes your view of 
sex, and shaped mine, 
in that men control 
it. The male gaze is 
the dominant one. I 
identified with a male 
view of sexuality, and 
it’s impossible to not 
adopt a performative 
approach, to act out in 
a way you think men want or like. Thank God it 
was pre-Internet. 

AC: You have a chapter about the 1990s and the 
phenomenon of The Rules. Today, books like that 
have only flourished as more people call themselves 
“experts.” Do you feel like dating is actually all 
rules now, especially with as many channels as 
we have? 

JK: I think of dating books like dieting books. 
We’re all fat, right? It’s like what Michael Pollan 
says: The more diets introduced, the fatter we get. 
Those books just make people more confused. 
Think of women’s magazines and all the lists for 
getting men to notice you or having hotter sex: 



“Get Him to Look You in Eyes When He Talks 
to You!” 

AC: What about women in movies these days? Are 
you a fan of the rom-com? 

JK: I am, but lately movies have been terrible, and 
the women, if they’re funny, it’s usually because 
they’re clumsy or nebbish. Women now are act- 
ing the way Hugh Grant had to in the 1990s. I’d 
rather just see the girl get the joke. If not, [Judd] 
Apatow is the singular authority on how men and 
women relate, and that’s a nightmare. I will not 
live in that world. 

AC: Why is that such a nightmare? 

JK: I do like Judd Apatow, but I think his is the 
only voice of the nonslapstick rom-com by and for 
our generation. Nora Ephron and Nancy Meyers 
make movies for our moms, and they’re aspira- 
tional fantasy comedies about kitchens we can 
dream about affording one day, but I worry that 
Apatow’s movies don’t read as aspirational, that 
guys might get the idea it’s normal for overweight 
stoners who hate their jobs to have gorgeous, 
thin, blond girlfriends because it’s enough that 
they’re funny. There is a flipside to that, and it 
has to do with the girl’s point of view. Even funny 
girls can want a grownup or see the arrogance in 
that beta-maleness, like James L. Brooks did when 
he made Broadcast News and had Albert Brooks 
whinny at his detractors in the first scene when 
he was bullied or taunt Holly Hunter about how 
she’ll be fat and single one day. That’s an angry 
guy who looks like a nice guy, and I wonder how 
many people get that today. ■

For many years, Austin has been an incu- 
bator for “natural” and “health food” restau- 
rants. Lately, there seems to be a growing 
trend of establishments with menus offering 
healthy alternatives, using organic, eco- 
friendly, and local products complemented 
by green practices such as composting and 
recycling. The great thing is that this new 
generation of nutritionally and environmen- 
tally conscious establishments operates 
without a holier-than-thou vibe that tends to 
turn people off from what could otherwise 
be an embraceable notion. One such place 
is Snack Bar, which provides all of the above 
characteristics in the freshly refurbished 
restaurant space next to SoCo’s venerable 
Austin Motel. After a remarkable remodel, 
the space is now a retro-modern diner, done 
in cool colors, with vintage lamps and mini- 
malist furniture. There’s a counter alongside 
the windows so diners can watch the daily 
parade along South Congress, as well as a 
section with tables for dining patrons. The 
main room is lounge-style, with low tables 
and comfy chairs. Most noticeably, it’s clean 
and inviting with friendly staff who care for 
their personal hygiene. To me, “keeping 
Austin weird” doesn’t justify a dirty restau- 
rant and unkempt servers. But I digress. 

The concept at Snack Bar is quite different 
from anything we’ve seen locally. A diner by 
day, with an eclectic menu for breakfast and 
lunch, it offers a small-plates format at night, 
featuring international dishes meant to be 
shared or combined to make a full meal. This 
format should be especially welcomed by 


guests at the motel, since 
the menu offers a wide 
variety of options and it 
delivers room service! 

Brunch features egg 
dishes, Rockstar Bagels 
with house-cured salmon, 

French toast and home- 
made waffles, and huge 
tacos with breakfast and 
lunch fillings. There are 
burgers, salads and soups, and tasty sand- 
wiches, including variations on the LT (lettuce 
and tomato). On our first visit, we enjoyed 
the open-faced crab-salad sandwich ($8) 
with avocado, lettuce, and tomato on a bri- 
oche bun, with a side of tangy carrot-cab- 
bage-apple slaw. The daily special omelet 
($7.50) featured goat cheese, spinach, fresh 
tomatoes, and mushrooms and came with a 
really tasty griddled hash cake of potato, 
leeks, and cabbage. Further explorations 
have included an ample bowl of shrimp and 
herbed goat cheese grits ($8), a welcome 
breakfast on a rainy morning but lacking a 
bit of spice and flavor. The tacos ($3.50 
each) are good, substantial, and flavorful, 
with fillings such as chicken apple sausage 
with spinach, mushrooms, and jack cheese, 
and BBQ pulled pork with tangy slaw, tomato, 
and red onion slices. A special beer and 
cheese soup ($4 cup) was too thick and 
tasted more like a chunky carrot soup heavily 
spiced with cumin. 

The daily Snack Happy Hour from 4 to 
6pm offers $1 off the cool beer selection 
and $3.50 glasses of house wine to enjoy 
with its snack dips, spreads, and cheese 
plates. Snack Bar has made an extra effort 
in selecting a short wine list, bypassing the 
standard cheap options offered everywhere 



and focusing instead on boutique produc- 
ers that use organic, biodynamic, and sus- 
tainable methods with great results. Other 
potables include sparkling wine and fruit 
juice cocktails, as well as good micheladas 
and some exotic-sounding offerings (sake 
Bloody Mary?). Add the supercool refur- 
bished dog-friendly patio, and you have an 
ideal hangout for an inexpensive afterwork 
- or after-the-dog-park - gathering. 

The dinner menu features a global 
plates concept, with regional sections 
(American, Latino, European, 

Mediterranean, and Asian) that are a series 
of small plates including vegetable, starch, 
and protein choices. The idea is that diners 
can order an entree plate of any one region 
or mix and match small plates from various 
regions as sharable snacks. 

The general concept at Snack Bar is ambi- 
tious, and the menu is obviously all over the 
place, and we found the food (and service) to 
be hit or miss. “We won’t please everyone,” 
the menu states. I give Snack Bar an “A” for 
effort for at least trying, offering a convivial, 
nonsnobby atmosphere to share a fresh - 
albeit not spectacular - meal. Flere’s hoping 
Snack Bar has the opportunity to fine-tune 
the concept and make the food consistently 
better in the future. - Claudia Alarcon

Relays. In West Central Austin, check out the 
long-awaited El Arbol (3411 Glenview, 804-4087, 
www.elarbolrestaurant.com), a chic, multilevel, 
midcentury modern spot serving authentic 
Argentinean cuisine, South American wines, 
and custom cocktails. Three new eateries have 
just opened in the Shops at the Domain. The 
45-unit Chicago-based chain Maggiano’s Little 
Italy (10910 Domain Dr. #100, 501-7870, 
www.maggianos.com) has settled into a comfort- 
ably opulent space where it offers fine dining, 
banquets, carry-out, and catering. Friends from 
Dallas are pleased to see that the Austin 
debut of the popular Metroplex chain Gloria’s 
Restaurant and Bar (3309 Esperanza Crossing 
#100, 833-6400, www.gloriasrestaurants.com) has 
brought its brand of Salvadoran food to North 
Austin. Austin’s second outlet of the Mexican- 
influenced Sushi Zushi (3221 Feathergrass Ct., 
834-8100, www.sushizushi.com) was christened 
last week with a traditional sake cask-breaking 
ceremony. In addition to an eclectic selection 
of sushi rolls, Zushi also serves noodle and 
rice dishes, teppanyaki options, and other 
Japanese specialties... There’s plenty of new 
pizza in South Austin. Look for the newest 
Double Dave’s Pizzaworks in South park 
Meadows (9500 S. 1-35 Ste. E-300, 301-DAVE, 
www.doubledaves.com), which has pizza to eat 
in or take out and a delivery area covering a 
3-mile radius from the store. And the always- 
busy SoCo favorite Home Slice Pizza 
(1415 S. Congress, 444-PIES, www.homeslice.com) 
has expanded to include a handy new take-out 
store just across the driveway, which might 
ease the wait for service. Drop into More 
Home Slice (1419 S. Congress) to pick up 
items from the entire menu any day of the 
week... The best restaurant news I’ve heard in 
quite a while is that talented chef Marisela 
Godinez is opening a second outlet of El 
Meson Taqueria (5808 Burleson, 416-0749) 
later this month. The new location will feature 
Godinez’s excellent versions of authentic 
Interior Mexican dishes for lunch, dinner, and 
weekend brunches in a newly refurbished build- 
ing in the same neighborhood as Sazon, La 
Feria Restaurant, Pie Slice, and Olivia. Talk 
about a few blocks of good eating! Barring any 
more unexpected construction and permitting 
delays, the new El Meson (2038 S. Lamar, 
442-4441) should be open before the end of 
March, and we can’t wait... The advent of 
spring brings with it the opportunity to sign 
up for shares in area community-supported 
agriculture farms. Ottmers Family CSA 
(www.austincsafarm.com) offers produce from both 
Ottmers Farm and Oma’s and Opa’s Farm that 
can be picked up weekly at both Austin Farm- 
ers Markets. They have shares available now 
for the spring season. And Farmhouse Delivery 
(www.farmhousedelivery.com) has added two new 
organic farms to the roster of growers, as well 
as local butchered meats to the product line.

Because most of these activities take place 
in the central city, contributing Food writers 
Mick Vann, Kate Thornberry, Claudia Alarcon, 
Rachel Feit, and I divided the area into walkable 
neighborhoods and scouted out the eateries that 
are most likely new since everyone visited last 
spring. So, whether you’re a video gamer, a film 
or basketball fanatic, or a cowgirl, we’ve got some 
easily accessible dining destinations all mapped 
out for you. Bon appetit!

DOWNTOWN: WEST OF 
CONGRESS, NORTH OF SIXTH 



El Chilito Numero Dos (918 Congress, 
291-3120, www.elchilito.com) is a little brother 
to the popular El Chile on Manor Road, which 
is famous for its tacos (especially San 
Antonio-style puffy tacos) and burritos. You 
can get them stuffed with all of the usual fill- 
ings, including orang e-achiote pork and torti- 
lla-crusted fried fish. Chips and salsa are 
$2.39, and for drinks, consider beer, sangria, 
espresso, aguas frescas, and soft drinks; 
fresh fruit paletas (frozen fruit pops) are also 
a plus. This location is open for breakfast 
and lunch only. 

The Onion Late-Night Pizza (116 W. Fifth, 
476-6466, www.onionbaby.com) is a slice-ped- 
dling pizzeria that’s taking on the more estab- 
lished slice windows Downtown and garner- 
ing a good deal of acclaim with its pizza, cal- 
zones, salads, and pizza rolls. 

24 Diner (600 N. Lamar, 472-5400, 
www.24diner.com) offers “chef-inspired comfort 
food,” including breakfast served all day and 
treats like pork belly sandwiches, chicken and 
waffles, great burgers, meat loaf, pot pies, 
and copious sides. Prices are reasonable for 
the quality of the ingredients, and the por- 
tions are ample. There’s a complete wine list, 


and you’ll be sitting right next door to the 
best independent record store in the country. 

Star Bar (600 W. Sixth, 477-8550) got a 
recent redo with lots of glass, leather ban- 
quettes, and a third patio. Drinks are the 
same as they ever were, with a reputation for 
being strong and a little on the pricey side 
(but shaker leftovers are passed along to 
you). It has really amped up the wine selec- 
tions, including sparkling and half bottles. 
Food is from Ranch 616 next door: Order 
with your server, and Ranch will deliver it 
(think midpriced South Texas cuisine). 

Emerald City Press’ (915 N. Lamar, 
472-6660, www.emeraldcitypress.com) sign 
advertises “Coffee, Flowers, News,” but 
there’s also drive-through and walk-up service 
and a small wi-fi patio. A hipster hangout 
conveniently located right across the street 
from Cheapo Discs, this place has a menu 
that includes bottled beers and wine, coffee 
and espresso, teas, Italian sodas, soft 
drinks, and agave lemonade. Prepared foods 
are procured from Austin’s faves: Upper Crust 
pastries, tacos from Tacodeli, Ken’s Donuts 


for holes and samosas, Hot Jumbo Bagels, 
pizza slices from East Side Pies, Austin Nuts, 
Butter’s Brownies, Vosges Chocolates, fresh 
fruit, etc. 

The Screaming Goat (900 W. 10th, 

477-GOAT, www.thescreaminggoat.com) is famous 
for its flautas ahogados : flautas drowned in a 
thin red chile sauce and topped with cheese 
(like a taco and a semicrunchy enchilada and 
saucy soup all in one) and an assortment of 
fillings. This place follows the recent and blas- 
phemous trend of charging for chips and salsa, 
but crowds in and out will be wolfing down 
tacos and burgers with the usual sides and 
washing everything down with ice-cold beer. 

Sentelli’s Bakery (814 W. 12th, 
236-1720, www.austinsweets.com) is a collabora- 
tion of a team of bakers who have created 
desserts at some of the top hotels in town. 
Crowds go nuts for the kolaches, pastries, 
cakes by the slice, and now, excellent pizza 
by the slice or whole pies. Custom cakes are 
the main thrust here; the crowd pleasers are 
lagniappe. There’s fresh-brewed coffee to bal- 
ance the sweets. - Mick Vann 



DOWNTOWN: WEST OF 
CONGRESS, SOUTH OF SIXTH 

In the 19th century, this area was ground 
zero for Austin’s infamous Red Light District, 
known as Guy Town. In later years it became 
a slum, then home to light industry and ware- 
houses. During the past decade, those aging 
commercial buildings have been replaced by 
a spanking new City Hall (literally built on the 
site of a former brothel!), offices, and plenty 
of tony high-rise condos. And it should come 
as no surprise that the heart of Austin’s rap- 
idly developing condo district also has plenty 
of dining options, with something new avail- 
able almost every month. 

La Condesa (400-A W. Second, 499-0300, 
www.lacondesaaustin.com) is a stunning restau- 
rant serving genuinely innovative neo-Mexi- 
can cuisine. Do order the spicy guava pork 
ribs or the lamb barbacoa baked in a magu- 
ey leaf. Brunch is also a tempting option, 
especially with the spring sun streaming in 
through magnificent floor-to-ceiling windows. 
If the dessert options here don’t appeal, 
head across the street to Teuscher 
Chocolates & Coffee (409 W. Second, 
236-1657, www.teuscheraustin.com) for some 
of its signature Champagne truffles. But 
beware - a meal at La Condesa followed by 
Teuscher truffles doesn’t come cheap. 

For a quick bite that does less damage 
to your wallet, try a slice from Z Pizza 
(452 W. Second, 472-9800, www.zpizza.com). 
This California-based franchise operation 
serves thin pizzas with toppings that range 
from the standard pepperoni and cheese to 
curried chicken, yams, and mango chutney. 
Both tomato sauce and crust are made 
with organic ingredients, and there are 
plenty of vegetarian options. 

Around the corner on Third Street, 

Austin sandwich institution Thundercloud 
Subs (360 Nueces #180, 472-7827, 
www.thundercloud.com) offers a large and 
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diverse selection from the convenient walk- 
up window every day, and light snacks and 
sandwiches can also be had starting at 
4pm at Blu (360 Nueces, 904-5666, 
www.bluaustin.com), a cafe and bar that fea- 
tures live music just about every night of 
the week. In that same block, two trendy 
new restaurants are making a name for 
themselves: mulberry (360 Nueces #20, 
320-0297, www.mulberryaustin.com) and 
Garrido’s (360 Nueces #10, 320-8226, 
www.garridosaustin.com). Mulberry is a tiny, 
urban neighborhood cafe serving eclectic 
American fare such as cherry-flecked 
braised pork belly and lentils, and salmon 
topped with citrus pesto over couscous. 
Garrido’s is the newest venture from long- 
time Jeffrey’s Executive Chef David Garrido, 
who traded in the white-glove milieu for a 
more casual environment reflecting his 
Mexican roots. On a sunny afternoon, there 
are few places finer than Garrido’s creek- 
side patio on which to sip mojitos and nosh 
on tacos de carnitas, shrimp chilaquiles, or 
Garrido’s signature dish, fried oysters on 
yucca chips topped with habanero aioli. 

OK, so you’re having menu fatigue and just 
want to grab something to eat on the hoof 
or take back to the hotel? The Royal Blue 
Grocery (247 W. Third and 360 Nueces, 
www.royalbluegrocery.com) and Walton’s Fancy 
and Staple (609 W. Sixth, www.waltonsfancy 
andstaple.com) are two new grocers that 
offer excellent sandwiches, pizzas, and take- 
out items, in addition to gourmet microwav- 
able packaged meals. Royal Blue has a 
weekly wine tasting on Thursdays, 5-7pm. 
Walton’s, the newest venture in actress 
Sandra Bullock’s crowded business portfolio, 
bakes its own breads fresh daily. And speak- 
ing of stars, don’t overlook Juan Pelota 
Cafe (400 Nueces), the coffee shop and 
juice bar attached to Lance Armstrong’s bike 
shop, Mellow Johnny’s. Finally, no day 
would be complete without a cupcake. Head 
to Delish Bakery (209 W. Third, 473-4118, 
www.delish-cupcakes.com) for one generously 
topped with lemon buttercream or Mexican 
vanilla icing. - Rachel Feit

DOWNTOWN: 

EAST OF CONGRESS 

Start at Max’s Wine Dive (207 San Jacinto, 
904-0111, www.maxswinedive.com), the Houston- 
based eatery that specializes in “gourmet 
comfort food” for dinner, including Kobe beef 
pot roast, and weekend brunches with butter- 
milk-and-jalapeno-marinated fried chicken and 
waffles, complemented by spectacular wines 
by the bottle, by the glass, or for retail from the 
extensive list. In that same block, you’ll find 
Piranha Killer Sushi (207 San Jacinto #202, 
473-8775, www.piranhakillersushi.com), an award- 
winning North Texas import that prides itself 
on “over-delivering” to the customer by serv- 
ing sushi that’s original, stunning to look at, 
and delicious. Though the emphasis is on 
sushi and sashimi, there are many other 
Japanese dishes on the menu as well. Not 
far away, try Le Cafe Crepe (200-A San Jacinto, 
480-0084, www.cafecrepeofaustin.com), a full-ser- 
vice espresso and coffee shop that specializ- 
es in crepes for breakfast, lunch, and dessert. 

The well-traveled Cedar Door (201 Brazos, 
473-3712, www.cedardooraustin.com) has been 
physically moved (building and all) four times 
as Austin has continued to boom over the 
last 35 years. At the most recent location on 
Brazos, the menu and hours have been 
expanded, making this legendary watering 
hole appreciated for its chow as much as for 
its Mexican martinis. 

New on the Avenue, you’ll find Annies 
Cafe & Bar (319 Congress, 472-1884, www. 
anniescafebar.com) in a beautifully restored his- 
toric building. Annies does the whole she- 
bang: early breakfast, lunch, dinner, takeout, 
and late night, as well as a full bar. 

The Old Pecan Street Cafe (504-B Trinity, 
478-2491, www.oldpecanstcafe.com) was a driv- 
ing force in the rediscovery and eventual 
preservation of Austin’s historic Downtown 
when it opened on East Sixth Street in 1972. 
The restaurant recently moved a block east 
to a new location, but it is still serving up the 
crepes, cakes, and other Continental stan- 
dards that brought it to national attention in 
the 1980s. El Sol y la Luna (600 E. Sixth, 
444-7770, www.elsolylalunaaustin.com) is one of 
a handful of restaurants that turned South 
Congress into a dining destination, but then 
chose to expand by moving its operation 



Downtown last year. Along with an expand- 
ed menu and more seating, it now offers live 
music along with full bar service and the ter- 
rific, inexpensive Latin American cuisine that 
won it a loyal SoCo following. Texas Embassy 
(709 E. Sixth, 443-4252, www.texasembassyaustin. 
com) serves familiar sports bar grub such as 
chicken-fried steak, burgers, ribs, wings, and 
nachos, and the kitchen staff prides itself 
on taking the cuisine seriously and using the 
best possible ingredients. And Habana 
Calle 6 shares the building, so wonderfully 
authentic Cuban fare is available in-house, 
as well, if you feel like enjoying something a 
little more exotic. 

The only bar in the new and ultra-hip 
Rainey Street neighborhood offering a bite 
to eat is Lustre Pearl (97 Rainey, 469-0400, 
www.lustrepearlaustin.com), where you’ll find 
dude food that includes Phi lly cheeses- 
teaks, nachos, chips and queso, “Bad Ass” 
burritos, fries, and tacos, plus a turkey wrap 
and a couple of vegetarian options for the 
less dudely. Or you can drop into the new 
Town Market (43 Rainey, 499-TOWN, www. 
townmarketaustin.com) on the street level of the 
Legacy condos for upscale groceries, local 
prepared foods, fresh pastries, and beer and 
wine during the day. - Kate Thom berry 


EAST OF 1-35: 

DOWNTOWN TO CAMPUS 

Just east of the highway near the Conven- 
tion Center, the Gulf Coast-style fare and vibe 
at Shuck Shack (1808 E. Cesar Chavez, 
472-4242, www.shuckshack.com) are sure to 
please, especially on a sunny afternoon when 
you can enjoy an ice-cold beer and some 
grilled oysters or spicy shrimp while playing a 
game of horseshoes. For more relaxed diners, 
a table in the lushly landscaped patio is hard 
to beat. The menu features a full bar, with 
great Bloody Marys to start your day right. 

Closer in to Downtown, you’ll find Buenos 
Aires Cafe (1201 E. Sixth, 382-1189, 
www.buenosairescafe.com), which serves tradi- 
tional Argentine cuisine including salads, 
soups and sandwiches, awesome empana- 
das, and sinfully delicious pastries. Dinner 
entrees lean toward meats and pastas, but 
there are also fish and daily specials. Beer 
and wine are available, and there’s a cute lit- 
tle wine bar where you can sit and hang. 

A block east is the hot newcomer East 
Side Show Room (1100 E. Sixth, 467-4280, 
www.eastsideshowroom.com), a spectacular space 
displaying original art and handmade metal- 
work, plus fantastic mixology and a small bis- 
tro-like menu. You can’t go wrong with the 
Showroom Special for happy hour: a cheese 
and charcuterie platter served with two ice- 
cold shots of gin or aquavit for $12. 

There’s also the HOPE Market (relocated 
to East Sixth & Waller for March 14 & 21 
only), open Sundays llam-3pm, which fea- 
tures a host of local vendors with everything 
from ready-made foods, coffee and pastries, 
veggies and fruit to arts & crafts, entertain- 
ment, and community resources. It’s hard to 
get any more Austin than that. 

A bit farther east, the newly reopened 
Hot Mama’s Espresso Bar (2401 E. Sixth, 
476-MAMA, www.hotmamasaustin.com) is a good 
spot for a quick coffee pick-me-up in a laid-back 
lounge atmosphere. Beverage highlights include 
the signature coffee drinks (try the Mexican 
Mocha, spiced with cinnamon and cayenne), 
lavender lemonade, and yerba mate tea, and 
beer and wine are also available to enjoy there 
or take out. Fare consists of breakfast tacos, 



salads, sandwiches, and other light items with 
an international and Middle Eastern flair. 

I’m especially happy with the new location of 
Rio’s Brazilian Cafe (408 N. Pleasant Valley Rd., 
828-6617, www.riosofaustin.com) just a few 
blocks away. The space is small, cozy, and 
totally bossa nova. The menu includes the 
popular salgadinho pastries, cheese breads, 
tropical salads, and even breakfast pockets 
with many vegetarian and gluten-free options. 
Drink choices include Brazilian sodas and local 
faves Casa Brasil coffee and Zhi Tea. Beer and 
wine are coming soon. There’s plenty of park- 
ing and a patio where the cafe promises to 
feature Brazilian music (and World Cup soccer). 

Justine’s Brasserie (4710 E. Fifth, 
385-2900, www.justinesl937.com) will require a 
serious but worthwhile cab ride. This very 
cool bistro boasts a small menu of afford- 
able, authentic French bistro fare, accompa- 
nied by killer cocktails and atmosphere with 
music selections from the owner’s impressive 
vinyl collection. Out front, the restored 1930s 
cottage boasts a large brick patio with tiny 
cafe tables, a petanque court (the French ver- 
sion of bocce), and plenty of street parking. 
The kitchen stays open until 1:30am, so it’s 
a great option for late-night munching and a 
last-call cocktail in the neighborhood. 

Farther north and due east of the 
University of Texas campus, you can grab 
an affordably priced lunch at Joe’s Place 
(1814 E. MLK, 472-3105, www.joefood.biz) dur- 
ing the middle of weekdays - or enjoy great 
coffee drinks, local prepared foods, and free 
wi-fi access 24/7 a few blocks farther east 
at Bennu Coffee (2001 E. MLK, 478-4700, 
www.bennucoffee.com). - Claudia Alarcon 
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restaurant roulette

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Letting the Freak 
Brothers Flag Fly 

Gilbert Shelton on his iconic comic’s long, 
strange trip to the screen by margaret moser 



If it’s fair to posit that the Austin Music 
Scene, referred to so reverentially it practi- 
cally demands capital letters, started first with 
Kenneth Threadgill, then Austin’s artistic under- 
ground origin in the Sixties can likewise be 
attributed to Jack Jackson, Jim Franklin, and 
Gilbert Shelton. Their pen-and-ink contribu- 
tions to the comic-and-poster world gave Austin 
its earliest visual identity in the counterculture. 
Five decades later, one of Shelton’s visions is 
headed to the big screen. 

It was an artistic trifecta for which only Austin 
could be the Texas setting. The very act of 
being away from home 
and attending school at 
the University of Texas 
offered creative freedom 
amid higher education, 
the same way Threadgill’s 
and later Johnny Holmes’ 
venue, the Victory Grill, encouraged the exchange 
of musical styles and ideas. 

In 1964, Jackson (aka Jaxon) reimagined 
the comic book with God Nose , the first of the 
newly christened genre of underground comics. 
Franklin’s sly, more mannered style (as com- 
pared to Jaxon’s inky panels) featured arma- 
dillos as motifs, an odd choice of critter that 
would one day symbolize to the world Austin’s 
rebellious streak. Then came Shelton and the 
Fabulous Furry Freak Brothers. 

Freaks, Cats, and Warthogs 

Actually, first came Shelton and Wonder Wart- 
Hog, the clumsy, porcine superhero send-up 
of Superman who first appeared in 1962 in UT 
publications Bacchanal and The Texas Ranger and 
whose adventures were later serialized in college 
and underground newspapers. Shelton also gave 
Austin’s Oat Willie’s head shop its bony figure- 
head in polka-dot shorts. Yet it was the Fabulous 
Furry Freak Brothers’ appearance in 1969 that 
caught fire in the imagination of America’s youth, 
who now had their own version of comic books 
to relax and read while toking and rocking out. 

Freewheelin’ Franklin, Phineas, and Fat 
Freddy symbolized the pot culture of the Sixties, 
their free-spirited lifestyle in pursuit of sex, 
drugs, and rock & roll the model for a genera- 
tion that broke more molds than any before or 
since. Their hairy appearances and attitudes 
were summed up in one philosophy: “Dope will 
get you through times of no money better than 
money will get you through times of no dope.” 

It was a potent anti-establishment mantra 
that sold about 40 million comic books in 15 
languages and is still chanted by the faithful. 
The Freak Brothers were such a hit that even the 
appearance of Fat Freddy’s Cat attracted fans, 
and the cat, whose panels started appearing on 
the bottom of the comic pages, soon got his own 
comic. But the Freak Brothers were Sixties hip- 
pies in the Seventies, anachronistic by the New 
Wave Eighties, relics by the Gen X Nineties, and 
ancient history by the Aughties. What was left 
but for them to become retro cool? 

“We never expected them to stay popular,” 
says Gilbert Shelton, the Cheshire grin on his face 
almost audible as he speaks on the phone from 
France, where he resides with his wife. “Maybe 


they were just easy to read. At the time, the daily 
newspapers wouldn’t touch certain subjects, 
so weeklies sprung up, some leftist. Before the 
Chronicle, there was The Rag, and I was in sympa- 
thy with these weekly newspapers, but they were 
godawful dull. I thought what they needed was a 
comic strip to improve readership. So that’s the 
reason I started the Freak Brothers.” 

Shelton’s name is also found in the annals of 
psychedelic poster artists, having created many 
during his tenure as art director for the Vulcan 
Gas Company during the late 1960s, putting 
him in league with the best San Francisco psy- 
chedelic poster artists. 

“I drew a lot for 
Shiva’s Headband and 
Conqueroo and other 
acts at the Vulcan. By 
the time the Armadillo 
came along [in 1970], I 
was gone and Jim Franklin took over the poster 
scene. Everyone was crazy about Jim. 

“The Elevators were coming up just as I 
was leaving Austin. I think I only heard them 
one time at the New Orleans Club, but they’d 
just been busted and had all their hair cut off. 
They didn’t dress like hippies; they dressed like 
Austin teenagers. They took that look out to 
San Francisco, and this disappointed the San 
Francisco audiences who wanted to see flashy 
hippies or even cowboys like Doug Sahm. And 
here were these ordinary-looking and -dressing 
kids. The music was very good, though.” 

Shelton points out the early setting for the Freak 
Brothers was identifiably Austin until he moved to 
New York and then San Francisco. Local lore per- 
sists that the three personalities were based on real 
scenesters of the day. Shelton insists they weren’t 
actually inspired by any one person, though he 
concedes that the likely candidate for Fat Freddy, 
Charlie Pritchard of the band Conqueroo, “did 
have the great hair,” and Freewheelin’ Franklin 
model Joe Brown “was in the movie we made, 
the Texas Hippies March on the Capitol, which was 
lost. I loaned my copy to Bill Brammer [author of 
The Gay Place ] , and he lost it. And Wally Stopher 
dressed up like Oat Willie once. 

“Last time Wonder Wart-Hog appeared was 
Zap Comix number 15, a few years ago. I don’t 
do much Wonder Wart-Hog anymore. He’s 
always been a hard character to describe. All 
fictional characters are biographical at heart, so 
maybe it’s the warthog in myself.” 

Getting Down to Grass Roots 

So what’s taken the boys so long to get to 
Hollywood? Wasn’t it ripe for other times, like 
when Robert Crumb’s Fritz the Cat was made 
into a film in 1972? 

“This is actually the seventh or eighth film proj- 
ect,” Shelton laughs; clearly, he has long found 
humor in this topic. “Nothing ever got made 
before. The first people with the option to make 
the Freak Brothers were Universal. It sat for six 
years and nothing happened, so the rights reverted 
back to me. That happened over and over again.” 
What was so hard about making a movie 
about three guys smoking pot? 

“There might have been some ambivalence 
in Hollywood. And, as Universal pointed out, 
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Film Issue 
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only one out of about 20 projects ever gets 
made. Maybe I was better off selling it over 
and over again. The people who have it now 
have confidence they’re going to finish it.” 
The “people” are the British team bolex- 
brothers, who have had The Fabulous Furry 
Freak Brothers project titled Grass Roots 
since 2003. Their feature-length stop-motion 
animation film is billed as “a cannabis 
conspiracy comedy caper.” So far, so good, 
judging by the trailer on YouTube, but Freak 
Brothers fans only want to know one thing. 

“No, they haven’t 
cast the voices. They 
were going to ask Jack 
Nicholson to do Fat 
Freddy’s Cat, but they 
want big names who 
will do it cheap, and 
they probably can’t 
afford him. That’s up 
to them - I’m not into that end of the busi- 
ness. Still, it’s only a couple days’ work.” 
Ain’t It Cool News’ Harry Knowles, who 
will interview Shelton about Grass Roots at 
the South by Southwest Film Conference, is 
himself a longtime fan. “As a child of hippies, 
I was reading Shelton at 6, 7, 8, 12. I loved 
The 40-Year- Old Hippie, and Wonder Wart-Hog 
was the funniest superhero parody ever made. 
Potheads had Cheech and Chong, but the fun- 
niest drug humor was in the Freak Brothers. 
They were everyone who ever lit up, and if you 
weren’t one of them, you knew them. 


“They have not been updated, thank God 
- they still have their ratty house! While I 
would have loved to see Shelton keep com- 
ing out with stories of them, they stayed in 
a certain time period, and that culture is as 
much a part of the Seventies as anything that 
Scorsese or Lucas or any of those guys did.” 

Today, Gilbert Shelton divides his time 
between Paris and a country place in 
Burgundy. He’s involved with the Grass Roots 
project and his Not Quite Dead comic, but 
Shelton cops to being “out of it musically. I 
like the Fifties rhythm 
& blues and bebop, 
country & western 
from the Forties and 
Fifties.” His upcoming 
visit to Austin includes 
a booksigning, an art 
exhibit at the South 
Austin Museum of 
Popular Culture, and the interview with 
Knowles at SXSW Film. 

“What I have collected for the museum 
exhibit is the Freak Brothers, Wonder Wart- 
Hog, Fat Freddy’s Cat, and my rock music 
cartoon Not Quite Dead,” Shelton paused, 
musing over the iconic images he’s created 
throughout the years. 

“And Oat Willie!” ■

a Gilbert Shelton exhibit March 13-May 8. Shelton will 
be present at the opening reception March 13.

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‘Thunder Soul’ brings the generations back together

“It was the bomb. It was the lick. It was the 
baddest band in the nation 

True musical masters are fortunetellers, 
truth-seekers; they see beyond the possible. 
Same could be said of teachers. Same could 
be said of filmmakers. This is the true story 
behind the coming-together of the documen- 
tary Thunder Soul , about the Kashmere Stage 
Band - a Houston high school jazz band - and 
the music director that led them. 

“In 2007,” begins Thunder Soul director 
Mark Landsman, “I’m listening to NPR, and 
this music came on - this powerful, driving, 
huge funk sound. And David Brown from 
KUT in Austin, who was doing the report, 
came on and said, ‘Can you believe those are 
high school students from Houston, Texas, 
circa 1971?’ The hair on my arms raised up.” 

This mysterious band had made quite the 
name for itself, taking this powerful sound to 
national high school stage-band competitions 
and wiping out all rivals for a period of about 
10 years. “When someone tells you that there 
is an album called Texas Thunder Soul” says 
Brown, “you have to listen, don’t you? It’s such 


an audacious title.” What Brown heard lived 
up to its titular audacity and inspired him to 
contact the man behind Stones Throw Records’ 
reissue of the Kashmere Stage Band catalog, 
musicologist Eothen Alapatt (aka the musician 
Egon). Alapatt, in turn, put Brown in touch with 
the horse’s mouth himself: Conrad O. “Prof” 
Johnson, the original director of the band back 
in the day. He was close to 90 years old. 

“I went down and met him,” relates Brown. 
“He took me to his studio in the back that was 
covered - remember that pressed white acoustic 
paneling from the Sixties and the Seventies? - 
covered in that. He told me about going to see 
Otis Redding and coming back inspired. He 
asked the kids if they thought that they could 
do a show band like that.” 

Brown turned this visit into the compelling 
piece of radio that grabbed Landsman’s ears, 
and Landsman then took a similar trip to 
Prof’s. He was to learn that there was so much 
more to the KSB story. 

□ 

“He reached into our soul. He could see the 
future inside of us.” 



Gaila Johnson-Mitchell was the Kashmere 
Stage Band’s flautist from 1976 to 1978. Like 
a number of her band alum, she remained 
in music, eventually becoming a high school 
band director herself. This footsteps-following 
meant that she stayed in touch with Prof 
through the years. “It was an honor when he 
called and said, ‘You have some great stories; 
I want you to talk to Mark.’ So I began telling 
what it was like to be in that time, that era, 
when everybody wanted to go to Kashmere.” 

As one of the few girls in a predominantly 
male environment, Johnson-Mitchell has a 
take on the scene that adds a depth gauge to 
some of the more controversial and tender 
parts of the story. Much of her input - perhaps 
due to her continued relationship with Prof - 
propels the film’s narrative forward. 

“I used to tease Prof about all the boys; 
he always said it was an all-male band. And 
I would say, ‘There’s girls in here.’ At 17, I 
would tease him: ‘You’re always with the boys.

Wouldn’t that be funny if a girl had to tell 
what really happened in here?”’ 

“There were three women in the reunion 
band; it was predominantly male,” says 
Landsman. “But Prof insisted that women be 
included.” Part of the reason Prof spent more 
time with the boys, as explained in the film, was 
that so many of the young men at Kashmere 
had no fathers or father figures at the time. 

“He was a tough, tough dude,” says 
Landsman. “And he was 90 pounds, 5 feet. 
You know? Ninety pounds. There was a 
player, Hilton Joseph - this guy was probably 
6-foot-4, maybe 300 pounds. And Prof is up 
in these kids’ faces, holding ground.” 

Prof revealed to Landsman that he had his 
choice of positions in the district, and that 
when he was offered the Kashmere gig, he had 
one condition: “‘That you allow me to treat 
these kids as professional musicians and noth- 
ing less.’ And that was it,” says Landsman. 
“He took them out; he trained them; they had 
the discipline of professional musicians.” 

Unlike the music programs at the white 
schools, swimming in funding and equipment 
and bopping with big-band and swing, the 
Kashmere Stage Band played the music of the 
day, and more importantly, of these young 
people’s reality. Prof wrote scores and arrange- 
ments for them, melding jazz, R&B, and soul 
power. He brought the funk. And by honoring 
the music of his students’ present, what he did 
was ensure their place in the future. 

Once Landsman was given Prof’s blessing 
to tell the story, the director went back to L.A. 
with the idea of a fictional piece. “I didn’t 
even think of it as a documentary. I cut it as a 
fiction trailer, then pitched it to these produc- 
ers and they freaked out. But they said: ‘Our 
slate’s full right now; we can’t touch this at 
least for a year or so. Do you have anything 
else?’ And I said ‘Well, I just got off the phone 
with Prof’s foundation, and these guys are 
talking about putting together a reunion of 
the band.’ And that was all I had to say. The 
producers were like, ‘Well, enjoy it.’” 

□ 

“Were doin’ it for the man: We’re doin’ it for 
Conrad Johnson.” 

Just as Conrad “Prof” Johnson had amassed 
his squad of elite performers 30 or so years 
earlier, and just as original Kashmere band 
members Craig Baldwin and Reginald “Rollo” 
Rollins were beginning to contact alumni to 
make the 2008 reunion to honor Prof a reality, 
Landsman, too, began to assemble his team: 
sound designer Andy Hay ( Chris & Don: A Love 
Story and Coachella ); the graphics team of Mark 
Parayno and his company, Sansrival Studios in 
L.A., whose animation work brings yearbook 
pages to life; and editor Claire Didier. 
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“Claire is a brilliant, brilliant editor, and 
her hand is all over this,” says Landsman. 
“She has a particularly incredible gift with 
music. She allowed the music to dictate 
everything. This is a film about the power of 
music to inspire people, to change people’s 
lives, to help them access aspects of their 
soul, to uplift individuals to uplift the com- 
munity, and we wanted the music to be all 
over this thing. She just happens to have this 
incredible kind of gift for cutting the music 
and also kind of letting scenes breathe.” 

Didier’s editing not only honors the music, 
it becomes the music. Her deft handling of 
seamless transitions between old and new, 
her literal use of visual and musical segue, 
her willingness to slow things down - all 
provide an emotional backbone to the story. 
Her editing is as soulful as the content. 

Initially, says Landsman, “I was a little 
flipped out that we didn’t have footage. . . . 
It’s a motion picture, and I didn’t want to just 
creatively animate photographs.” Then the 
impossible happened: A call came out of the 
blue from a cameraman with the local ABC 
affiliate telling him that legendary African- 
American anchor/reporter Charles Porter had 
produced an unreleased 30-minute docu- 
mentary called “Prof and the Band.” “This 
guy respected Prof and the program so much, 
he donated the film,” says Landsman of this 
treasure trove of footage, of band competi- 
tions, of trips overseas, of life at Kashmere. 
“He gave it to us.” 


□ 

“ Timing . Prof had such great timing. While 
the hood was going through changes, while 
America was going through mutations, you 
could depend on Profs solid timing. ” 

The acquisition of the footage from the 
Seventies was but one “of many yeses,” says 
Landsman. “That’s how the film unfolded. I 
would say, ‘It’s just so strange what’s going 
on; I really feel like there’s like a higher hand 
here,’ ’cause, you know, all of this kind of 
stuff is happening that you could never plan 
or predict. . . . Literally the day we filmed on 
Prof’s birthday, at his family’s barbecue, the 
day we showed up to start filming the week 
leading up to the concert was the day that he 
was admitted into the hospital. 

“I reached out to David Brown the other 
day. I sent him an e-mail saying, ‘David, I can’t 
help but think, I keep thinking that had I not 
been listening to the radio at that particular 
moment on that particular day to you, this 
whole thing might never have happened.’ 
Timing was essential.” Says Brown: “I can’t 
take any credit. Mark Landsman took the story 
and really made it something special by bring- 
ing together all of these people and reintroduc- 
ing the Professor so many years later. It’s more 
than just telling a story about what happened 
a long time ago. It’s ensuring that the reunion 
band is going to keep on keepin’ on.” The past, 
the present, the future is now. ■

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To ‘Mars,’ 
with Love 

Reinventing the romantic comedy, 
to infinity and beyond

When it came time to name his production company, Swerve 
Pictures, Austin filmmaker Geoff Marslett turned to his favorite 
philosopher, Titus Lucretius Cams. “Swerve” has a contempo- 
rary ring, as does Marslett himself. His long amber locks appear 
to undulate - or swerve - like prairie grass above a youthful 
face that belies his 36 years. And yet, that favorite philosopher 
was philosophizing way back in 55BC, describing a swerve as 
the necessary and often welcome result of “will-power snatched 
from the fates,” when events predetermined by cause and effect 
swerve off course “at the bidding of our own hearts.” In other 
words, just because things are expected to go a certain way 
doesn’t mean they should, ad infinitum. Sometimes, it’s best to 
follow the lead of that wild hair and make a new path. 

Perhaps it was the bidding of Marslett’s heart that made the 
former math and philosophy student return to his first love: 
filmmaking. After a couple of false starts at film schools at the 
University of Southern California and then Columbia, he went 
through the Great Books program at St. John’s College and 
eventually landed at the University of Texas and received his 
master’s in fine arts from the Radio-Television-Film Department, 
where he now teaches. Still, that undergraduate coursework 
was no waste: Marslett’s parallel interests in science, painting, 
languages, and writing have all contributed to the creation of 
his aesthetic, as have the films and filmmakers he counts among 
his influences: Jim Jarmusch’s Dead Man , David Byrne’s True 
Stories (“an underrated masterpiece”), and the films of Sergio 
Leone, to name a few. So although his path to filmmaking is 
what even he would call circuitous, in another way it was the 
most necessary and reasonable path that enabled him to make 
a film that explores the classic themes of love, romance, and 
exploration alongside the modem desire to experience the 
depths of the cosmos. All of these superficially unrelated things 
are woven together with surprising effortlessness in Marslett’s 
newest animated feature, Mars. 

An award-winning lecturer at UT (he 
received an Outstanding Teaching Award 
from the UT System board of regents in 
2009), Marslett has been teaching ani- 
mation and related subjects for the last 
10 years while making his own short ani- 
mated films and helping on other proj- 
ects. His personal portfolio includes his 
critically acclaimed “Monkey vs. Robot,” 
music videos (“Trip to Roswell”), and a 
dozen other projects. In his most recent 
short, “Bubblecraft,” he experimented 
with and perfected his animation style, 
which he brought to fruition in Mars, a process he describes as 
“a hybrid of rotoscoping, CG, and hand-drawn work,” along 
with other visual manipulation software. 

“I wanted the visuals to feel real, but not quite real,” he said 
of the animation program he developed with Tray Duncan in 
consultation with Marslett’s father, a computer programmer. 

“I liked the look of [Robert Rodriguez’s] Sin City, where 
people were not quite real, but even they were more real than 
I wanted.” The final look of Mars most resembles a graphic 
novel, but without the cartoonish quality. 

“The program is buggy, and I wouldn’t try and sell it to any- 
one,” he said. “But who knows? Maybe at some point we can 
perfect it and put it out there.” 


Becoming a software mogul is not exactly on the top of 
Marslett’s to-do list: He’s putting all his time and attention 
into promoting Mars. The filmmaker has a leg up in that regard, 
having been named one of the 25 New Faces of Independent 
Film by Filmmaker Magazine in 2009. But it will be the appeal 
of his film, first on the film festival circuit and then hopefully 
in distribution to a larger audience, that will be the final arbiter. 
And who doesn’t like a good, old-fashioned romantic comedy 
set on Mars? 

Hanging out at Marslett’s home in East Austin last week, sur- 
rounded by storyboards from the film, I ask him, “Why Mars?” 

“I wanted this to be my take on romance, and because it was 
animated, there’s no reason it has to be set here [on Earth],” 
Marslett said. The film stars Mark 
Duplass, Zoe Simpson, and Austinite 
Paul Gordon (who also directed The 
Happy Poet, also premiering at South by 
Southwest) as three astronauts sent to 
the red planet under the vague auspices 
of NASA (a fuller explanation would 
reveal spoilers). Their mission is to verify 
if there are other life-forms on Mars and, 
more importantly, pick up where the 
failed Beagle 2 mission left off in 2003 
(the British spacecraft was presumed lost 
when it landed on Mars and its transmis- 
sions ceased almost immediately). As the 
trio is launched into space, another computer robot from the 
European Space Agency is also en route to Mars. Tempers and 
egos are flying high as each camp - including the President of the 
United States (played with aplomb by Kinky Friedman) - stakes 
its reputation on a successful Mars mission, up to and including 
making contact with whatever might be living there. 

“The places you go change you,” Marslett said, talking about 
the impetus behind the film. But he’s not just talking about 
traveling to galaxies far, far away. His droll film is also looking 
at romance as a kind of exploration - the missteps, the unrec- 
ognized cues, the stolen moments, the second chances, and 
the stunning realizations - that all, somehow, and often against 
all odds, lead to a lasting and meaningful connection. 


Even though Mars is a romantic comedy, Marslett was 
very conscientious with “making the science as accurate as 
possible,” he said. “We kind of trick people into seeing the 
physics of what’s happening.” This is true both on and off the 
screen. While the animated images are not “real,” every turn 
of a gear, every robotic movement, even the weightlessness of 
space are well-executed onscreen (all acting was done in front 
of a green screen and with no props, in Austin). Behind the 
scenes in post-production, Marslett’s math background came 
in handy when figuring out, for example, how to animate fly- 
ing sand (as when the ESA robot lands on Mars) . “We had to 
figure out how to do that, how many frames we needed, how 
to calculate the arc of the sand . ...” All of it required precise 
and tricky calculation. 

With early buzz building around both film and filmmaker, 
Marslett is cautiously optimistic about the success of Mars, 
noting that “a lot of festival programs veer to the dark and 
edgy. This film really takes an optimist look at romance,” he 
said, wondering aloud if festival audiences will warm to his 
approach. “It’s interesting to me that the strongest response 
has been from [the twentysomethings] and the 40-plus 
viewers, who find it refreshing,” he said. When asked why 
he thinks that is - especially given that who he perceives to 
be the least enthusiastic viewers of his film seem to be from 
his own age bracket, he mused: “Maybe it’s because those 
people came of age during the reign of terror of George Bush. 
The year I was born, it was the lowest birth rate in years, and 
I know I am part of the generation that is making less than 
our parents.” Marslett manages to offer this speculation with 
a smile. “Older viewers especially have been through several 
ups and downs, while the 2 0-year- olds have come of age 
with Obama.” 

Marslett isn’t spending too much time trying to handicap 
the success of his new film. But as a birth member of the so- 
called “dark and edgy” generation, Marslett is breaking free 
from that collective consciousness and forging his own path 
in spite of the trends. Cutting against the grain - or swerving 
to “respond to the prompting of the heart,” as Lucretius so 
eloquently put it - may be just the thing to rocket Marslett into 
the next 10 years of his filmmaking life. ■

fast-established intimacy pays off in achingly 
quiet scenes that say as much with silence and 
subtle body movements as with conversation. 

At roughly the halfway point, Cold Weather 
takes a turn toward the action end of the movie 
spectrum, albeit with Katz’s consistent eye for 
the unassuming moment. Suddenly Doug and 
Gail find themselves trying to solve the mystery 
of a missing person, complete with stakeouts, 
car-tailing, getaway cars, and enough suspense 
to legitimately be called a thriller. Playing down 
his action-movie star status, Lankenau says, 
“All you really have to do is run fast and do 
things on cue. It’s not like I had to give some 
Oscar-winning performance.” 

However, Lankenau’s attitude toward the 
craft of acting has changed from his role in 
Katz’s previous film, Quiet City, to his latest 
turn as Cold Weather's underachiever-tumed- 
super sleuth. Of his character’s unease in Quiet 
City, Lankenau says: “I’m just being myself. 
... All I did was pretend the camera wasn’t 
there. That’s just me. I’m that weird. I’m 
that awkward.” But Cold Weather's increased 
budget, along with Lankenau’s professional 
co-stars, challenged him in new ways: “I just 
felt like I needed to be on point every day. 
I had to get everything right because this is 
what these people do for a living. They take 
this very seriously. This is their career.” 

The Cold Weather shoot was a departure 
from the norm for Katz, too. “With Quiet 
City, we didn’t raise money. We shot the 
movie for almost nothing.” Katz says of the 
weeklong, guerrilla-style shoot. “Whereas in 
Cold Weather, it was a bit more traditional in 
terms of producers putting together financ- 
ing. We put together a proposal for how 


Listening to the star of Cold Weather, Cris 
Lankenau, talk about his favorite moments of 
the movie, it’s easy to tell he takes pride in the 
final product. As he goes on about one of his 
favorite lines from writer/director Aaron Katz’s 
latest film, the excitement is contagious. That 
is, until Katz joins the conversation: 

Katz: I’ve got bad news for you, Cris. That 
didn’t make it into the movie. 

Lankenau: It didn’t!? Oh my god. I don’t 
know what you guys do in that editing room. 
[Both laugh.] 

Katz: We got a list of your favorite parts 
and cut them out. 

Katz apparently plays the tyrant in the 
editor’s chair, a seat that many writers shy 
away from for fear of losing perspective and 
hurting the final product. Producers and 
friends Ben Stambler and Brendan McFadden 
ensured that Katz didn’t get lost in the tell- 
ing of the story, about a brother and sister 
who live together in Portland, Ore., after 
the brother’s failed attempt at relocating to 
Chicago. “I think that’s a big pitfall: You feel 
so committed to how you were hoping things 
would turn out that you don’t see how things 
are and all the great things that maybe you 
weren’t expecting,” says Katz of the editing 
process. For a movie that sets the camera 
rolling for long periods of silence that speak 


volumes, deciding how much quiet to let hit 
the cutting-room floor is a delicate process. 

Via conference call from their respective 
homes in Brooklyn and Pittsburgh, Lankenau 
reminisces with Katz about filming a scene on 
the shores of Oregon: “I don’t remember if it 
was in the script or not, but there was a part 
where you said, ‘We’re just going to shoot from 
over here, and you guys are just going to sit 
here and eat your sandwiches.’” The result is a 
telling early scene that 
reveals much about 
the bond between sib- 
lings Doug (Lankenau) 
and Gail (Trieste Kelly 
Dunn) but that also 
gives a sense that the 
trip to the beach is an 
escape from something unspoken. 

Thus, the film begins as something beauti- 
ful, meditative, and almost sleepy. The overcast 
skies of Portland seem to seep into the charac- 
ters and make their exchanges slightly muted 
but wholly believable. Lankenau describes the 
quickly forged friendship between himself and 
Dunn, saying: “By the time we got to the fourth 
or fifth day, it just seemed like: ‘This is my only 
friend in the world. All the rest of the people I 
know are back in New York, and I’m out here 
in Portland, and this person is all I have.’” That 


we’d make the film, and we made a budget 
as to where all the money would go.” That 
budget was a whopping $100,000 - roughly 
$100,000 more than Quiet City. 

Katz’s history with South by Southwest 
goes back to his first film, Dance Party, USA. 
“We made Dance Party back in 2004 and 
didn’t really have any idea what we were 
going to do with it or if we’d be able to show 
it at a festival,” Katz says. “[Former SXSW 
Film Festival Producer] 
Matt Dentler saw the 
film and really helped 
us find an audience 
when we weren’t even 
sure there would be 
one.” Katz returned to 
SXSW the next year, 
2007, with his breakout second film, Quiet 
City, which would later be nominated for the 
Independent Spirit John Cassavetes Award. 

Reflecting on their festival experience, Katz 
reminds Lankenau of Quiet City’s premiere in 
New York: “I think you asked if I was going 
to dress up, and I think I must have said yes. 
Then you showed up in a suit, and I just had a 
T-shirt. And so did everyone else.” Lankenau 
retorts, “I’m going to H&M tomorrow on my 
day off to buy an outfit for the premiere.” The 
duo are festival pros at this point. ■

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What’s that old saying about a prophet being despised in his 
homeland? Until his death in 1994, Bill Hicks was a cultural 
exile in the United States, a stand-up comedian both cerebral 
and visceral who poured fiery scorn on corruption and apathy, 
Reagan Republicans, and corporate whores like Jay Leno. For 
his effort, he was a cult performer, notoriously censored from 
The Late Show With David Letterman. But in Great Britain in 
the early 1990s, when the culturally literate stared in despair 
at the nation that gave the world the First Gulf War and Carrot 
Top, he was the best evidence for the defense. Hicks was the 
angry American whose fury was driven not by greed but by 
disappointment that things weren’t just better. 

Matt Harlock, half of the team behind new documentary 
American: The Bill Hicks Story , explained, “I was one of the 
guys who was at university in the UK in the late Eighties, early 
Nineties, who was handed a sweaty and much-coveted bootleg” 
of Hicks’ work. For co-director/producer Paul Thomas, the inter- 
est was much more professional. Harlock explained, “His job 
for [Welsh TV broadcasters] HTV and the BBC was to find and 
bring on new comedians, so he came upon [Hicks] that way.” 

Bill Hicks spent more than half of his far too short life of 32 
years as the comedian’s comedian, performing his incendiary 
stand-up in what he dubbed his ‘flying saucer tour’ - “which 
means,” he would tell audiences, “like UFOs, I too have been 
appearing in small Southern towns in front of a handful of 
hillbillies.” At the same time he was selling out theatres in 
Britain and Canada. In 2004, the British House of Commons 
tabled an early day motion - the equivalent of a legislative 
resolution - marking the 10th anniversary of the passing of 
“one of the few people who may be mentioned as being wor- 
thy of inclusion with Lenny Bruce in any list of unflinching 
and painfully honest political philosophers.” Three years later, 
Britain’s Channel 4 TV station polled 150,000 viewers to find 
the 100 greatest comedians of all time. Harlock recalled: “Bill 
was number six. The Top 5 were people who were all alive and 
working in the UK.” 

When he and Thomas finally met, Harlock said: “We real- 
ized that there had never really been a complete retelling of 
Bill’s story. ... We wanted something that got a little more 
into his family relationships and his motivations.” American 
catches his astonishing ascent - from precociously self-assured 
high school comic in Houston to holding a packed house at 


London’s Dominion Theatre in the palm of his hand for his 
incendiary Revelations TV special. Yet it’s not just about the 
best jokes. Even as a longtime fan, Harlock said: “I’d never 
seen the whole arc of his comedy laid out in one chronological 
arc. ... We really wanted to break away from the sort of ‘best 
of’ approach.” 

Before production started, Harlock got to know Hicks’ family 
and his oldest friends through arranging charity tribute nights 
in the UK, and they allowed him to screen previously unseen 
footage at those events. The family had not spoken publicly 
about Bill since 1994’s It’s Just a Ride tribute special, and while 
Harlock knew they were besieged by businesses hoping to cash 
in on his reputation, he found them very open to working 
on a documentary. There was, he said, “a realization on their 
part that none of them, particularly Bilks mum, was getting 
any younger and this may be 
the last chance they would 
have to put this stuff down on 
the historical record.” (Bilks 
father died shortly before film- 
ing began.) Spending several 
days with each interviewee 
helped shape the direction 
of the movie beyond simple 
biographical reminiscences. 

Harlock said, “These people who knew him, his lifelong 
friends and his family, all seemed to have a very incisive view 
about what he was doing in his life at that time and how it 
affected what he was doing on stage.” Those same friends and 
family also gave the filmmakers access to a remarkable archive 
of footage and photographs, much of it collected by Bill Hicks 
himself. Harlock said: “Bill was quite an obsessive, in terms of 
cataloging and keeping programs and photographs of himself. 
Very often, when he worked with photographers, he wouldn’t 
just take the print but the contact sheet as well.” That kind of 
self-memorializing is something that he said he has heard other 
documentarians discuss happens with subjects with a strong 
voice or viewpoint. “It’s not that they’re arrogant,” he said. 
“It’s just that they’re aware that they’re doing something which 
is of interest.” 

Sitting on a huge pile of previously unseen material and 
inspired by some of the experiments in 2002 ’s visually

groundbreaking documentary The Kid Stays in the Picture, 
Harlock said they decided to “repurpose” the photographs 
through animation. Combining the audio of the now aging 
interviewees with new moving images of them in their youth 
would, Harlock hoped, “give the viewer a more immersive 
view of what was going on.” It also allowed the filmmakers 
to virtually re-enact some famous parts of Hicks folklore, 
like the first time he took mushrooms or when he and his 
underage friends broke curfew to go to their first comedy 
club. Harlock said, “We thought the best way to re-create the 
feeling of these three kids sneaking out on this commando 
mission would be to shoot it like you would a drama.” The 
visuals were created by melding old photos, body doubles, 
and location shots to create fluid composites. So as not to 
take too much license, he said, “we had quite strict rules 
for ourselves about making it authentic. So in that scene, we 
went to Bill’s real childhood home, and we talked our way 
in using our English accents. We put on sort of a lost Hugh 
Grant, ‘Oh, I don’t know what I’m doing,’ and people don’t 
seem to mind.” 

What he and Thomas discovered in the edit was the evolu- 
tion of Hicks’ work as each pivotal personal event - his first 
professional gig, the substance use and abuse, cleaning up, 
moving from city to city - was reflected in his stand-up. “The 
archive material of Bill performing was directly informed by 
what was going on around his life,” said Harlock. “The com- 
edy changed and became stronger and more focused when he 
stopped drinking and doing drugs.” 

Even as self-confessed Hicks fans, Harlock said: “One of 
the things we were most surprised by was how precociously 
talented he was at that young age. That first clip of him, it’s 
not just funny, it’s really well-crafted. He’d have this wonder- 
ful goofy setup and draw you away from the punch line, then 
just bring you back with a tag. It’s really sophisticated stuff for 

a kid who’s 16, 17.” Yet for 
all the youthful exuberance, 
there’s also the trauma of 
watching the last six months 
before pancreatic cancer 
killed him. Harlock said: “Up 
to June of ’93, when he was 
diagnosed, he was a big lad. 
He was 6 feet, 2 inches, and 
he was broad-shouldered, and 
then how much weight he lost, that was quite shocking to me. 
Yet his voice never changed. His audio recordings, like Rant in 
E-Minor or Arizona Bay, you never got the feeling of someone 
ill or depleted energywise.” 

With fitting cultural symmetry, American has already had 
its world premiere, to standing ovation, at the London Film 
Festival. Now Harlock said he and Thomas were eager to 
bring the film to Texas and especially to Austin, where Hicks 
recorded his Sane Man video and which he called home for 
much of his final, most prolific years. Harlock explained: “The 
pull that we’ve seen in the UK has not been matched in the 
reaction we’ve seen in the States. Even amongst young people, 
or people of the right age, should I say, we’re still finding that 
the level of recognition was much lower than we would have 
hoped. Our job, as we see it, is the same as his was in his life- 
time, and that’s to get his work and his words out to as many 
people as possible.” ■

A new generation dances Jerome Robbins’ ‘ballet in sneakers’ to the big screen

Between Robert Prince’s bebop score and Jerome Robbins’ 
finger-snapping beatnik moves, NY Export: Opus Jazz reeks 
of late-Fifties “cool.” So you could have forgiven the twen- 
tysomething dancers who performed it in a 2005 revival at 
New York City Ballet for seeing the “ballet in sneakers” as a 
“museum piece.” Instead, they connected so personally to 
the work that two of them, Ellen Bar and Sean Suozzi, want- 
ed to commit their version to film. “The choreography really 
communicates those powerful youthful emotions and the 
energy of the city,” says Bar, and it gave them the idea that 
the dance “could look and feel timeless if it took place in 
the city as we knew it. West Side Story , especially the open- 
ing, is so powerful because it’s shot on location, and since 
this piece was inspired by the city, it made sense to put it 
back where it came from.” With Henry Joost ( Catfish ) and 
Jody Lee Lipes ( Brock Enright: Good Times Will Never Be the 
Same ) recruited to direct, the team took to the streets, film- 
ing each of the ballet’s five segments in a different location. 

The result, expansively captured in anamorphic 35mm, 
grounds Robbins’ ballet solidly in the urban landscape, in 
the present, and in contemporary dancers’ bodies. Before 
its broadcast on PBS’ Great Performances on March 24, NY 
Export: Opus Jazz will have its world premiere at South by 
Southwest. On behalf of herself and Suozzi, Bar explained 
by e-mail how the film was made.

Austin Chronicle: What concerns did you have 
about translating the dance from stage to film? 
Ellen Bar: We never wanted to make a docu- 
ment of the ballet; we wanted to breathe new 
life into it and have people relate to it across 
generations, because we ourselves did. We 
were teenagers and living on our own in New 
York when we moved here to become bal- 
let dancers, so we understood on a visceral 
level what these characters were about. We 
wanted to take advantage of the medium of 
film to give the audience a window into the 
lives of these characters, to weave the differ- 
ent sections together, and to motivate the 
dancing by real situations and emotions. It 
was precisely because we wanted to expand 
on the ballet, and not 
just make an archival 
work, that the Robbins 
Rights Trust allowed 
us to do it. They feel 
a strong responsibility 
to Jerry’s work and 
have never allowed 
something like this 
before. I think they felt that it was a bold 
endeavor and that it had artistic merit - and 
whether or not Jerry would have liked it, he 
would have admired the spirit of it. 

AC: How did the location shooting affect the 
dance work ? 

EB: Initially, we thought: “They’re in sneak- 
ers, they can be anywhere!” We forgot about 
how physical it is, how much they jump, 
turn, and roll and use the ground in this 
ballet. You take that for granted onstage. 
During the High Line sequence, we got to 


the location and realized they had to dance 
literally between train tracks for the shot to 
look good, and we went: “No way. Uh-uh. 
Not possible.” But Jody and Henry were bet- 
ter at asking the dancers to do things like that 
sometimes, because they didn’t know them as 
well as we did and because they didn’t have 
that knowledge of how much it hurts! In the 
film, you have dancers dancing on concrete, 
dirt, train tracks, splintered wood, and waxed 
gymnasium flooring. But they just set their 
minds to it and didn’t complain. They were 
like soldiers. The crew had so much respect; 
they’d never seen anything like it. 

We also had to adjust the spacing of 
the dance not just to suit the location but 
to work with cam- 
era. Jerome Robbins 
understood the dif- 
ference between the- 
atre and film, and he 
was always the first 
to adjust his work for 
camera, so there was 
a precedent there. 
West Side Story [helped give us a] way of 
understanding how camera and choreogra- 
phy could work together and how each could 
make the other more powerful. 

AC: As your idea of filming this dance became a 
reality, what surprised you about the film version? 
EB: We had seen many bad dance films, 
and we wanted to make sure that the dance 
was the star; and we think because of how 
it’s shot and edited, the architecture of the 
dance is clear even for people who’ve never 
seen it before, and that makes us really 


happy. Having danced the ballet ourselves 
onstage, we had seen the dance from nearly 
every angle, and we had fallen in love with 
certain viewpoints that the audience never 
got to see, and it’s really satisfying to be able 
to share those now. We feel like the energy 
and dynamism we felt while actually danc- 
ing the steps comes off the screen, because 
of the camera and also because of the sound 
design. I remember Jody said that one of the 
things that really surprised him was how 
much the sound of the dancers’ feet tapped 
out a rhythm that complemented the music 
and created a kind of counterpoint to it. It’s 
an unusual element; dancers are used to the 
sound and rhythm of their own feet, but usu- 
ally the audience doesn’t get to hear it. 

In general, the film is better than we’d 
imagined it in our heads, so that’s the kind of 
surprise you really hope for; but there’s also 
a reason for that, and it’s because we refused 
to compromise on quality. Even when we 
were struggling for funding, we knew that it 
was better to not make the film at all than to 
sacrifice its potential by shooting on a crappy 
format or cutting the things that would make 
it special. It’s a project that shouldn’t exist, 
and nearly didn’t exist, because it doesn’t fit 
in any of the usual categories. We were lucky 
enough to have a lot of help from a lot of 
really incredible people, who donated their 
time or money or helped make connections 
that would help. But it’s also because we’re 
both a little insane, and very tenacious, and 
when someone tells us something is impos- 
sible, we generally don’t listen. Not the first 
hundred times, anyway. ■

Bryan Poyser’s comedy of catharsis, ‘Lovers of Hate’

Lovers of Hate , Austin filmmaker Bryan 
Poyser’s third feature film, isn’t a comedy 
any more than his debut film, 2004’s Dear 
Pillow was, but both movies - and indeed 
all of Poyser’s body of work so far - elicit 
intimate, often cringe-based laughter from 
audiences. Which is fine with the director. 
Comedy, as some wag once said, isn’t pretty. 
In Lovers of Hate, it evolves around the bor- 
derline creepy edges of obsession, emotional 
devastation, and the barren, rocky coastline 
of the human heart. 

That’s the most challenging kind of humor 
for a filmmaker to attempt because it relies 
on the audience to not only recognize a kin- 
ship with often desperate, damaged charac- 
ters living less than laudable lives but also 
empathize with the worst in people. Poyser’s 
characters more often than not reach for the 
gold ring only to realize that they’ve already 
pawned it. But then, perhaps, if they search 
their souls hard enough, they’ll find that 
crumpled, dirty claim ticket still there, ready 
and waiting for redemption. 

Shot almost entirely within the confines of 
Austin Film Society board member Deborah 
Green’s labyrinthine Park City, Utah, mansion 
- the site of the society’s annual Sundance 
Film Festival parties and the Austin film com- 
munity’s unofficial 
Utah headquarters - 
Lovers of Hate follows 
the sideways spiral 
of the woeful Rudy 
(Chris Doubek), a 
failed writer recently 
separated from his 
wife, Diana (Heather 
Kafka), who’s had 
all the Rudy she can 
take and ends up 
falling for Paul (Alex 
Karp ovsky) , Ru dy ’ s 
sibling rival, a successful writer of children’s 
books. Extremely awkward quasi-hilarity (and 
no small amount of self-loathing from virtually 
the entire, uniformly excellent cast) ensues. 

The Austin Chronicle sat down with Poyser 
to discuss his film’s just-announced Sundance 
sale to the Independent Film Channel and the 
challenges of exploring the darker reaches of 
the human heart for the humor inherent in the 
naked truth. 

Austin Chronicle: So what’s the story on the 
IFC sale? Congratulations are in order. 

Bryan Poyser: Thanks. Essentially they’re 
going to do the same thing they did at the 
last South by Southwest with Joe Swanberg’s 
movie Alexander the Last, where it premieres 
at South by Southwest and then it’s released 
on video on demand day-of or the next day for 
a limited time. It’s definitely exciting. It’s the 
first movie I’ve ever made that’s made a dime, 



which is wonderful. And although it’s not a 
big sale, we knew we didn’t really need a big 
sale to make our money back. Because we got 
into Sundance, we’re part of that Sundance 
“brand,” and now we’re going to be part of the 
IFC brand, which is also really great. The way 
most people see independent films these days 
is at home, anyway, so IFC’s VOD strategy 
makes perfect sense. 

AC: Lovers of Hate is - I think - a comedy, hut 
the humor in it is so dark and so spiteful - so 
human, in other words - that I’m wondering how 
you describe the film to people who ask you the 
eternal question: “What’s it about?” 

BP: If I were trying to get people to come see it, 
I would say that it’s a comedy, because the first 
way to not get people to be interested in your 
movie is to say, “It’s a drama!” That immedi- 
ately elicits snores from most people. So, yes, 
it’s a comedy, but to me it’s comedy that is 
bom out of an uncomfortable, rather terrible 
situation. I think we’ve all had relationships 
in the past where things didn’t work out the 
way you wanted them to. In writing the movie, 
I was thinking, “What if you could witness the 
love affair that happens right after you with 
the person that you were in love with?” If you 
could see what happens, would you? 

AC: You can do that now thanks to Facebook. 

BP: Yeah, right? It all 
feeds into this obses- 



comedy. But it’s a very specific, uncomfort- 
able, squirmy kind of comedy. 

AC: Chris Doubek is painfully believable as 
Rudy. You’ve worked with him before, but why, 
specifically, did you cast him here? 

BP: For one thing, he’s a very gifted physi- 
cal actor because he’s been trained in the 
theatre, where your whole body is your 
instrument. He can engage his entire body 
in the scene, whereas a lot of film actors are 
unused to that kind of full-body expression. 
The character of Rudy really doesn’t have 
very many lines, particularly in the last two- 
thirds of the film, so we’re relying on his 
physical presence for a lot of the comedy and 
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sive, almost masoch- 
istic need to know. 
Why doesn’t [the character of Rudy] just 
leave? It’s horrible what he’s doing to himself, 
but I think a lot of people, if given that situ- 
ation, as horrible as it would be, would want 
to see what would happen and what their ex 
would say about them. 

AC: It’s a bit like slowing down to watch your 
own car crash. 

BP: Right. And while that is a horrible con- 
cept, it was something that I wanted to 
explore. And I think it’s easier to explore it if 
comedy is involved. Comedy helps people get 
on board with the darker stuff. 

It was very important to me to make Rudy 
a character who never does anything too crazy 
that quite takes him beyond the point of relat- 
ability. That might make it more of a genre 
movie and therefore easier to sell or market, 
but I just didn’t want to do that. I wanted to 
play with the tension of “Oh my god, what is 
he going to do next?” and play with it through 


as a means of expressing what’s going on in 
Rudy’s head. 

Chris is kind of heroic to me, because he’s 
figured out a way to make his life be totally 
about acting. He doesn’t accrue anything else 
that would make that not possible. He doesn’t 
have any responsibilities, he lives in a tiny little 
apartment that he’s lived in for years, he works 
as a substitute teacher for AISD, he’s not mar- 
ried, he doesn’t have a kid, and he’s barely got 
a car. He’s just there and ready to act. 

AC: Which is kind of similar to the character 
of Rudy. 

BP: Yeah, Rudy is in his own way very 
resourceful. In the movie, we see him at the 
lowest point in his life. It’s abject. But he 
doesn’t just sit around and mope about it, 
he does something about it. What he does is 
not necessarily healthy or positive or what he 
should do, but at the same time he’s someone 
who’s not just going to sit around. He’s going 
to exact his twisted revenge and do whatever 
damage is necessary to make it happen. 


AC: The character of Rudy almost comes off as a 
ghost haunting both his own life and that of his 
ex-wife, Diana. 

BP: Yeah, he’s passive in that he’s hiding, but 
he’s active in the shadows. And that was defi- 
nitely intentional in the last third of the film 
where we, as the audience, don’t even know 
where he is. There’s a sense of him being this 
invisible hand manipulating the events but 
also second-guessing what Diana and Paul’s 
reactions are going to be and trying to orches- 
trate his revenge. There’s a sense, at the end, 
of the characters not necessarily achieving 
redemption but of at least getting to the point 
where they can reflect on their actions and 
maybe have a chance to redeem themselves 
in some way. 

AC: Are the characters of Rudy, Diana, and Paul 
drawn from people you know in real life? Because 
onscreen they come across as instantly familiar, 
albeit in a warped sort of way. 

BP: They all definitely portray certain aspects 
of me, although it’s not autobiographical, 
thank God. But parts of it are drawn from 
things that I’ve done or things that I’ve 
thought about doing and then thought bet- 
ter of doing. In writing the three characters, 
I definitely wanted them to be relatable to 
me and therefore relatable to the audience. I 
wanted them all to push the edge of likability. 
In movies and television, there’s an obsession 
with trying to make characters likable. For 
me, likable is not as important as watchable. 
AC: Your first feature, Dear Pillow, and Lovers 
of Hate have a certain intensity of longing for 
unsullied human connection. Is there a Bryan 
Poyser aesthetic that’s emerging here? 

BP: I guess I’m interested in making mov- 
ies about writers or creative people, but I’m 
also very wary of that because I never want 
to make angst-filled movies about unsung 
creative geniuses. That to me is boring. I’m 
more interested in what underlies the creative 
impulse. The movies that I’ve done are all 
about characters who either strive for or avoid 
getting to some kind of truth in their lives. ■

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‘I Like Films About Naked 
People Yelling at Each Other’ 

What turns ’Loir producer 
Megan Gilbride on 


“I know at first he didn’t like me,” confess- 
es instantly likable Lovers of Hate producer 
Megan Gilbride, who initially met Poyserwhen 
the two “were shoved together” during the 
making of the Jacob Vaughn-directed/Poyser- 
penned The Cassidy Kids at now-defunct 
Burnt Orange Productions. 

“He didn’t know me, he didn’t trust me, 
and he was, like, ‘Who’s this person giving me 
script notes who doesn’t know anything about 
the project?!’ It was like any filmmaking pro- 
cess in that it was its own little war, but even- 
tually we came through the war and we’ve 
been working together ever since.” 

Gilbride, a Virginia native who moved to 
Austin in 2000 to attend UT’s graduate film 
program before going on to a three-year stint 
at Burnt Orange, has 
been busy: associate 
producing Steve 
Collins’ remarkable 
coming-of-age fea- 
ture (and festival 
favorite) Gretchen , 
producing Poyser’s short “Grammy’s,” working 
on a “long-standing project with Kyle Henry,” 
and - natch - dealing with the Sundance suc- 
cess and recently announced IFC pickup of 
Lovers of Hate. 

“Bryan sent me the script one morning during 
the summer, and I literally read it, did a quick 
budget, made a couple of phone calls, and then 
called him back and said, let’s do this.’ Five 
months later we were shooting the film.” 

What was it about the script that locked her 
in so immediately? 

“It just really built on itself. It was so layered, 
and the characters were so awesome and horri- 
ble. My standard joke is that I like films [about] 
naked people yelling at each other, and there 


seemed to be a lot of naked people yelling at 
each other. And it was doable. It was achiev- 
able. I had the passion to do it right away.” 

Whoa, hold up. Naked people yelling at 
each other? 

“Yeah. I really love Who's Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?; The Night of the Iguana; Suddenly, 
Last Summer; and All That Jazz. I kind of 
came from a theatrical background and so I 
like things that tend to be a little more theat- 
rical. It’s funny because Bryan and I do not 
have the same film tastes, but we really 
agree about his work. We really see eye-to- 
eye on his voice, and that’s created a really 
great working relationship.” 

There are, indeed, naked people yelling 
aplenty in Poyser’s film, which deftly strip- 

mines a trio of highly 
emotional charac- 
ters in what, for lack 
of a better word, will 
most likely end up 
being marketed as a 
comedy of catharsis. 

Which it’s not. Until it is. 

Gilbride: “The thing about it is that it’s not 
trying to answer anything for anybody. And I 
actually really appreciate that and think that 
that sort of open-endedness can be cathartic. 
... Friends of mine that have seen it will say 
something like: ‘Yeah ... it was good. I don’t 
know that I enjoyed it, but it was good .’ And 
then three days later, they’ll want to talk to 
me about it. 

“For me, that’s great. And I think it’s 
because the film is true to life, and because it 
doesn’t answer all the questions, and because 
nobody comes out with their hands clean it 
stays with you in a way that’s really great.”

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Muhammad Was 
a Punk Rocker 

How a fictional music genre blossomed 
into a real movement

There is a Muslim punk rock scene in North 
America that goes by the name taqwacore. The 
term is an author’s invention, a word fabricat- 
ed to describe music that the author wanted to 
hear. The word precedes the music, the bands, 
and the scene. In 2002, Michael Muhammad 
Knight started selling photocopied versions of 
his novel, The Taqwacores, from the trunk of 
his car. Then Jello Biafra’s outfit, Alternative 
Tentacles, published the book in 2003. Soon 
Mohawked Muslim punk boys and riot grrls 
in burquas were capturing the imagination of 
a new generation of North American Muslims 
who were coming of age in the complicated 
decade after 9/11. Now at South by Southwest 
Film ’10, two films addressing this phenome- 
non are playing. The Taqwacores by Eyad Zahra 
is a fictional film of Knight’s fantasy novel 
(Knight co-wrote the screenplay with Zahra). 
The other is the documentary TAQWACORE: 
The Birth of Punk Islam by Omar Majeed. It 
is a record of the Taqwa Tour, during which 
Majeed followed several bands as they barn- 
stormed the American Northeast on a two- 
week tour and on a later visit with twirling, 
prodigiously hash-smoking Sufis in Lahore, 
Pakistan. The Chronicle spoke with Zahra and 
Majeed separately by phone prior to the South 
by Southwest debut of their films. 

“Taqwa” is an Islamic term that means “God 
consciousness.” Majeed explains that “it’s the 
idea of being con- 
scious of the divine in 
everything that you do. 

It’s more of a spiritual, 
cultural idea that can 
be open to interpreta- 
tion than a specifically 
Islamic idea.” Knight 
wed this idea with hardcore punk and “came up 
with the name ‘taqwacore’ as a way of describ- 
ing this fictional Muslim punk scene that he was 
writing about. It was a very inspiring fantasy, 
and the vision he wrote was very cohesive. It 
coalesced for other kids all the things that they 
were already trying to work out. It lay down a 
bit of a blueprint.” Majeed, who first chanced 
on the book from a Wikipedia page on the 
Internet, describes his first encounter: “The 
description was something like, ‘an engineer- 
ing student moves into a house full of punk 
Muslims.’ Those two words - ‘punk Muslims’ 
- most people scratch their heads, but for me it 
was more than that. Everything sort of stopped 
and blew my mind. I ran to the bookstore and 
fell in love with the book right away. I couldn’t 
believe this was in a bookstore. These conver- 
sations! If I could have written all the things 
that were circling in my head growing up, they 
would have been very close to this book.” 


Knight began hearing from Muslim teens 
that were taken with his book. One of the 
most legendary contacts came from 15-year- 
old Kourosh Poursalehi in San Antonio, who 
wanted Knight to put him in touch with 
the bands mentioned in the book. Finally 
accepting the fact that the book was fic- 
tion, Poursalehi created his own taqwacore 
expression by taking the poem “Muhammad 
Was a Punk Rocker” from the book, setting 
it to music, putting it out under the name 
Vote Hezbollah, and providing an instant 
taqwacore anthem. Elsewhere in Boston, a 
punk band called the Kominas was gaining 
steam, and more bands were sprouting up all 
the time as the taqwacore idea spread among 
Muslim-American youth across a spectrum of 
sect and cultural affiliations. 

It is the nature of punk rock to have a 
magnetic hold on teenagers. It’s a reactionary 
music form that is opposed to the status quo, 
appeals to the socially alienated, and values 
truth and honesty. Whatever the demographic 
or time period - whether the punks are 
rebelling against Britain’s Thatcherism or the 
American disco scene in one decade or they’re 
riot grrls reacting to boys-club rock & roll and 
standards of femininity in another or subcul- 
tural groups such as Christian punks, black 
punks, or queercore - what they have in com- 
mon is their anti-establishment identity. In 
the decade following 
9/11, punk may hold 
a particular allure for 
Muslim-American 
youth struggling to 
establish personal 
identity amid the Old 
World values handed 
down by their parents and the media escala- 
tion of images of Islam as a religion of terror- 
ists, hard-liners, and anti-Americans. 

“There were so many aftershocks that came 
after 9/11 all over the world, particularly for 
Muslims in terms of how they dealt with it,” 
says Majeed. “I think we’ve evolved to that 
point now in the aftermath of it where young 
Muslims need to be playing around with 
the very stereotypes and fear-mongering and 
profiling that they’re receiving. That’s why I 
have a lot of respect for Michael’s book or the 
Kominas singing ‘Suicide Bomb the Gap’ or 
‘Sharia Law in the USA.’ Because they’re being 
provocative, but they’re being provocative in a 
very positive way.” 

Zahra regards punk as “something that is 
never going to go away. New communities 
discover it and revitalize it and use it as a form 
to seek truth and honesty. That’s the beauty of 
what punk does for young Muslim-Americans 


now. It gives them that form of expression 
where everything can be explored, everything 
can be talked about, there’s no censorship; 
everything is open.” 

Although expressions of religious iden- 
tity are essential to taqwacore, it would be 
a mistake to compare it with Christian rock. 
Taqwacore is not interested in proselytizing. 
Furthermore, it shines light on a diversity 
of cultural and religious beliefs. Both films 
speak to this diversity within Islam. Says 
Zahra, “This film tries to create that middle 
ground where you can be proud of that 
upbringing but at the same time you don’t 
have to follow it literally or blindly.” Majeed, 
too, finds the idea of diversity one of the 
driving elements of his documentary. “I really 
felt like when I found these [bands] , this was 
the way I could get the point across. What I 
always felt was unfair as Islam came into the 
world consciousness, unfortunately through 
9/1 f, is that Islam always gets painted with 
one brush. It’s always the same sort of images 
you see of the masses bowing in unison, 
Mecca, the terrorist-looking guys with long 
beards, women in burquas. It’s the quick, 
immediate association, and I think that’s 
dangerous. If anything, I would like Muslims 
and non-Muslims to walk away from this 
film feeling that, no, it’s never really been 
like that, and it’s certainly not the case now. 
I think there’s room for all kinds of ways in 
which people can engage with Islam, cultur- 
ally or historically, loosely or with great gusto, 
whatever the case may be. I think, like all 
things, you can let it into your life to what- 
ever degree you need it.” 

Another thing that seems essential to 
the growth of taqwacore in this decade is 
the concurrent growth of social network- 
ing and the online world. We have already 
seen the appeal of online communities for 
isolated-feeling teenagers who are starving 
for connections they can’t find within their 
own families or localities. Taqwacore itself 
was a virtual idea until bands started finding 
one another on the Internet. Zahra’s initial

discovery of Knight’s novel came via the 
Internet. Majeed, too, found the Internet to 
be essential to the development of his film. 
“These guys were forming connections, but 
it was in the virtual world. The challenge 
was always: How do we bring this out of the 
virtual and into the real?” 

Last year at SXSW the Kominas and other 
bands played a music showcase, footage of 
which can be glimpsed in Majeed’s docu- 
mentary. Now at this year’s Film Festival, two 
films about taqwacore are on the program 
and a panel discussion is also scheduled 
for the conference. Taqwacore is no longer 
a hypothetical construct existing only in a 
novelist’s head and on the written page. It 
has emerged from the imaginary to the actual 
because of the way its inherent contradictions 
speak to a generation of young Muslims. As a 
new decade approaches, taqwacore is getting 
discovered by rebellious citizens of all stripes, 
and the double whammy of films screening 
at this year’s Festival is a testament to the 
scene’s growing appeal. ■

Riding the 
New Range 

Ten-gallon hats are just the beginning

The cowboy isn’t dead - he’s working the 
PBR, the Professional Bull Riders circuit. It’s 
big business, a 32-date traveling extrava- 
ganza with all the pizzazz of pro-wrestling 
and millions of dollars - as well as lives - 
on the line. Yet the bull riders portrayed in 
documentarian Meredith Danluck’s debut 
feature, The Ride, don’t just strap on some 
chaps, throw on a 10-gallon hat, and feign 
John Wayne for the crowd. When they’re not 
risking life and limb on the back of a half-ton 
of angry beef, they’re a bunch of humble 
ranchers and small- town dreamers, tapping 
into something iconic about the Old West. 

Austin Chronicle: How does an East Coast 
filmmaker, working for Spike Jonze’s VBS.TV 
online news network, get to travel with the PBR? 
Meredith Danluck: I’d gone to the Indy 
500 and had such an amazing time. When I 
got back to New York, our creative director 
Eddy Moretti and [producer] Jeff Yapp said 
we should do more Americana stuff like this. 
We should go to the rodeo; we should go to 
the Kentucky Derby; we should just explore 
all these things that are mainstream but are 
outside of our hipster radar. Jeff had just run 
into some cowboys at an airport bar, and 
they turned out to be from the PBR. The 
next weekend, we flew to Nashville, went 
to a PBR event, and after that I convinced 
both Jeff and Eddy that we needed to make 
a feature. Basically, I just badgered the hell 
out of them until they said, “OK.” 

AC: Was it easy to get the cowboys to open up? 
MD: Yes and no. We had a huge advantage 
because [bull breeder] Tom Teague and [PBR 
CEO] Randy Bernard really opened the gates 
for us. It’s just like any scene: It’s a family; 
all the riders and their families involved in 
that business, or sport - whatever you want 
to call it - they’re protective of each other. 
When one person vouches for you, that pro- 
vides you entree. 

AC: It doesn’t seem like 
it would be hard getting 
Willy Ropp, the Amish- 
born rider, to appear 
on camera. He’s a ball of energy and seems like 
a filmmaker’s dream. 

MD: I want to make a movie just about 
Willy. He’s amazing. I met him through 
Tom Teague at an event in Iowa. We were 
just going to hang out, figure out what we 
were doing and who we were shooting, and 
as soon as I met Willy, I knew: He’s our 
underdog. He’s the guy that’s got all the 
burning desire but not a lot of luck. Every 
time it seems that he’s going to get a little 
bit of success, he gets injured or he doesn’t 
have enough money to get to the next event. 



I think there’s a Willy in everyone, that kind 
of dreamer. 

AC: He’s the polar opposite of Flint Rasmussen, 
PBR’s resident entertainer. As the veteran of the 
circuit, he seemed the most road-weary. 

MD: Just months after we filmed that seg- 
ment, he had a heart attack, but he’s 
OK. These guys 
are like rock stars, 
and they’re on tour 
and it’s physically 
demanding, but 
what Flint does is emotionally demanding. 
You look at all comedians - and that’s basi- 
cally what Flint is - they come from a differ- 
ent place. It’s not sunshine and rainbows, 
and I think we just caught him at a very true 
moment of “I’m gonna lay it down for ya.” 
In a weird way, he’s the most relatable char- 
acter, really analytical. He’s not a cowboy in 
the same way these guys are, because they 
seem like icons. He had sarcasm, which is 
something they don’t have. To them, funny 
is funny, what’s not is not, and there’s noth- 
ing in between. ■

The question is simple enough, perhaps even inane: “What 
are you reading right now?” The subject pauses, smirks - 
indeed, he smirks a lot, so much so that one suspects that 
smirking is his default - takes a sip from a coffee mug, and 
ponders before speaking. His answer is ultimately forgettable, 
but that smirk is worth more than mere words. “I am Stephin 
Merritt,” it says, “and I don’t give a tinker’s damn what you 
think of me.” Roll opening credits, and welcome to the life of 
the Magnetic Fields.

Strange Powers: Stephin Merritt and the Magnetic Fields is 
the long-term passion project of Brooklynite and University 
of Texas at Austin grad Kerthy Fix. Fix and her co-producer/ 
co-director Gail O’Hara decided back in 2001 to expand upon 
O’Hara’s videotapes of Magnetic Fields shows and see what 
kind of narrative revealed itself in the process. “We kept wait- 
ing for something dramatic to happen (thus the 10-year time 
span),” explains Fix via e-mail, “but it never really did, so it 
evolved into a portrait film instead.” 

The film takes an inside look into the everyday lives of Merritt 
and his band, primarily focused on Merritt and his best friend 
and longtime collaborator, Claudia Gonson, who also serves as 
the band’s manager. They futz around with toys that masquer- 
ade as percussion instruments, compose music, banter, fight. 
The other two members of the band, guitarist John Woo and 
cellist Sam Davol, are mere set dress- 
ing, attractive pieces of furniture in the 
background; it is apparent that they are 
satisfied with this situation. “Stephin 
and I aren’t friends,” Davol says in the 
film. “It’s better [for the band] that 
we’re not.” For Davol and Woo, this is 
a strictly professional relationship; not that Merritt, who sits in 
bars for eight hours a day writing the lyrically elegant, erudite 
songs that make his career so exceptional, is necessarily willing 
to let too many people into his inner circle. 

Indeed, the portrait of Merritt that emerges over the course 
of Strange Powers is that of an aloof, dour, middle-aged gay man 
with a bum left ear, an acid tongue, and an empathy deficiency. 
Gonson, on the other hand, is vibrant, devoted, and credited 
with protecting all that is good and holy about the Magnetic 


Fields, a college-radio band with a devoted following. “Most 
artists wish they had the independent marketing muscle of a 
Claudia Gonson,” says Fix. Additionally, Gonson is fiercely loyal 
to her friend, willing to defend him against accusations of rac- 
ism for the crime of disliking rap and for stating that he likes the 
musical qualities of “Zip-a-Dee-Doo-Dah” from Disney’s Song of 
the South. She is also willing to swallow her pain and stand aside 
when he moves from New York to L.A. to pursue a career writing 
movie scores, leaving her behind. But, Fix is quick to assert, this 
is not a co-dependent relationship. “I assume that Claudia does 
the work she does because she wants to. I think she derives a lot 
of pleasure from it and does it in a sensitive and brilliant way.” 
And Merritt? He’s not racist: He doesn’t like anyone. 

Fix disagrees with the interpretation of Merritt as mis- 
anthrope: “The indie rock and pop world has an unrealis- 
tic expectation that an artist have 
an accessible persona with confes- 
sional overtones. In our era, this 
is the only commercial market for 
a songwriter like Stephin. But he 
would more comfortably be situated 
in a Sondheim space or as a writer of 
MGM musicals. Despite the pressures of the pop marketplace, 
Stephin’s music sits out front and his persona does not seem 
to interest him as an artistic project.” 

There is something to be said for not playing ball in this social- 
networking era of a thousand apologies, for not giving a damn 
about what people think of you. And, as Strange Powers reveals in 
interviews with fans and friends alike, Merritt could have a hor- 
rific kitten-drowning habit and people would still love him for his 
music, simple and tender as it is. Strange powers, indeed. ■ 
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Country Bear Jamboree 

Malcolm Ingram finds his people, and films ’em, too

One look at big, beefy, burly Malcolm Ingram, and it’s clear 
why he made Bear Nation , an examination into the subculture 
of big, beefy, burly men and the often big, beefy, burly men 
who love them. “The bear community gave me so many gifts,” 
he says. “It gave me a place to belong, and I didn’t have to 
change anything.” 

And what, pray tell, would anyone want to change about the 
adorable, 41-year-old filmmaker ( Small Town Gay Bar)? Other 
than, maybe his weight ... or hair? Or a better wardrobe? What 
a lot of folks unfamiliar with gay community may not under- 
stand is how marginalizing it can be within the confines of the 
LBG. The insularity of being outcasts breeds peer pressure. 
And often, that pressure is about looks. 

“It’s about finding representation beyond prebranded, fab- 
ricated representation. Just because you like to suck a dick. 
... Is this, like, the only thing I share with these guys? There 
are pretty boys that are essentially really effeminate and really 
good-looking and dress really well. I am none of those things. 
I’m a big fat dorky guy.” 

As in his much lauded 2006 doc Small Town Gay Bar, 
Ingram adopts lyrical montages as the film hits the road, or 
in this case the skies, from Ingram’s home turf Toronto to 
(unlike Small Town) the urban dens of Chicago, London, and 
New York. Even in these sophisticated settings, bears need 
tribe. “Essentially my mission,” says Ingram, “is to get those 
voices heard whenever possible, because people are trusting 


me with something, and I have to make sure those voices get 
out there.” 

Beyond representation, Ingram’s film cheerfully invites the 
curious in. “Bears are doing a lot for the gay world,” Ingram 
asserts. “I don’t know if you’ve looked around lately, but the 
boys are spreading a lot more hair - even little twinkie ones. 
Hair is coming back, and in the male gay world, masculinity 
has a currency like it has never had before. Everybody is walk- 
ing around looking like [the Minutemen’s] Mike Watt - which 
is not a bad thing.” 

In fact, I suggest, it is probably Ingram’s dream come true. 
And speaking of punk rock icons, I ask him if he thinks Bob 
Mould - the guitar god of Eighties phenom Hiisker Dii, who is 
featured in the film - was cuter fatter. 

“I think Bob Mould was always kind of attractive, but I 
think that he . . . Jesus Christ, he basically ages to the wolfiest 
motherfucker,” he confesses. “When I did that interview - he 
is literally one of my idols, and I had not really seen that many 
[current] pictures of him. When I went to meet him I was 
like, ‘Oh God, not only is he my idol, but I have a huge crush 
on him.’ Oh,” he stops himself, “this interview just got awk- 
ward.” The film also features another cuddly famous (albeit 
straight) guy, namely Ingram’s bud and producer Kevin Smith, 
who recently hit headlines with a very public dispute with 
Southwest Airlines, which ejected him from a flight claiming 
his girth was too substantial for one seat.

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Artist in Exile 


Can Bahman Ghobadi ever go home again?

To put it mildly, now is not a good time to 
be an artist of conscience in Iran. The mas- 
sive, spontaneous, and deadly street protests 
that erupted across the country in the bloody 
wake of the disputed presidential elections of 
June 12, 2009, continue to echo chaotically 
across the entire Middle East region. The 
immediate crackdown on those artists who 
supported Mir Hossein Mousavi’s “green 
revolution” against incumbent Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad has, nine months on, morphed 
into a more subtle and protracted series of 
raids, illegal detentions, and worse. 

On March 1, legendary Iranian direc- 
tor Jafar Panahi ( The Circle, Crimson Gold ) 
was arrested at his home, along with fam- 
ily members who have since been released. 
Panahi, despite conflicting reports, appears 
to still be detained, along with fellow film- 
maker Mohammad Rasoulof. For celebrated 
Iranian filmmaker Bahman Ghobadi (A Time 
for Drunken Horses, Turtles Can Fly), whose 
narrative feature No One Knows About Persian 
Cats will screen as part of SXSW Film, the 
raids are particularly troubling. 

Persian Cats explores Tehran’s officially 
banned underground music scene in vivid, cin- 
ema verite style, utilizing real musicians (every 
genre from metal to hip-hop to aching indie-pop 
is represented) and was clandestinely shot in 
basements, back-alley dives, and on the tumul- 
tuous streets with zero official approval. Which 
makes Ghobadi, cur- 
rently in Iraq, some- 
thing of a filmmaker- 
refugee. Returning to 
his country any time 
soon means almost 
certain imprison- 
ment. But his film, 
unsurprisingly, tran- 
scends political bor- 
ders: It follows musical duo Negar and Ashkan 
(Negar Shaghaghi, Ashkan Koshanejad) as they 
scheme to leave Tehran behind in hope of mak- 
ing a new home for their band in the UK. But 
first, there’s that one final gig to reckon with. 

Reached via e-mail (cell phone and satel- 
lite phone service to Iraq proved nonexistent 
over the recent election weekend), Ghobadi 
had plenty to say, particularly regarding his 
occasional run-ins with the state: 

“As a filmmaker, my conditions as an art- 
ist are more difficult than for a non-artist. 
Whatever happens, I become very emotional 
and it bothers me a lot. After the Cannes 
Festival, in early June, I wanted to go back to 
Iran, I wanted to go by land. My friends told 
me not to come by plane. I was jailed, and 
2 days before the election, with ‘threats and 
respect,’ they brought me back toward the 
border, from the place I had entered, so that I 
wouldn’t enter again. From 7-8 years ago until 
now, the Intelligence Ministry summoned 


me, and in all the meetings, they warned me 
that it’s better I leave Iran if I continue to do 
media interviews or speak out.” 

Since the June elections, says Ghobadi, the 
situation for artists “has become much worse, 
the restrictions have become much greater. 
Now the Basij have hired many more people 
to have even more control [over society] . They 
have closed most of the underground music 
studios. A large number of underground 
artists, not only in music but in many areas 
of art, have been arrested - their names are 
seldom known - they have had their houses 
raided and their works confiscated. 

“And also, Jafar Panahi wanted to make a 
short film in his home, and all of his equip- 
ment, scenarios and information about his 
film that was in his computer were con- 
fiscated. Jafar Panahi has an international 
name, but there are many others whom we 
unfortunately have no news about. They 
(the authorities) want to create fear among 
the people, and it 
is with this fear that 
they have been able 
to rule the country 
for 31 years. 

“I am in Kurdistan, 
Iraq, today, and my 
Kurdish friends here 
speak in a way that I 
must also be afraid 
of that government, even though I’m in 
another country. I don’t know, what does 
this mean?” 

As for the continued existence of non- 
state-supported art - of any kind - in today’s 
Iran and his place within (or without) it, the 
filmmaker is both philosophical and revolu- 
tionary. It’s a combo that, at the very least, 
offers hope for the future. 

“I believe the society and geography and 
the native land of any country gives birth 
to artists. When I look back on my fife, and 
I think that if I’m to serve humanity as an 
artist, the places where I must serve more, I 
must go and serve. When I look, I see Iran 
and the Kurds are more needy than other 
places. I don’t want to separate myself from 
them. I want to make films for them. I now 
go to Kurdistan Iraq a lot, and I see myself as 
having a responsibility for building the new 
generation. As many other artists [do] , I feel 
a responsibility toward my society.” ■

The energy debate gets personal in ‘Haynesville’

The Rev. Reegis Richard was wandering through a field, hun- 
grily eyeing a dilapidated former school and dreaming of the 
possibilities, when a Haynesville producer climbed over a fence 
out of curiosity. Five minutes later, a camera crew was set up, 
says documentary director Gregory Kallenberg. 

It was the sort of serendipitous moment that has guided 
his documentary, which explores how a massive shale natural 
gas find in Louisiana is both fueling the dreams of Louisiana’s 
downtrodden and crushing them, while providing a potential 
solution to our nation’s energy thirst. 

Richard sees the bucketloads of cash the find is bringing to 
the area as the fulfillment of a personal prophecy to save his 
dirt-poor African-American neighbors. “He truly believes God 
gave him these riches,” Kallenberg says. “He wants to give 
back to a congregation that literally has nothing. He ends up 
being this incredibly inspirational character. His passion I hope 
comes through on the camera.” 

It does, as the preacher uses the sudden riches to bring the 
school back to life on screen. Kallenberg interweaves Richard’s 
story along with those of Mike Smith, a good old boy who 
finds himself a sudden multimillionaire from the shale his 300 
acres of land contains, and - perhaps the doc’s most gripping 
character - Kassi Fitzgerald, a single mother who turns into a 
driven community activist to make sure both her economically 
depressed neighbors and the environment are treated fairly. 

Kallenberg, who cut his teeth as an Austin Amencan-Statesman 
technology reporter as the tech boom was blossoming in the late 
Nineties and later jumped into that boom full force at Austin’s 
NotHarvard.com, approached the film originally with a clear eye 
for the personal narrative, a storytelling philosophy that took 
root further in his days as a University of Texas film student. He 
originally followed 1 1 people affected by the Haynesville find. “As 
with most documentaries like this, some stories fizzled, and once 
some saw how obtrusive a camera can be, some people opted 
out,” he says. “I was left with about seven really compelling per- 
sonal’ narratives.” The final three stories made the cut “because 
they are such strong characters, and they embodied all sides of 
what was happening during this crazy time in Louisiana.” 

Kallenberg had moved to Shreveport in 2007 and was in 
search of a next project. Haynesville fell in his lap while he was 
enjoying the legendary strawberry pie in Strawn’s Eat Shop. “I 


was sitting in this cafe, and these farmers out of central casting 
come stumbling in like they just left the creek at Sutter’s Mill,” 
he says. “I think it was the fervor as they discussed this secret 
gas well that put me into eavesdropping mode.” The northeast 
Louisiana discovery was not yet in the news, so Kallenberg, cam- 
era in hand, jumped in at an opportune time to tell the story. “It 
turned out this thing was real,” he says. “It blew up on me.” 
The final film is one Kallenberg sees as significant in a much 
larger sense. “This issue of energy has become so prevalent,” 
he says. “It’s complicated. I really think the film transcends 
being just about these people but also how we are going to 
handle our energy future. My personal belief is there’s a lot of 
energy under the feet of Louisiana. We’ve got to work with the 
industry, and we have to dictate how it’s going to be extracted 
in a fair way, an environmentally safe way. ” 

That battle is portrayed in the film by single mother 
Fitzgerald, who never completed high school. She throws 
herself into tireless research and grassroots footwork once she 
realizes the oil companies are 
paying different amounts to dif- 
ferent neighbors for gas rights, 
primarily based on the person’s 
economic situation. “She tries to 
overcome her lack of education 
by pure gumption,” Kallenberg 
says. “She comes really close to 
winning against greater odds. She ends up suing Exxon and 
wins the ability to move from federal court to parish court. 
Nobody told her that Exxon’s a big fucking conglomerate.” 
Kallenberg makes an interesting choice with the oil indus- 
try’s side of the tale. “When it came to presenting the larger 
energy story, I wanted to be very careful and present it the right 
way,” he says. “I wanted it to be a compelling argument, and 
I wanted it presented by people outside of the oil industry. As 
a result, the bigger views on energy are delivered by academics 
like Tad Patzek, pundits like Austinite Robert Bryce, and world- 
renowned environmentalist Bill McKibben.” 

The doc’s goal is more about engaging discussion about 
our energy future than pushing any one agenda - though 
Kallenberg is clear in his distaste for coal as an energy source. 
Haynesville screened at December’s Copenhagen Climate 


SXSWiftMO 
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Change Conference, an event that hit home for him the impor- 
tance of this chance project. “There were hardcore energy 
lobbyists on one side and hardcore environmentalists on the 
other,” he says. “It was heartening to see both sides look at the 
screen and nod at it. Haynesville really shows the issue from all 
levels. There is an intimate, tertiary exploration of the issue as 
these people on the ground grapple with consequences of the 
find. But Haynesvile also zooms out to a macro level, where you 
get to see what this energy could mean in getting us to a clean, 
renewable-based energy future. At the end, I really wanted to 
leave my audience in a place where they could start a conversa- 
tion . . . and what they envision as an energy future.” 

Kallenberg already has signed with the European distributor 
Mercury Media and hopes screenings like the one at South by 
Southwest will lead to U.S. distribution. It’s a big leap from 
Kallenberg’s last documentary, “Eating Levi,” a short that fol- 
lowed the career of a competitive eater. It was another story 
that Kallenberg happened to happen upon: He has a knack for 
being in the right place at the right time, as with the dot-com 
boom. “It was an amazingly exciting time,” he says. “It was the 
only time in history where creative people actually got paid a 
good, fair wage. I did that, and then I got laid off like everyone 
else. When I was hired at NotHarvard, I was employee number 
200 or something like that. When I left I was employee number 
15.” After the dot-com bust, Kallenberg wrote for Los Angeles’ 
Bluefield Entertainment and did graphic design for Whole Foods 
before he happened upon the story of Austin’s Levi Oliver, who 
downed 36 tamales in 12.5 minutes to become the first-ever 
tamale-eating champ. Kallenberg followed him for eight months 
while he trained for the eating event. “I’ve always been best at 
personal stories,” Kallenberg says. “[Oliver] was someone who 
wanted this recognition and found it in the weird world of com- 
petitive eating. It was a tiny, tiny film, but it was a blast to do.” It 
also fulfilled advice he’d received to go out and do a film largely 
on his own to fully immerse himself in the process. 

That film was edited by Mark Bullard - the guy who climbed 
across the Louisiana fence in search of an important thread to the 
Haynesville story and the previous editor for music doc Lubbock 
Lights. Bullard co-produced Haynesville and split his time between 

Austin and Shreveport. Kallenberg 
is now firmly planted east of the 
Texas border, though he itches 
to return to Austin. “Both Mark 
and I are from Austin, and we are 
really looking forward to coming 
home and showing our friends, 
family, and colleagues the work 
that we’ve done on Haynesville,” he says. And Louisiana, the land 
of the hefty film incentives? “From the subjects that allowed us 
into their fives to the support of their budding film community, it 
is an incredibly warm and inviting place where you always felt like 
people would do anything and everything to help you.” 

Personally financed with the aid of friends and family, the 
completed film’s look is crisp, professional, and illustrates 
what Kallenberg has learned about independent filmmaking 
throughout the process. He admits the first cut was almost 2Vi 
hours long. “It was like Warhol’s Empire,” he jokes. But the 
final, trimmed-down film is taut and does a good job of mixing 
the personal and the big ideas - not unlike the filmmakers’ own 
struggle to make a significant movie with limited resources. 
“We can go out and shoot these things with some good friends, 
a light kit, and a borrowed camera,” he says. ■

A Nation’s Relentless

I have never been a fan of war-themed 
entertainment. The last ones that captured my 
attention were M*A*S*H (both the film and 
the TV series) and, to stretch the boundaries a 
bit, Dr. Strangelove. More serious films, espe- 
cially the ones with World War II as the back- 
drop, always glorify war. They show the brav- 
ery of hard-fighting men on the battlefield, 
and were supposed to feel proud, I guess, 
but I’m usually horrified. There’s something 
deeply obscene about men barely past puberty 
killing and dying, no matter what the cause. 
With that in mind, I was not particularly look- 
ing forward to screening HBO’s The Pacific, 
but after watching four episodes of the 10-part 
series, I know I must watch the rest. 

Fictionalized depictions of World War II 
are usually set in Europe, as in HBO’s previ- 
ous World War II miniseries, Band of Brothers. 
But this one is set among the many small 
islands in the Pacific - the Philippines, the 
East Indies, New Guinea, and the Solomon 
Islands - collectively known as the Pacific 
theater of operations. This highly buzzed 
series, executive produced by Tom Hanks, 
Steven Spielberg, and Gary Goetzman (the 
same team behind Band of Brothers), strikes 
the right balance by not glossing over the 
unseen wounds of war. Sure, there is due 
respect given to the fighting men, but with- 
out any hint of glamorizing the violence. In 
fact, some of the most gruesome scenes are 
splattered not in blood but with the emo- 
tional fallout the men experience post-battle 
or simply in camp. Who knew, for example, 
that the relentless downpour of rain, as the 
men experienced in Peleliu, could drive a 
person mad? While battle scenes are an 
unavoidable element of any war drama, they 
are experienced “under the helmet,” to bor- 
row a phrase from The Pacific press materials. 
You sense the fear, you feel the physical dis- 
comfort, you smell the rot of their mud- and 
blood-caked clothes, and you hear the heart 
pounding between their ears. 

The series, which is set just after the bomb- 
ing of Pearl Harbor, stars James Badge Dale 
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(24, The Departed) 
as Robert Leckie, Joe 
Mazzello (the former lit- 
tle kid from Jurassic Park) as Eugene Sledge, 
and Jon Seda ( Homicide : Life on the Street) 
as John Basilone. They are members of an 
infantry division of the Marines called “The 
Old Breed,” named such because it is the 
oldest and largest active duty division of the 
U.S. Marine Corps. 

Based in part on books by Leckie and 
Sledge ( Helmet for My Pillow and With the 
Old Breed, respectively) as well as on inter- 
views with veterans, The Pacific is written 
and directed by a talented stable of writ- 
ers and directors, including Graham Yost 
(Band of Brothers), George Pelecanos ( The 
Wire), and Pulitzer Prize-winning writer of 
The Kentucky Cycle, Robert Schenkkan, 
among others. Due to the rotating crew, the 
episodes are not uniformly strong, but the 
performances are, with Seda and Badge Dale 
giving particularly nuanced performances. 

I am still no fan of war or war stories, but 
The Pacific is a reminder that all stories, no 
matter how painful, should still be told. 

The Pacific premieres March 14 at 8pm 
on HBO. 


Return to ‘Carrascolendas’ 

A few years ago, for the Chronicle's

“I got everybody in the band but the devil on 
tambourine,” Miles Davis proclaimed about 
sessions for 1972’s On the Comer. At the same 
time down in Houston’s Fifth Ward, bandleader 
Conrad “Prof” Johnson, an alto saxophonist 
and composer, was fusing big band-era jazz with 
hard funk and dynamite R&B, with an even larg- 
er and more impressionable cast: the Kashmere 
Stage Band. Kashmere High School not only 
swept the competition circuit, winning two national 
championships and an unprecedented 42 regional 
titles, but cut eight records of break-heavy orchestral 
funk, which ultimately resulted in Now-Again Records’ 
essential 2006 compilation, Texas Thunder Soul 
1968-1974. 

“It was a time when the civil rights movement and 
R&B was hot,” recalls Greg Garlow, an adjunct pro- 
fessor of government at Austin Community College, 

who played trumpet in the band from 1966 to 1969. 
“Prof recognized that and found ways to incorpo- 
rate it into the music. He demanded discipline and 
respect and held to his standard of excellence.” 

More than three decades after graduation, about 
25 other former members of the band reunited to 
pay tribute to Johnson in February 2008, an event 
beautifully captured in the inspiring new documen- 
tary Thunder Soul, helmed by producer Mark 


Landsman (see “Kismet in Kashmere,” Screens, 
p.50). “That was one of the great experiences of 
my life,” Garlow beams. “Most of us had not played 
together before. We were in different classes, but 
we’d all been trained a certain way by Prof. It all 
just fell into place.” Thunder Soul premieres during 
the South by Southwest Film Festival at the 
Paramount Theatre on Saturday, March 13, at 
11am, with an encore screening at Alamo Drafthouse 
South Lamar on Monday, March 15, 6:45pm. 
Shortly thereafter, the Kashmere Alumni Stage 
Band, in its only local appearance, blows the roof 
off the Chronicle’s annual Film Bash at La Zona 
Rosa with T Bird & the Breaks.

Strange Beauty proved the perfect 
title for saxophonist Tony Campise’s 
final album from 1995, encapsulating 
the tranquil poeticism and mercurial 
warmth of his bebop and ballads. The 
local jazz giant died on Sunday morn- 
ing at University Medical Center 
Brackenridge, not long after suffering a 
brain hemorrhage. Campise, 67, had 
undergone three brain surgeries and 
been in or near critical condition since 
hitting his head outside a Corpus Christi 
hotel before his scheduled appearance 
at the Texas Jazz Festival in October. 

A Houston native, Campise got his 
start with the Stan Kenton Orchestra 
before moving to Austin in 1984. He 


became one of the most prominent fig- 
ures in the local jazz community, collabo- 
rating with both the Creative Opportunity 
Orchestra and local avant-garde collec- 
tive Brown Whornet, along with backing 
artists such as Ella Fitzgerald, Isaac 
Hayes, and Lyle Lovett. His break- 
through, 1991’s Once in a Blue Moon, on 
which he also played flute, was nominated 
for two Grammys. 

“It’s a monumental loss, not just for 
Austin but the jazz community at large,” 
relates fellow saxophonist Elias Haslanger, 
who played in Campise’s big band ensem- 
ble. “He was everything you would want a 
mentor to be - warm, open, and welcom- 
ing - and at one time the undisputed king 



of jazz in Austin and really in Texas. He 
had that way of bending notes and play- 
ing them in a way that took you back to 
the Thirties and Forties. 

“He had a sound that was larger than 
his life.” 

A memorial service will take place at 

Riverbend Church on Sunday, March 
14, 2:30pm.

Matador Records co-owner Gerard Cosloy 
didn’t hesitate when asked about the impetus 
for his Red River sampler, Casual Victim Pile. 

“There was a particular moment in 2008, 
probably after seeing Dikes of Holland play too 
many shows in front of too tiny of crowds,” he 
told the Chronicle (see “Slanted & Enchanted,” 
Music, Jan. 22). “I had this gnawing feeling 
that someone needed to take 
a snapshot of this before it 
isn’t here anymore.” 

Dikes of Holland’s live 
shows have that effect on 
people. They’re a psychotic 
merry-go-round of skeletal 
No Wave, led by a rotating 
cast of singers - Trey Reimer, 

John Paul Bohon, and Chris 
Stephenson - trading duties on guitar, bass, 
and drums, without ever missing a beat. 
Imagine the three-pronged attack of early Sonic 
Youth paired with the post-punk psychosis of 
Aussies the Birthday Party and the Scientists. 
Then there’s vixen Liz Herrera, whose squall- 
ing theatrics and occasional vocals add a 
strange otherness to the procession. 


“We’re pretty used to playing to nobody,” 
Bohon relates over a roundtable discussion at 
Shangri-La. “But that’s not why we do it.” 
“We give the same set at practice,” echoes 
Reimer. “We just like to play music.” 

In fact, Dikes of Holland, which formed 
out of the ashes of local instrumental noise- 
rock outfit Lire vs. Extinguisher, never real- 
ly separates itself from the 
music. With the exception of 
multi-instrumentalist Phillip 
Dunne, the quintet shares 
a home in Southeast Austin 
that also serves as the band’s 
rehearsal space and studio. 
DOH self-recorded its Casual 
Victim Pile cut, Reimer’s 
“Little City Girl,” along with 
a split 7-inch with Oklahoma’s the Mean 
Spirits and a new single, “Into the Ditches” 
b/w “Church on Lire.” An LP is scheduled for 
April on local indie label Sundae Records. 

“I’ve noticed that riff ideas travel between 
the three us,” muses Stephenson. “It kind of 
gets batted around, and I think that’s what 
helps unify our sound.” - Austin Powell

The 21-year- 
old singer is the leading lady of Austin’s burgeoning female MC scene, 
proving her mettle by going toe-to-toe with some of Texas’ biggest 
rappers, including Z-Ro and Gerald G. Matching up is made easier 
because of Russell’s absolutely insane amount of swagger, but she’s 
also used to trading rhymes with the boys. She always consumed the 
ladies, like Gangsta Boo, MC Lyte, Salt ’n’ Pepa, and Trina, but 
Russell learned how to rap from the boys, listing Jay-Z, 50 Cent, and 
Pimp C as her guides. Last year’s The Diary Part 1: In the Spotlight earned her a Southern Entertainment 
Awards nomination for Indy R&B Artist of the Year, and just last week she dropped Part 2, a collection of 
past hits.

Follow That Bird! 

SXSW showcase: Friday, March 19, 

Wave, I2mid 

Watching Lollow That Bird! onstage, 
one gets a tingly feeling from the early 
1990s. Not riot grrl tingly - this is the 
young, idealistic, get-in-the-van-and- 
play-your-heart-out tingle of Merge or 
Matador Records. There’s an energy in 
the local trio’s sophisticated noise-pop, 
something even guitarist and singer 
Lauren Green can’t explain. 

“Being a band that blurs the line 
between more abrasive textures while 
still going after a pop song can make 
genre definition difficult,” she ventures. 

“This is a trait many bands share, but I 
think most bands do it their own way. 

It’s certainly where we really form our sound.” 

When Green and drummer Tiffanie Lanmon 
met in high school in Belton, Texas, not long 
ago, they played as an instrumental duo before 
picking up Rachel Badger on bass, moving to 
Austin, and making Lollow That Bird! legal 
in late 2005. After Badger’s exit in 2008, the 
ladies went back to a duo before recruiting 
Sex Advice bassist Mitchell Tellstrom last year. 
Their sound perked the ears of Matador’s 
Gerard Cosloy, who asked them to contribute 
a track to Austin’s indie coming-out, Casual 
Victim Pile. 

“The Ghosts That Wake You” was already in 
progress, but when polished, it marked a shift 
from shaky post-punk to rock & roll anthem. 
Green’s got one of those big, elastic voices 
that rips open in the span of three chords. 


Her playing has become a force too, matching 
that elasticity and providing a nice big pocket 
for the propulsive rhythm section. An EP from 
2008 and last year’s three-song 10-inch on 
local publishing house Monofonus Press have 
been nice appetizers. As for a full-length, the 
trio’s been in the studio recording a track for 
Esopus magazine and is looking at another 
7-inch before going in for the long haul. 

“Sometimes an original sound can be a 
bit of a curse when you don’t fit in a spe- 
cific genre,” Green adds. “We’re too pop to be 
experimental, too experimental to be pop, and 
just because we like reverb doesn’t make us 
a garage band. Don’t we sound like a middle 
child? We just try to play shows where we won’t 
bore someone or horribly offend anyone.”

The Sour Notes 

SXSW showcase: Wednesday, March 17, 
the Hideout, I2mid 

No one was more surprised than Jared 
Boulanger when Waterloo Records cut him 
a $600 check for his record collection. The 
Sour Note figured they’d take most of it, but 
not every last piece. Said stake then paid 
for the local pop quartet’s second album, 
2009’s Received in Bitterness, but today in the 
Chronicle bubbleplex, the skinny Boulanger 
finds himself jobless, thankful for food stamps, 
and indebted to his girlfriend. Heartbroken as 
he may be about his music library, the Sour 
Notes’ third disc, It’s Not Gonna Be Pretty, was 
worth the struggle. 


Somewhere between 
Fountains of Wayne’s 
Teflon hooks and 
the Shins’ minor-key 
reveries, the Sour 
Notes emote. 

“I’m not afraid to say this 
album will be the best record 
I’ll ever put out,” he told us 
in January, and six weeks 
later the 29-year-old singer- 
songwriter still believes. “I call 
the new album the best I’ll 
ever do just because the songs 
came together all in a row like a stream of con- 
sciousness,” he explains. “Everything always 
sounded right. There wasn’t ever a point in 
the recording or the writing process where we 
were like, ‘What should we do here?’ The way 
the songs flow in and out of each other just 
feels perfect to me. I don’t think I’ll get that 
perfection again with this kind of sound. 

“Lrom the beginning up until this album, 
we’ve been on the wave, getting more experi- 
mental and louder and faster and more rock & 
roll. All the elements of our four [releases] are on 
this one. The first one’s kinda quiet, the second 
one’s garage-y, then we put out the 7-inch, and 
it was rock-sounding. It’s Not Gonna Be Pretty

encompasses everything I’ve ever tried to do. The next one, 
even though there will still be elements of the Sour Notes’ 
sound on it, needs to be a new direction, because you can’t just 
keep feeding people the same ol’ song and dance.” 

Somewhere between Fountains of Wayne’s Teflon hooks 
and the Shins’ minor-key reveries, the Sour Notes - 
Boulanger, multi-instrumentalist Chris Page, keyboardist 
Elaine Greer, and drummer Travis Hackett - emote any- 
thing but the same ol’ song and dance, especially here in 
cow town. 

“Totally,” humbles Boulanger, who moved to Austin from 
Houston in 2008. “I think that’s been our biggest struggle so 
far. Not only did I move here knowing nobody and not hav- 
ing any connections - and having to start from nothing - we 
don’t have that niche. We don’t fit into a certain group. I feel 
like there’s a scene within the Austin music scene, people 
who have that sound, like Strange Boys and Harlem. That’s 
a really popular sound right now, and people love it. I love 
both those bands. But I don’t think they’d accept us in their 
scene. Not because other bands sound better or worse, it’s 


just their scene.”

TllB Carrots SXSW showcase: Friday, March 19, Beauty Bar Backyard, 9pm 

If there’s something Austin loves more than festivals and free 
booze, it’s a theme. Since 2005, when singer Veronica Ortuno 
put out feelers to start a girl group, the Carrots have taken style 
and a concept - paying tribute to an era of young love and big 
hair - and added a sense of humor, placing them in a unique 
position within Austin’s music revival camp. Five years later, 
bassist Chris Lyons says it was all part of the master plan. 

“Our management team hired a consulting firm to predict what 
would be the next musical trend, and their computer programs 
predicted it would be a 1960s girl-group revival,” he explains. 

“Our management then auditioned appropriate personnel to 
perform the required functions to exploit this future trend.” 

Tfendsploitation aside, there’s nothing Spectorian about the 
way the three-girl/three-boy configuration plays together. While the 
group’s harmonic sound has become popular again thanks to revi- 
sionists like Vivian Girls, the Carrots put their own two snaps and 
a twist on it. The local sixpiece now includes current and former 
members of Finally Punk, YellowFever, Mutating Meltdown, and 
Basic, and that mix of pop and punk has erased any whiff of kitsch. 




Wolfgang Gartner SXSW showcase: Friday, March 19, Aces Lounge, lam 

Wolfgang Gartner’s gaining major momentum in the realm of house music. The 26-year-old Austin transplant, 
born Joey Youngman, fuses elements of classical music with aggressive techno production, not unlike France’s 
Justice. “It’s an idea I got after hearing Beethoven’s 5th Symphony," relates Gartner, who rarely gigs locally but 
has released works on esteemed house labels Tango Recordings, 0m Records, and Naked Music. “I’ve heard it a 
few times over the years, but no one has ever done it well. I thought if I used it for a breakdown it would be 
absolutely massive.” The resulting single, “Wolfgang’s Fifth Symphony,” released last year, marked Gartner’s most 
successful work to date and led to high-profile remix work for MSTRKRFT (“ H e a rtb rea ke r” ) and Tiesto (“I Will Be 
Here”). “I’m always in the studio,” relates Gartner, the only local artist, with the noted exception of Spoon, 
scheduled to appear this year at Coachella. “That’s all I do - sleep and eat and fly and record.” - Austin Powell

If our image consul- 
tants tell us that vertical stripes are in this week, we take pride 
in fulfilling our image consultants’ concepts and designs. If 
they tell us that hobo-chic is in, we try to become hobo-chic. 

“Our mantra is: The best parts make the best machine.”

Brazos

There’s something essentially Austin about 
Martin Crane and his band, Brazos. It’s not 
an embrace of the city’s hallowed music 
history or its sound, which slides further 
into nostalgia with each passing year, or an 
image of Austin as presented to the world. 
Instead, Crane seems to reflect an unwrit- 
ten, unconcerned present, the semireluctant 
coming-of-age of an indie scene sprung from 
makeshift studios, art galleries, and dive bars 
on Austin’s Eastside. 

Like any maturation, it’s a struggle between 
promise and necessity, a holding on to youth- 
ful oblivion even as it cedes to something 
defined and structured. Brazos’ beautiful, 
subtle debut Lfr Phosphorescent Blues, released 
last fall on local imprint Autobus Records, 
encapsulates that growth. More focused and 
intricate than 2007 EP A City Just as Tall, 
Crane’s melodic, high-floating croon finds 
its contemplative counterpart in the trio’s 
hypnotic piano and guitar arrangements, a 
meditative bed upon which his lyrics unfold 
like still-developing Polaroid snapshots. 

“I think it’s a record that you listen to when 
you ride your bike at night through an empty 
neighborhood,” muses Crane, sitting in the

afternoon sun at Lucky J’s chicken and waffle 
truck on East Sixth. “I remember the first time 
I listened to the demos when I really felt like 
I appreciated it. I finished recording and just 
walked around the neighborhood at three in 
the morning feeling like I’d entered a different 
world. I think for it to be really felt, it needs a 
bunch of space around it.” 

In that seeking of space within the city, the 
necessity of meditative pause, Brazos’ music 
blooms.

At Waterloo Park last fall for Fun Fun Fun Fest, Alan Palomo pulled a 
one-two punch, the capstone to a year that saw the former Ghosthustler 
storm the blogosphere with two different projects: Vega’s Well Known 
Pleasures (Vogue College) and Neon Indian’s Psychic Chasms (Lefse). 
The latter’s title seems particularly appropriate given Palomo’s split 
personalities in dual outfits. “The process of compartmentalizing tracks 
usually seems to be dictated by my state of mind,” he offers on separating 
the creative impulses of the two outlets. “Given the approaches in 
production are so distinctly different for each project, I usually have to 
decide beforehand what I’ll be delving into, if even writing for these two 
particular projects. Definitely a mood thing.” Though Neon Indian initially 
emerged as a chilled-out, synth-coiled spin-off to Vega’s 1980s glam 
grooves, Well Known Pleasures has thus far won the greater share of 
attention. Yet with Vega signing to Fool’s Gold for its 2010 follow-up, 
neither project shows any signs of slowing down. - Doug Freeman

For Zeale, 2010 will be all about taking chances. 

“I’ve been preparing and developing a new 
musical direction,” reveals the 27-year-old Austin 
MC. “I got together with one of my producers from 
Europe and told him the type of sound I wanted. 
He loved it, so we started right away on the con- 
cepts, song-crafting, and lyrics.” 

What came of those sessions with Croatian 
beatmaker Marko Jelic is an appropriate gradu- 
ation for Zeale, born Vafin Zamarron in Austin. 
Once a brash, one-liner-dropping battle rapper, 
Zeale ’s evolved into a cosmic hip-hop renegade 
akin to L.A. rappers U-N-I.

“It’s not typical hip-hop,” he explains. 
“We’re doing some things sonically that cre- 
ate completely different sounds and blends. 
The BPMs are higher. It’s more fun, more up- 
tempo. There’s more dancing and shit like that. 
We fuse a lot of European portions into it.” 

Those who have followed Zeale’s ascent 
will notice he’s carried a number of his old 
persona’s tricks to the new mold. His robot 
fascination, spotlighted on last year’s Haterz 
and Robotz mixtape, is fully intact, and he’s 
still a sneaker-head showing no signs of 
slowing down on his collection. The differ- 
ence now is a matter of commitment, and 
Zeale is as committed as any other rapper in 
the city to making what could be an unprec- 
edented leap. 

“Everything I’ve done in the past six 
months has upped the ante,” he admits. 
“From a business aspect, I have manage- 
ment, a publicist, some really good people. 
And I’m finally making music I can take 
really seriously, because it’s mine. I made it, 
and I own it. I’ve always wanted to have that 
product, and I’ve been working real hard to 
make sure that it’s fresh and doesn’t fall into 
the standard underground or mainstream 
hip-hop world.”

second album, 2009’s Pick Your Head Up, gar- 
nered critical praise, and the band’s whipsaw five 
shows have earned it an ever-growing audience. 
Better still, theirs isn’t genre recycling. They’re 
Southern rock done right - blues, country, and 
gospel moonshine to bum your belly. 

The name comes from a friend’s grandfather, 
an old Southern gentleman, naturally, but Uncle 
Lucius began as the Kevin Galloway Band, the 
singer’s name. It wasn’t until dmmmer Josh 
Greco joined up, just before the recording of Pick 
Your Head Up, that things began to coalesce. 


“We all come from a different backgrounds,” 
explains bassist Hal Vorpahl, “but we all grew 
up here in Texas, so Southern music is in our 
veins. We all grew up being in rock bands. I 
grew up listening to a lot of jazz. [Guitarist] 
Mike [Carpenter] knows everything there is to 
know about the Allman Brothers and classic 
rock. We all learn from each other.” 

This year finds Uncle Lucius breaking 
new ground. They were recently included 
on a compilation CD put out by the Austin 
Convention & Visitors Bureau celebrating 


local acts, and, as SXSW begins, they’ll be 
returning from 19 days on the road with Leon 
Russell. There’s also a five disc set for release 
later this year with some new songs included 
to appease their new fans. 

“It’s nice to see people out there that 
you don’t even know,” Galloway maintains. 
“They heard you on the radio, and they’ve 
come to a couple of shows, now they’re new 
friends. We see them as our big community. 
They’re likin’ what we’re likin’.”

Austin Collins has drawn comparisons 
to alt. country stalwarts Slobberbone 
and Uncle Tupelo, but on his third 
disc, Wrong Control, the young singer- 
songwriter reaches even further back, 
to the glory days of early R.E.M. and 
the Replacements. Given the album’s 
all-American garage thump and jangle 
with barely a hint of twang, producer 
Will Johnson (Centro-matic, Monsters 
of Folk) might just have had something 
to do with the way these songs jump 
at you. Of course it’s really down to 
Collins & the Rainbirds - guitarist Dylan 
McDougall and drummer/bassist/pia- 
nist Craig Bagby - whose compositions 
swagger, crunch, and clatter the way 
the best roots-rock does. With titles 
like “Care,” “Worn,” and “Island,” the 
subject matter of Collins’ tunes can be 
murky, and toward the end of the LP, 
the jangle gets a little repetitive, but 
the blasting set opener “Just the Same” 
and pensive yet soaring title track make 
Wrong Control the right stuff.

Malerba. Built on New 
Romantic synths over 
reverb, debut EP Before 
I Disappoint You Again 
chases shadows on par with I Love You but I’ve 
Chosen Darkness, notably in the gothic attack 
of “A Million Points of Light” and moody throb 
of “Frame That.” The second self-titled album 
from the Able Sea, on the other hand, mirrors 
the band’s 2008 debut in almost every way.

The Rev. John Renken’s Xtreme Ministries 
of Tennessee is one of a supposedly grow- 
ing number of churches that use mixed 
martial arts events to recruit wayward young 
men to the Christian gospel. Typically, after 
leading his flock in solemn prayer to a lov- 
ing God, Renken adjourns the session to 
the back room, where a New York Times 
reporter found him earlier this year shout- 
ing encouragement to his violent parishio- 
ners: “Hard punches!” Renken yelled. “Finish 
the fight! To the head! To the head!” One 
participant told the Times that fight nights 
bring a greater masculinity to religion, which 
he said had, in recent years, gone soft. 

GREAT ART! 

Just after Christmas, the Anglican Church 
of St. Peter in Great Limber, England, 
unveiled artist Adam Sheldon’s 6-foot-high 
representation of the crucifixion consisting 
of 153 pieces of toast. Sheldon browned 
the bread himself, then painstakingly either 
scraped (to lighten) or torched (to darken) 
each piece to fashion the tableau. 

POLICE REPORT 

They Don’t Make Cops Like They Used 
To: Sheriff’s deputy John Franklin of San 
Luis Obispo, Calif., filed a lawsuit in December 
against the Catholic Church and former priest 
Geronimo Cuevas for the emotional trauma 
he suffered by being propositioned for sex 
while working undercover in 2007. Deputy 
Franklin was patrolling a public park near 
Avila Beach when Father Cuevas reached 
out and touched Franklin’s clothed genital 
area. Cuevas was arrested and convicted, 
but Deputy Franklin said he is not yet over 
the feelings of “anger, rage, disgust ... 
and embarrassment.” 

Chutzpah: Former Stoughton, Mass., 
police Sgt. David Cohen was convicted in 
2007 of attempted extortion and witness- 
tampering and sentenced to 30 months in 
jail. In November 2009, he filed a formal 
demand for payment of at least $113,000 
he said the department owes him for 
unused vacation, sick leave, and comp 
time. He also claims extra pay because, 
while still on the job, he had to spend 481 
hours in court and 280 hours preparing in 
order to defend himself against the crimi- 
nal charges. 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

Overconnecting the Dots: At age 8, Mike 
Hicks is a frequent air traveler with his 
mother, and while she is seldom noticed by 
airport screeners, “Mikey” almost always is 
because he shares a name with someone 
on the enhanced-security list that is one 
level below “no fly” (one of 1,600 such 
Michael Hickses in the U.S.). His mom told 
The New York Times in January that Mikey 
has been patted down by security since he 
was 2. (But sometimes government under- 
connects the dots. Delaware pediatrician 
Earl Bradley’s January arrest and February 


indictment for allegedly sexually molesting 
103 children came only after he was cleared 
in two police investigations in three years, 
involving eight complaints, and despite one 
ex-colleague routinely referring to Bradley as 
a pedophile.) 

Better Late Than Never? 1) Almost two 
weeks after Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab 
nearly brought down the Christmas Day air- 
liner over Detroit, the State Department 
officially revoked his visa. 2) Eight days 
after the Christmas Eve demolition of 
Minneapolis’ historic Fjelde House (as a 
fire hazard), the Minneapolis Heritage 
Preservation Commission awarded the site 
“interim protection” for its historic value. 

Too Much Diversity: 1) In January, the 
U.S. Justice Department’s Civil Rights 
Division posted a job announcement sup- 
posedly in line with current affirmative- 
action policy. The division is seeking 
“experienced attorneys” and was encour- 
aging “qualified applicants with targeted 
disabilities” to apply. Legally protected 
“targeted disabilities” include the tradition- 
al, such as blindness, but also mental 
retardation. 2) In February, aspirants for 
taxicab licenses in Portsmouth, England, 
were officially informed by the City Council 
that application forms are available in 


other languages - or in audio, large print, 
or Braille. 

When “You Lie!” Doesn’t Quite Capture 
the Moment: Legislator Abel LeBlanc was 
suspended from Canada’s New Brunswick 
Assembly in February for giving middle-fin- 
ger salutes to two colleagues, calling one 
a “punk” and declaring himself ready to 
“walk outside with any one of yas here.” 
“Don’t ever laugh at me,” he continued. 
“Yes, I gave you that [the finger]. And I’ll 
give you that again. And [to another col- 
league] I’ll give you this [finger] if you want 
to go outside.”

1) Victim Debra Wilson testified that 
she had been driven nearly into bankruptcy 
by loan shark Robert Reynolds, 39, who 
extorted over time the equivalent of about 
$135,000. In December, Reynolds was 
convicted in Durham Crown Court but 
ordered to repay only the equivalent of 
about $2,300. (However, the judge warned 
that if Reynolds failed to pay, he could be 
jailed for up to 35 days!) 2) In September 
2008, veteran criminal Waled Salem and 
two partners were discovered burglarizing 
the home of businessman Munir Hussain. 
Salem, wielding a knife, restrained Hussain, 
his wife, and children and resumed the ran- 
sacking. Hussain freed himself and chased 
the men away, catching up only with Salem, 
whom he then beat with a cricket bat. In 
December 2009 in Reading Crown Court, 
Salem was sentenced to probation, but 
Hussain got 30 months in jail for assault.

Sherwood Forest Faire outside of McDade has food, games, 
and shows - all the things needed to make for an enjoyable 
spring afternoon in the country. In its inaugural season, the fair 



takes its visitors to a fantasy version 
of merry old England. 

Shaded by a thick stand of oak 
and pine trees on a sandy hillside, 
the fair is a blend of imaginary eth- 
nic groups. Ladies and lords con- 
verse with fairies, elves, and cen- 
taurs; knights escort maidens in 
flowing gowns; and odd-looking crea- 
tures mingle with the crowds. There 
are so many people in costume that 
it’s hard to tell who is on the fair’s 
payroll and who is a guest. It is all 
part of the fun as you stroll around 
the grounds. 

As if people-watching weren’t 
enough, there are 22 stages deliver- 
ing continuous entertainment. At the 
Elven Hill stage, Circa Paleo offers 
lively Celtic fiddle music that gets 
every foot tapping. The magic show 
and the archery demonstration are 
as exciting as they are amazing. 

Twice a day the knights mount their 
horses to meet on the jousting field. 

It is hard to tell if the tomato toss 
is a show or a game. A head sticking 
out of the wall hurls good-natured 2 
and funny insults at passersby until y 
someone takes the challenge and j 
buys a soft tomato from the wench 3 
to throw at the offender.

Not all of the games are as violent or as hilarious. Patrons can ride a human-powered swing, 
try to ring the bell with a swing of a sledgehammer, or wander through a maze. The games are 
geared toward a variety of ages and skill levels. 

All that activity is bound to make a lad or lass hungry, and the fair has many types of foods to 
choose from. Fairgoers can feast on veggie or steak kebabs, tacos, or Greek gyros, among other 
selections. The fair’s bakery offers a diverse menu of delectable foods, including a decent shep- 
herd’s pie. 

For those who like to shop, the fair has goods from around the world from more than 100 art- 
ists, artisans, and merchants. Mixed in with the typical renaissance festival fare are enough 
unique vendors to possibly initiate some early Christmas shopping. 

The Sherwood Forest Faire is open Saturdays and Sundays from 10am to dusk through April 
4. The fairgrounds are off U.S. 290, east of McDade. Tickets are $15 for adults and $8.50 for 
children, with discount tickets available at most H-E-B grocery stores and online. There is also a 
campground available for those wanting to spend the night.

The Austin Aztex officially open their 2010 
season this Sunday with an exhibition game 
against Major League Soccer’s Houston Dynamo: 
March 14, 5pm, at Nelson Field, 7400 Berkman at 
Highway 290, $15-20 at www.austinaztex.com. The 
Aztex played in a scrimmage against the Dynamo 
this past Sunday down in Houston - a 1-1 draw 
that sounds like it was very much a feeling-out 
process for both teams. Austin’s tally was a fluk- 
ish own-goal; Houston’s late equalizer was from 
Erik Ustruck, who spent some of last season 
with the Aztex. But perhaps most intriguing was 
the unveiling of several nonroster players who are 
presumably in the running to make the team: two 
talented forwards in Jarrod Smith, a New 
Zealander who most recently played for the Seattle 
Sounders, and Maxwell Griffin, UCLA’s leading 
scorer in 2007 and 2008; midfielder Richard 
Edgar, formerly on the U-15 and U-17 national 
teams; and defender Wes Allen, an Anderson 
High grad and one of the original Aztex U-23 play- 
ers, who saw limited action last year. 

There’s Champions League action this week, 
both in Europe and North/Central America. On 
Tuesday, Arsenal and Bayern Munich became the 
first teams to advance to the Euro quarterfinals; 


the Round of 16 ends next Tuesday-Wednesday, 
March 16-17, live on Fox networks at 1:45pm. 
CONCACAF quarterfinals get under way as we go to 
press, with just one MLS team still alive. 

The English Premier League is under scrutiny 
this week after two nasty broken-leg incidents 
caused by two bad tackles by England-based play- 
ers. First, Stoke ’s Ryan Shawcross took out 
Arsenal’s promising 19-year-old Aaron Ramsey 
with a crunching studs-up tackle in a Feb. 27 EPL 
game. Just five days later, Manchester City’s Nigel 
de Jong scythed down Stuart Holden, breaking 
his fibula in a Holland-USA friendly (the Dutch won, 
2-1). Afterward, Dutch coach Bert van Marwijk was 
not pleased with his player. “As soon as the game 
was over, I got hold of him and I told him straight,” 
he told the Mirror. “He really must get this out of 
his system.” “Nigel plays in England and that is the 
league where referees allow players to do so much 
more,” van Marwijk went on. And if the tables were 
turned on his own team, he mused, “a foul like the 
one Nigel committed on Holden can cost us the 
World Cup.” Both Shawcross and de Jong 
expressed regrets but said they won’t change their 
physical play. “Such offenses are part of football,” 
said de Jong. “You have to go in full.”

XEPHYRA Seeing a name like that, you might sus- 
pect it’s another otherworldly, multimedia, musically 
rich mythological construct from the artist known 
as ethos. And you’d be right: Keyboard wizard Chad 
Salvata (the mind behind the Vortex’s legendary X 
& Y Trilogy and Elytra) and extraordinary vocalists Jo 


Augustine Early is a lying bastard. Augustine Early is a duplic- 
itous schemer with no scruples. To call the man Machiavellian 
would be a massive understatement. Augustine Early is a 


mother-punching, headline-grabbing fame 
hound. And, yes, he is an atheist. And you 
will love him for all of it. 

Hyde Park Theatre’s The Atheist tells the 
tale of Augustine Early - or, rather, tells the 
tale of Augustine Early telling his own tale. 
Just off the lip of the stage is a digital cam- 
era, which Early turns on before beginning 
his life story. And as Early settles behind 
his desk, the audience sees Early in person 
delivering to the camera and - above Early, 
stage right - the digital output of Early’s 
recording. Picture in picture. 

The intended effect seems clear: Early 
isn’t telling his life story. He’s telling his story 
to a camera. The story we tell ourselves is 
mired in our truth and consciousness, but 
how and why we represent that to others, 
well, Krapp’s Last Tape this is not. In Camus’ 
The Fall, the narrator tells his own tale ques- 
tioning his moral turpitude to a stranger, but 
ultimately he is found to be an unreliable 
narrator. So, too, with Early, who is wholly 
conscious of how the delivery and unraveling 
of his tale will be consumed by his audience. 

To what extent does this matter? We 
want the stories we hear to be true. The 
more consequence an action has, the more 
important it is. And Augustine Early’s story 
is damn good. HPT Artistic Director Ken 
Webster has always been able to pick a 
good script, and playwright Ronan Noone’s 
tale of repressed emotions and small-town 
politics blown to smithereens by one con- 
niving reporter is captivating from start to 


finish. Early’s character reminds me of Neil 
Patrick Harris’ skirt-chasing rapscallion on 
the sitcom Flow I Met Your Mother minus 
the network sheen; he says a lot of offen- 
sive things along the lines of “caught up in 
snatch world” and “poor little rape chick,” 
yet you’d still want him as your friend, trad- 
ing outrageous stories and shots at the bar. 

What can I say about Joey Hood, who 
plays Early in this one-man show? To call 
him natural is too simple. To call him effort- 
less belies how much work he’s put into the 
role. Let me put it this way: I never noticed 
Hood’s acting. He never did anything so 
“actor-y” that I remembered his actions 
instead of his character’s. He was a pure 
conduit for the play. Let me also say this: 
Everything Hood did was awesome. While 
his Augustine Early is charismatic and 
wholly engaging, every other character he 
embodies in the telling of his tale is also 
rich and enjoyable. Everything he needs to 
be and nothing more - what else can I say 
about Joey Hood? 

Toward the end of his story, Early reveals 
to the audience: “It takes balls to do what I 
do. But you could do it, too.” Augustine Early 
is a bastard, but part of his perverse appeal 
comes from his rags-to-riches tale. We want 
his story to be true. We want to know the 
world can be taken by storm, by us, if need 
be. The Atheist can be as thought-provoking 
as you want it to be, but - as its narrator and 
playwright both know - it wins over audiences 
by being damn entertaining. -Avimaan Syam

Cancion del Cuerpo ^ March 5 



In some artistic endeavors, the result is a final product, some- 
how more than the sum of its parts, that stands alone as a 
work of art; in others, the gold is in the experience of creating. 


In “The Rope: Tres Momentos,” the culmi- 
nation of a yearlong collaboration between 
the University of Texas Department of 
Theatre & Dance and El Colegio del Cuerpo, 
a contemporary dance company and school 
in Cartagena, Colombia, it was clear that the 
journey, not the product, was the important 
part. To create the piece, jointly choreo- 
graphed by UT faculty member Lyn Wiltshire 
and ECDC Director Alvaro Restrepo, UT 
dancers and Colegio dancers participated 
in a cultural and artistic exchange. They 
experienced living in one another’s cultures 
and rehearsing in one another’s studios. 

They rehearsed the same contemporary 
dance movements together, overriding their 
different influences, styles, languages, body 
types, and purposes. This kind of widening 
of horizons and sharing of ideas is what col- 
lege is all about, and kudos is due to the 
participating faculty for making it happen for 
these students. 

However, the end product of that experi- 
ence, “The Rope,” was an ungainly, over- 
stretched, underedited work. While two of 
its three movements used text from Jean 
Genet’s The Tightrope Walker, the move- 
ment’s connection to the text was thin. 

Most sadly, the final movement was an 
inexplicably long walking sequence followed 
by a series of solos in the style of amateur 
competitive dance (all the dancers get a 
minute to show off their “tricks” and display 
how emotive they can be). The choreography 
was bland and seemed often to forget the 
upper body entirely. The dancers did share 
a consistency of expression and intensity 
throughout the work, and a backdrop of styl- 
ized rays plus warm lighting effectively cre- 
ated a sun-kissed glow in the last movement 
(the gold body glitter wasn’t really neces- 
sary). However, over the pulsing of a Philip 
Glass symphony that kept insisting we were 
watching something meaningful (punctuated 
with bits of David Bowie and Brian Eno), 
the creaking of the old seats in the theatre 
developed its own symphony as audience 
members shifted restlessly. 


Thankfully, there were other works on this 
Dance Repertory Theatre program. The first, 
“Zoomlnn,” by Yacov Sharir, was a hip, clean 
jaunt of the current ideal - most exemplified 
by some contemporary Israeli dance - that 
dancers look like calm, composed, regular 
people in between light-speed movements 
that seem almost involuntary. It’s fun because 
it gives the feeling that you’re not in the the- 
atre but on the street, witnessing something 
strange happen out of the blue to fellow 
pedestrians. The appearance of nonchalance, 
requiring the body to be constantly energized 
and liquid so that the dance simply blooms 
out of the nondance without force or affecta- 
tion, is difficult to achieve, but once warmed 
up, dancer Mariclaire Gamble captured it best. 

The three other pieces on the program fell 
somewhere in between: not as gratuitous 
as “The Rope” but not as interesting as 
“Zoomlnn.” “The Famished Road,” a 2004 
piece by Restrepo for five of his company 
members, takes its title and inspiration from 
the book by Ben Okri (in the creation of the 
original piece, dancers were asked to memo- 
rize three paragraphs of the book and use 
them to create movement sequences). In this 
theatrical work, four men manipulate a female 
victim, at times against a soundscape of utter 
dissonance, and move among wooden frames 
on a floor strewn with red rose petals. “My 
Shadow Is Crooked,” a piece by UT faculty 
member Andrea Beckham, had several intrigu- 
ing elements, including a moment of bagism 
and text of a poem by Anne Sexton, but the 
choreography didn’t pull these pieces together. 

A lighter work, “Three Tangos” by Jose Luis 
Bustamante was somewhat cute but unfortu- 
nately came at a time when the world really 
does not need another tango ballet. Tango 
is fantastic, but you know who does it best? 
Not ballet or contemporary dancers or even 
ballroom dancers but real people who go out 
to dance the tango and then go home and 
have sex afterward. I guess that makes tango 
a genre that outlines the final-product-vs.-expe- 
rience question. It’s both an artistic product 
and a means to an end. - Jonelle Seitz

Trent Reznor’s “Hurt,” with all his Man 
in Black history providing a more storied 
foundation to the song’s emotional pain. 
That’s an image of Johnny Cash on a poster 
that, unless you’re less than two rest stops 
away from Geezerville, was printed before 
you were born. That’s a Hatch Show Print, 
ladies and gentlemen, and if you step right 
up, you’re going to see an entire show - a 
panoply! a spectacle! - of such paper-based 
wonders right here in the river city. 

The Nashville letterpress company Hatch 
Show Print, established in 1879, started out 
by producing hand-printed broadsides for 
traveling shows, minstrel shows, state fairs 
and circus acts, concerts by music stars 
newly anointed by that radio thing Guglielmo 
Marconi had visited upon the world. Hand- 
printed, these posters, from images and 
type that were carved backward into huge 
blocks and sheets of wood. They were redo- 
lent of the vivid minimalism of shape and 
color such a medium, under the pressure of 
promotional deadlines, required. Besides, 
such stark and simple images made for 
more effective communication when these 
broadsides were featured (as they frequently 
were, back in the day) on the broad side of 
literal barns, there to raise a visual halloo: 
Behold, all you workers returning home after 
a hard day of toiling in the fields, there's an 
event happening nearby this evening that'll 
ease away your cares and woes! 

But that was long ago and far away, in the 
days when the Grand Old Opry was about as 
new as the closest Panda Express is today. 
That was in olden times, when names like 
Roy Acuff and Tex Ritter and Bill Monroe 
were the freshness of the moment. These 


days, things are different. But these days, 
Hatch Show Print is still very much alive and 
printing, and it’s still doing it the old-fash- 
ioned way, even when incorporating machine- 
generated photo images. Most of the limited- 
edition promotional prints are smaller - not 
many field hands out there still needing barn- 
based advertising - but they’re no less effec- 
tive, and some are still carved into wood and 
embellished with print from blocks of type 
older than your grandfather. Now they adver- 
tise Wilco and R.E.M. and Emmylou Harris 
and the Shins and, yes, even Trent Reznor’s 
Nine Inch Nails. Now they’ve got a wealth of 
historical vernacular to draw from, and new, 
college-edumacated designers have gone all 
passionately postmodern with that vernacu- 
lar. Now the Hatch Show Prints aren’t more 
awesome than they were at the beginning 
- they’re just a different kind of awesome, a 
different phase of awesome. And the whole 
range of this awesomeness, room after 
room of graphics to grab the eye and jolt the 
music-loving heart, from more than a century 
of stunning work, is currently the main exhibi- 
tion at the Austin Museum of Art. 

If there were such things as ghosts, we 
reckon you’d know whose ghost would be 
haunting - not mournfully, but happily, even 
proudly - this show. It’d be Mr. Cash, that 
Man in Black, and he’d be waiting for his 
otherworldly friends, all those legends, to 
join him in this nearly sacred place where 
their images, their histories, and in no small 
way the history of this country are currently 
stored. You see his shade, friend, please do 
tell him - or Frank Zappa or Bessie Smith or 
Hank Williams or Kitty Wells - that we said 
howdy, y’hear? - Wayne Alan Brenner

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SXSW 2010 

Film Festival 

Take the plunge. The 2010 edition of the South 
by Southwest Film Festival begins today (Friday, 

March 12) and will continue to flood local screens 
through Saturday, March 20. The Screens features 
in this week’s Chronicle offer some close-up looks 
at several of the films in this year’s Fest. Flowever, 
keep in mind, the stories represent but a fraction of 
the Festival goings-on. Look for more coverage and 
reviews in the next two issues of the Chronicle, as 
well as online and in the print dailies, which come 
out during the companion Music Festival. Inevitably, 
there will still be much left unsaid and unseen - the 
Festival is just that extensive. Use the Chronicle 
pieces, SXSW’s advertising insert in this issue, and 
www.sxsw.com/film as entry points for exploration. 
Ultimately, you need to don your explorer’s cap and 
go forth armed with information, instinct, and gut 
feelings. Austin Fest-goers who are not Conference 
badge-holders can sometimes feel overwhelmed 
by information overload and the general street 
commotion. In general, the biggest venues are 
the Paramount Theatre and the Austin Convention 
Center theatre (now called the G-Tech theatre), 
and these are often your best bets for admission, 
although Wednesday through Saturday some of the 
Film crowd thins out as the Music Festival begins. 
Single-admission tickets cost $10 and go on sale 
15 minutes before showtime if seats are available; a 
Festival pass is $70. The pass-holders line is grant- 
ed entry to the theatres before the single-admission 
line, and the Film pass is a bargain if you plan to 
see seven or more films. Still, lining up is a neces- 
sary part of the system. Be sure to queue up at 
least an hour in advance if you’re trying to purchase 
a single-admission ticket to a hot movie, and also 
see “SXSW for Civilians,” March 8, Picture in Picture 
blog, austinchronicle.com/pip, for some new info about 
advance-sale single tickets. Remember, several of 
these are already scheduled for release in upcom- 
ing weeks and months. Better yet, take a chance on 
some of the more unknown titles whose descriptions 
capture your fancy or simply work into your time 
schedule. From the movies I’ve seen so far, you won’t 
regret trusting to luck. One thing to keep in mind 
however is that daylight saving time kicks in again on 
Sunday. So remember to turn your clocks ahead on 
Saturday night or face the consequences on Sunday.

OUR FAMILY WEDDING D: Rick Famuyiwa; 

with America Ferrera, Forest Whitaker, Carlos Mencia, Regina 
King, Lance Gross, Diana-Maria Riva, Lupe Ontiveros, Anjelah 
Johnson. (PG-13, 102 min.) 

“Our marriage, their wedding.” That’s the man- 
tra lovebirds Lucia Ramirez (Ferrera) and Marcus 
Boyd (Gross) learn early in the process of their 
clamorous wedding planning. Our Family Wedding 
is a formulaic wedding comedy about mismatched 
families, but thanks to several appealing perfor- 
mances this rote exercise turns out better than 
most. Foremost among the actors is Academy 
Award-winner Whitaker in a surprising comic turn 
as Marcus’ father, Brad. His foil is no less than 
professional comedian Mencia as Miguel, father 
of the bride. These two sparring pappies, in fact, 
begin their war of words prior to their children’s 
announcement of their nuptials when Miguel tows 


Brad’s prized Bugatti. Brad already has a chip on 
his shoulder (if not his car) by the time the kids 
surprise their parents in one fell swoop with their 
abrupt news. For his part, Mencia actually departs 
from his usually pugnacious stand-up persona. 
Sure, the men toss out insults based on class, 
race, and culture, but there are actually human 
beings inside these stereotypical characters. They 
make for an odd couple, with some of Mencia’s 
comic effrontery rubbing off on Whitaker while 
Whitaker lends some calming gravity to Mencia’s 
standard schtick. At the heart of the story, of 
course, is the always delightful Ferrera as the bride- 
to-be caught upsetting either the man she loves or 
the family she also loves. Famuyiwa ( Brown Sugar) 
manages to keep it all moving along swiftly while 
still detouring for some colorful subplots. By the 
time a sacrificial goat swallows a vial of Viagra, you 
may have occasional doubts about the direction of 


some of these subplots, but we get off easily 
with just a little dry humping. Our Family Wedding 
should appeal to the same people who flock to 
Tyler Perry’s romantic comedies sans Madea. It’s 
an underserved audience, but hey, who doesn’t 
love a wedding?

REMEMBER ME D: Allen Coulter; 

with Robert Pattinson, Emilie de Ravin, Pierce 
Brosnan, Chris Cooper, Lena Olin, Ruby Jerins, Tate Ellington. 
(PG-13, 113 min.) 

New York University students Ally Craig 
(de Ravin) and Tyler Hawkins (Pattinson) 
have a lot in common: a shared philosophy 
class, overbearing fathers, dead relatives. 
Ally’s mother was murdered in front of her 
at a subway stop (tensely, then terrifyingly, 
dramatized in the film’s opening minutes), 
and Tyler’s big brother killed himself six 
years prior. They’ve also both been bullied by 
her cop dad (Cooper), but Ally doesn’t know 
yet about this connection. When Tyler first 
introduces himself in the student union, it’s 
with the vague intention of exacting some 
revenge on Sgt. Craig - tit for tat, a la “you 
bash my face in, I boff your daughter” - but 
that plan falls to the wayside when Tyler 
and Ally fall fast in love. Playing New York 
born-and-breds, Pattinson and the appeal- 
ingly brusque de Ravin are working with 
non-native American accents (he’s British; 
she’s Australian), which lends their line read- 
ings unique, not entirely intuitive cadences 
and inflections. Pattinson already proved in 
the Twilight franchise he could brood like a 
baby Brando or Dean, but here, working with 
far superior material (by first-time screen- 
writer Will Fetters), Pattinson gets to sink 
his teeth into something more than postur- 
ing. His Tyler is twitchy, trigger-tempered, 
and believably (read: sulkily) 21, which 
might have been insufferable without his 
keen comic delivery of the frequently funny 
script ( Rachel Getting Married screenwriter 
Jenny Lumet reportedly pinch-hit). Still, had 
Remember Me’s ambitions stalled out with 
only Tyler and Ally’s relationship, it would 
have been merely a standard, if thought- 
fully executed, first-love stuff. But Fetters 
and Coulter, a longtime TV director whose 
only other feature credit is the well-received 
period piece Hollywoodland, widen the 
film’s scope to include the family dramas 
that dominate Ally’s and Tyler’s individual 
lives and bring them closer together as 
a couple. There is, quite simply, a rather 
refreshing ordinariness to Remember Me 
in the unflashy, knuckle-down attention it 
gives to character development and the 
building of plausible and involving family 
and friend dynamics. That ordinariness also 
informs the plot - Tyler and Ally struggle in 
their own ways to adopt a sanguine attitude 
about where the day takes you - and the 
climax movingly dovetails the film’s ongo- 
ing explorations into the everyday and the 
extreme. Too bad, then, about the denoue- 
ment. There is an obvious, organic, and 
affecting place for the film to stop, but the 
filmmakers instead tack on additional voi- 
ceover and montage, in a too literal evoca- 
tion of the title. - Kimberley Jones

TERRIBLY HAPPY 

D: Henrik Ruben Genz; with Jakob Cedergren, 
Lene Maria Christensen, Kim Bodnia, Lars Brygmann, 
Anders Hove, Mathilde Maack, Jens J0rn Spottag.

Every small town sings and staggers 
to its own funeral march, a bedraggled 
processional of what their metropolitan 
betters recognize as weird, queer, and 
just plain black-ice wrong. But like John 
Mellencamp said, people are born, live, 
and die in these divots outside the 
boundaries, and while it can be comfort- 
ing to know your neighbors on a first- 
name basis, it’s less so to realize you 
know their hearts - or lack thereof - with 
the same easy equality. The Danish film 
Terribly Happy sets itself in one of those 
small pre-apocalyptic enclaves, although 
there are no pink houses here, just the 
bone-chill of oppressive skies bereft 
of even a decent downfall. The rain, in 
this terribly unhappy place, drips with a 
dreary susurration that defines dirge, and 
everyone knows the words even when 
they aren’t much more than moans in 
the cold Denmark dark. Set in the rancid, 
boggy flatlands outside of Copenhagen, 
Terribly Happy - both a wicked pun and 
an apt description of nearly every charac- 
ter in Genz’s noirish, strange, and often 
very funny comedy of Lynchian locals vs. 
the new marshal in town. That would be 
Robert Hansen (Cedergren), exiled from 
his prior gig as a Copenhagen police 
officer after he ... did something, you 
know, real bad. The rustic and, indeed, 
rusty town he’s reassigned to watch 
over seems at first as though it were 
populated by eccentrics who’ve wandered 
in from the sets of Northern Exposure 
and Blue Velvet. However, Texans of the 
local persuasion, certainly, will smell 
the simple red reek of two-bit trouble 
massing against Marshal Hansen from 
the moment Ingerlise (Christensen), the 
beaten-down blonde wife of town psycho 
Jorgen (Bodnia), sashays into his new 
office with hungry eyes and multiple 
bruises. Those versed in the dark con- 
science of Ross Macdonald’s Lew Archer 
novels may recognize the setup. Even 
though the whole picture takes place in 
an outer, boggier Denmark, the story is 
rotten with dead herrings. Director Genz 
and a mad, bad, and possibly dangerous- 
to-know cast of characters are augment- 
ed by some of the most comically morose 
art direction and downright dire locations 
since Henry Baskerville took to howl- 
ing on the moors. And what’s the story 
behind Ingerlise’s young daughter, forever 
pushing what appears to be the devil’s 


own pram before her, squeaking her way 
across the muddied streets on her way 
to seeming oblivion? Terribly Happy isn’t, 
but it is wonderfully unhinged, and a 
painstakingly constructed meditation on 
a place where good and evil meet, mate, 
and make sour times sublime and, dare I 
say it, beautiful. - Marc Savlov

Long gone is Lewis Carroll’s nonsensical idyll: 
In this topsy-turvy take, Alice (Wasikowska) is 
19 when she chases a rabbit down to Wonder, 
er, make that Underland, as it’s called here. 
Everybody’s been expecting Alice - it’s been 
prophesied that she’d return to slay the Red 
Queen’s favorite beastie, the Jabberwocky. Alice, 
however, is unconvinced she’s the girl for the 
job, which means we’re in for a rather rote tale 
about self-actualization. The film’s first act is 
very nearly unbearable, leaden and doomy and 
generically plotted. Say a little prayer, then, 
for Depp: His Mad Hatter could have been 
mere circus-act material, but instead he plays 
the lunatic hatmaker like William Wallace with 
PTSD. It works - sometimes transcendently so. 
Every stellar moment within is met with five 
more clunkers, and tonally, there’s a deeply 
imbalanced mirth-to-muck ratio. Who would’ve 
guessed that Burton, a man who’s made a 
career spelunking for fun in cannibals and 
corpses, could produce such a joyless film?

Bitter. Bilious. Deluded. Death-obsessed. And 
that ain’t all, folks - this year’s five Academy Award- 
nominated animated shorts are so sour-faced 
even Britain’s most cuddly exports, Wallace and 
Gromit, must do battle with a homicidal maniac. 
That would be “A Matter of Loaf and Death,” the 
latest stop-motion Claymation piece from Nick Park, 
wherein sweet, daft Wallace falls in love with a 
zaftig former poster girl, despite the serious reser- 
vations of devoted dog Gromit. At 30 minutes, the 
short stretches thin. The Irish “Granny O’Grimm’s 
Sleeping Beauty” is one segment in a larger series 
in which a cronish grandmother filters her grand- 
children’s bedtime stories through her own deeply 
jaded outlook. Six minutes is about as long as you 
want to curl up to Granny’s spiritual and corporeal 
desiccation, which makes this short perfectly timed 
and an appealing mix of 2-D and 3-D animation. 
Writer/director Javier Recio Garcia’s entry is a zippy 
Spanish number, “The Lady and the Reaper.” It’s 
light on its feet and genuinely funny, too.

Patrik Eklund’s “Instead of Abracadabra” pro- 
vides a spot of humor and whimsy in a lineup 
that is mostly bleak business, but it pushes the 
same buttons as Napoleon Dynamite, Arrested 
Development, the entire Wes Anderson oeuvre 
- and about a decade too late. The Australian 
“Miracle Fish” centers around a misunderstood 
youth, although the 8-year-old, perpetually bullied 
Joe (Karl Beattie), isn’t a conduit for yuks. Writer/ 
director Luke Doolan does a nice job building 
tension in his eerie, largely silent piece, but he’s 
not altogether effective in evoking Joe’s inner life. 
“The Door” is similarly short on words. Working 
from Svetlana Alexievich’s book Voices From 
Chernobyl, Juanita Wilson creates a small-scale, 
but fully realized, portrait of the effects of his- 
tory’s most devastating nuclear accident without 
ever so much as uttering the “C” word. It’s the 
most emotionally affecting of the lot, although 
the Indian/American co-production “Kavi” comes 
close. Writer/director Gregg Helvey dramatizes the 
plight of human slavery via Kavi (Sagar Salunke), 
a young boy who clears bricks night and day to 
pay off his father’s indentured servitude. Director 
Joachim Back’s “The New Tenants” doesn’t 
exactly lighten the mood, but it does give it a 
wicked black-comedy spin.

Their primary governing authority resides in 
the austerity of their duly inculcated Protestant work 
ethic. The children appear dutiful and well-behaved, 
the adults principled and virtuous. So how to explain 
the peculiar acts of malevolence overtaking their com- 
munity? As we come to see more of the village life, 
we see more instances of deceit, harsh punishment, 
familial molestation, and the abusive exercise of male 
privilege lurking behind closed doors. Although the 
causes of the village’s various misfortunes are never 
fully explained, the children are clearly not the naive 
creatures they appear to be. Winner of the Palme 
d’Or at the 2009 Cannes Film Festival, Haneke’s 
film receives a tremendous assist from Christian 
Berger’s stunning black-and-white cinematography.

Gustin Nash’s script consistently 
delivers on situational laughs, even if he never shades 
in the characters beyond mere pencil sketch. And given 
the edgy bent of director Arteta’s stand-out earlier work

This weekend thousands of edgy, creative, cosmopolitan types from all 
over the globe will descend on Austin for the South by Southwest Film and 
Interactive festivals. By the time they leave, most of them will gush openly 
about their love of Austin’s laid-back, eclectic lifestyle (Oops! Where’d that 
go?); awesome barbecue and Mexican food; and skanky dive bars. Some 
will even declare outright their intention to relocate here permanently. 
Awesome. Austin is always in need of a few thousand more pasty-skinned 
Urban Outfitter hipsters willing to pay $5 for a Lone Star and half a mil for a 
Lilliputian Downtown condo. Why wouldn’t they be? Living in Austin is like 
being on spring break year round. It’s always a balmy 75 degrees. The trees 

and lawns are perpetually 
verdant with the first fresh 
growth of spring. There are 
always lots of cool park- 
ing lot/backyard day parties 
with bands and free beer. 

At night there are hundreds 
of more live music clubs 
to go to - both real and 
improvised. Austin is creative like that, yo. Living here, knowing better, you 
might feel the urge to scream, “The emperor has no clothes!” Resist it. Why 
crush the fantasy? If they move here, Austin will crush it soon enough -just 
about the time they walk outside in August wearing an authentic poly-blend 
black Misfits T-shirt from Hot Topic and vampire eye makeup.

Creativity might be a precious and rare commodity in other burgs, but here 
in River City we’re up to our necks in it, which means, in three words, art is 
cheapo. You just finished a new film/pain ting/ song/literary opus? Y-A-W-N. So 
did your waitress, your landscaper, the guy who changes your oil at Jiffy Lube, 
and the really stoned dude who makes your sandwiches at Thundercloud. It 
might be less depressing too if they sucked, but they don’t. They’re creative 
badasses willing to endure what would be a shameful amount of poverty 
anywhere else in order to perfect their craft - plus at least one of them can 
make a fucking majestic corned beef on rye. Yes, in that respect, Austin is like 
SXSW all year round, but why let the cat out of the bag? You’ll only sound 
like a crazy, bitter, homeless person (no use trying to convince out-of-towners 
that what you’re wearing is actually Austin fashion and not a symbol of your 
destitution). Your best strategy with these starry-eyed interlopers is to give 
them what they’re expecting. Sprinkle your Austin hipster patois with and 
extra dash of hillbilly: y’alls and ma’ams and fixin’s and whatnots. And really, 
would it kill you to wear a cowboy hat and some cutoff overalls? That way 
they’ll feel like they’re really getting over on the locals, and you’ll have your 
sweet revenge in August. If you want to see what this will look like on film, 
check out SXSW Film’s Friday night screening of Tucker and Dale vs. Evil, a 
wicked, hilarious send-up of slasher-in-the-woods movies that explores what 
happens when a group of college kids on spring break encounter what they 
believe to be a couple of deranged backwoods killers. Could there be a better 
metaphor for Austin during SXSW?
